Cheutib rivers ^ fhe reniRiniler is on the left Imiik* or near of 
the Itilvi betw^eea it and the Sutlej, The Kechna Dotib or Trana- 
Eiivl tract is mostly lowland that lias in times past been under 
the influence of river tvatf^r; its soil ia hnni and heavily iinpreg- 
nftted with salta ; I lie land, is sadly wanting in fertility ami 
much of it lies completelj waste* CLiltivation is carried on by 
means of irngation from walls Or itiundatioii from the Deg

On tho sontli ia n largo 
triangular tract of lowljing huid divided from the uplands by 
a Teiy abrupt and in most parla precipitous bank varying from 
10 to .10 feet iu iieig}it. Tln^ upland forme the central and 
principal poilion of the celebrated ilanjh% tho home of tlie 
Jat Sikh, It ia far the moat important^ part of the district 
and the moat interesting from au adiiiiuistrative point of view. 
It is peopled iu the main by a very fine race of men, Fan dim 
JatSj who played a prominent part nhvuya in tlie oouU>rU and 
atruggioa which attended the consolidation of tho Sikli riilci and 
fnniiahed Hie flower of Knnjit Singh's arin>% but w-ho havn 
now under the quieting influeiiL-e of tlio Eritish rule grminaily 
settled down to regard agriculture us their natnrni pi'ofes^sion\ 
though always ready t* take up military servieoj if necessary * 
cither os a lueaus of llvdihood or at tho cull of tSovonimciit. 
The^ Lahore MuEijha in its natuntl condition before the ex¬ 
tension of the Ban Jlonb Canal presented nil ahuDst uni form ly 
level surface with hardly any variety of featiiro from end to 
cud ; its soil is inclined to bo dryji but in parts near the Aiorit^ 
sar border one oieet^i with a good sandy loara ; tlie writ water 
is for the most part satiiie uuJ the rainfall la very precarious : 
iintit therefore irrigalioii was imported by means of tho conah 
theire waa little natural growth of any sort and the agrieulturn 
WM moatly inferior. In 1354 the SettlomRut Ofljcor doacTjlied 
this part of the district na a jungle in which only the fioorer 
ceronb and pulses conld bo grown. Also in IdfiS it ta uEludoil 
to ns a Hparsoiy popnlatod ti-aict witlioub tho means of obtaiuiiig 
good driuking water for man or beast. Xow tho whole of tlie 
MAnjha traotj except a small portion ou the south-west, is 
traversed by bi-anches and distributaries of the canalt theSr 
banks lined with trees nnd the land^ near them under good 
and careful cultivation^ All over thia upland tract one meeta 
with ahaudoned sitea of villages and a few old fortSp relica of the 
disturbed limes which prevailcnl lierfl from tim eml of the seventh 
century when the Muhammadan im^asioiiB commenced down to tho 
establiahmcnt of tho Erilish rule. Hie history of everv village 
in the^ Minjha almost containa reforonces tiione, two'or more 
desertions of the villages by the foundei-s who used to 
return frem time to time us mattera settled down and usually 
occupy a fresh site. 

The lowlands which lie to the soiith of the Manjha are 
known ns the FTithar^ derived fi'om the veruncnlar term Aei 
(belowj ; they were the valley of tlio river IJeAs when it 
Bawled through this district separately From the Sutlej. The 
high batik referred lo above as tho senthem boundary of tliu 
Manjha immediately overhangSj, the »Snt)ej and Heda gtreams. 
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they entesr the district togelheT at H&rilce on the Lahore Clmpter Ip A- 
juid Amritsar border j from there the bunk takes a wostorJy Ti*w~f 
direction and the river Hows south-west; the two therefnro W«npU?». 
gradufilly diverge ftirther and furtlier apart nntilj ns they bfjth 
leave the district at tho Montgomery border^ they are separatal 
by n distance of 'io uiilea. Under the high bank the old 
channel oi tho Beas can be very distinctly traced, and on th# 
edge of tho channel k still miidiug, though in somewhat 
rninod condition, a largo Dera or sacred abode of a Kikh Guru 
who is said to havo dried up tike BeAs river at that point by a 
curaoj because it was Einderiniiiing bis building. Along tho 
edi^e of the high hrsuk at vnriou^i iidcrvals are villago sottlg* 
inentSj including those of Kaaur and Chunianj the two most 
important places in the district outside the Lahore city. The 
proximity of the houses to the bunk in these settlemeola showa 
how reluctantly tho people used to move back to the nearest 
nuccenpied laud as the river encroached, liithe Hithar tract be¬ 
tween the high bsnk anti the river, village settlements are nuiuiar- 
ous and the popalatioti is fairly dense. Cnltivation ia 
carried on pardy by aid of inigalion wells and partly 
by iDUiidation from canals which only flow however for 
such part of the year as the river remains m flood. The soil 
is for tho most part a soft idiuvial loain jielding readily to 
tillage but almost too SJindy to be genuinely fertile. There ia 
irtucli sandy waste in which nothing grows but the drhina or 
river ]tingle roed wdiieh is fairly abundant and comes in use¬ 
ful us cattlo fodder and for various other purposes. Every hero 
and there tortuous imllnhs or lowlyiiig depressions of laud mark 
the course of the river and its branches in former days. The 
diatrict stands eleventh in order of area and second in order of 
population among the 31 districts of the Punjab, comprising 

per cent, of tho total area, and slightly more than 5 per 
cunt, of tho total population of British torrituryof tho Provinco.

It stands on the Peshawar and Delhi ruetalied road, 
and Ruotlier similar road approaches it from Forossepore passing 
through Kasur. Unmelalled roads apprt^ach it from Shahpur 
through Gujriinwiila on the west, from Mooltaii through Mont- 
goraery on the south-west, from Ludbiiiua through Harike on 
tho Bouth-eastj and frym Bialkot through Bbalidera on the norths 

The only towns of iiuy importance beside Lahore are KaiSfir 
with population of 20|290 and Cbuniuu with 10,3S9.

I’eoplo eay that 00 years ogo it wna unferdublu DeMnpnTO- 

at Rtiy time, hot iveatlier or cold j now for ot least four me nth a dfl«rip 

of the year it can be ci^ossed on footj ntid often iu the cold ' ’ 

weather it dries up altofjether just after leaving the Laboru 

district. I'his Ls largely due to tho estonsive widoniug of 

the bed conaoqncBt ou the river having eiieruacbed steadily 

to the north of late years. Also in the cold weather tho 

volutno of water is materia I ly dacreiiied by tho calls made on 

it for the linri Umib Canal. Still, however, during the natiiy 

season in sotho years tho river has heavy doods with a very 

strong current j* in the upper parts of its coarse through this 

district laud is often siihinorgud. At present some oxecod- 

iiigly valuable land near Lahore is being destroyed in tliia way. 

Lower down streatii tho channel is too wide for the river 
to cut away new land in ordinary years; but during tho heavy 
rain fall of August 18‘J'2, nearly two tlioiisaud acres uonr the 
lifoutgoiuery border were transferred by avulsion from ona 
side of the river to the other. The Lahore villages along tho 
liavi follow tho rule of lived boundaries, one with the other, 
blit for the last eight miles of the river course tbi-ongb this 
district tho villages on the left bank only belong to Labor e, 
thoao on the right hitnk to Montgomery; and betwee^n tho 
vilhigca of tlio two districts the boundary changes according to 
position of the deep-atream each year. 

Tha land of tho Kavi baslu is mostly under eultivaticn. Its 
soil varies greatly according to the level of the land. High and 
lowland cocnr altcrnaiely, the iowlami lying principally m 
deprosaious of the surface in which tbs river or one uf its 
branches baa rested at souia previoaa time. These always 
contain more or less day deposit which is very fertile for wheat 
crops so long as it gets iuundntioii but if left dry becontea liard 
and impenetrable, with a strong development of saline matter. 

Outside these depreasiona the land varies from Idgh sandy 
waste, in which only river yungle can grow, to a light loan! 
fairly productive and easy of cultivation. On the left side tho 
K^vvi lowlands am sepanrtod from the uplands of the JIanjha 
by an abrupt bank varying from 4 to 20 Feet in height; only 
in parts near Lahore haa this bank entirely disappeared under 
the prooesit of cultivation. On the right hand side of the 
river the boundary of the river valley is more difficult to detect. 

Occasionally tho rise from the present alluvial tract to the 
high gToiind beyond the river Influence is marked by an abrupt 
bank which however' Bcldotn exceeds four or five feet in 
height j more often, liowever, the slope up is very gradual 
and a change in soil or vegetntion aloue indicates that tho 
land ivhiob can claim any recant exporience of tho river floods 
has been left bohiud. 

TIio Sutlej river on the south having been joined by the 
Beia juat beforo it enters the confiuoB o£ this district has a

The Soil a j road aud railway bridge which crosses the 
nver at Gaoda Stiigbwala was opened in Ib87 | before that 
the river was crossed by a bridge of bnats at tfio piuee whore 
the railway bridge is uowp This^ however^ was toaioteined 
only for seven mo at ha in the year being closed ia May and 
ro-opened in Oi-toher. Ferry boat^ are maiiilaiuecl at intervals 
niong the river throughout the year* The valley of the Sutlej 
ia of considerable width and the stream h conataatly shifting 
ite course to the great injury of village^ cm either side^ Laml 
carried froni oiio side of the river to the other by gradual 
accretion chnngea ownenihip. If, howeverj it is carried acrosts 
ill a reccgnisahle form by niuan!§ of avulsion, the former owner 
can dairn it- Of late yeurd the force of ilm river bus been 
siting northwards, and licvcral large Lahoi^o villages havu 
been riiiiicd as Tuorc and nioro of their land necreted 
gradually on to the other side. Until vpry lately the lirnd 
along the river uned to chsiiigo its district jitrisdicLion :vs it 
moved from one aid a of the river to the other; now, howeverj 
the border villages of the Lahore mid FettMteporo districts liave 
been £xed by not ideation and land only changes jurisdiction 
when its owners change under the actiim of the river ruks. 

The Sntlej bed is a mixture of sand and clay; in the 
miny season its Hoods thixiw up vast quantities both of deposit 
and of saadj so that the character of tlie idluvial lanri 
constantly changing. The bare ^anJ of one year may be a 
rich deposit soil in the next and tim On the whole 

there is nmoh more bid bud than good along the Sntlej ; 
large streEches of river jnugle frequently occur with only 
occasional patches of mltivatiou, and in the latter the cropping 
b indifferent as a ruk^ 

The Ikg stream rises in the Jiimmoo hill$- In the Hindu 
Shastars it is called Ucoki. After traversing the Sialkot 
district and just cutting the Gujrdnwala district as it pns^scs 
under the curious old bridge known hs Bhah Unwin ki Piil| 
ibo stream enters the Lahore district at its mo^t northern 
point, close to where the Lahore, GnjrAawAla and Bi^lkot 
districts meet. Its course through the Sharahpur tub sit is in 
the main bop th-westerly and parallel to that of the Kdvi; bnt 
13 miles beyond the Lahore border the Deg cuts into the 
lljtvi jufit as the latter takes ii twist direct to tho west.

The breadth of the cUannL-l hardly any where eiEceeds 30 yards 
and is often less. The stream only comes into flood when 
there is a heavy raiufall uiiywlierc in the plains between 
Sharakpur and the hills. TJieii it fills up in a few hours and 
oTertlow%s its banks, carryiTig with it a small anifinnt of valuable 
deposit 111 ora or less beneficial to land tm wliieli tlio (I^ichIs nre 
ivitaiued for ntiy leiigtli of time. On the rain censing tlie 
water subsides at once, the main body of it passing off into the 
Riivi tliroiigli the Gugcra talisil. Eserpt during tlio rains nn 
water comes down the 15eg channel ill this tahsil, but at the 
upper portion of ifs course down to tbo point whore it takes a 
half turn to the west, tlicro are natural si>rings iti its bed which 
yield a little water tbrongbout the year unless the season is 
very dry.

Drmliu^ linp* of Jn tho high lantla of the BAri DoAb there oeenr at intervala 
ibuMuihtt. drainage line&i which arc called in the vernacular rnhi. The 

most important is tho Hndiara Tufti* iiH calted, which anterz^ 
the district from tho Amritsar border ac the Lahore village of 
Kiln Jjwaa Singh, about 15 miles south of the Riki, and passes 
across the iranjha in a tortuous conrso gcncrnlly parallel to 
that of the two rivers^ nltinintely draining into the Ravi shortly 
before it reaches tJie ArontgOTnery border. Its djannel is from 
two to iliree hundred yoitla hnma^ atid it is ao shallow that the 
rasnal observer in crossing it %vould hardly notice its existence 
anlpss the flecds were out. During tho rainy season a 
considerable volume of water comes down this channel 
BOTiietiTnest, iitostly local snrfaco drninagpn The soil in the 
channel Ehoiigh stiff is very feetilo under cnUivaLiou, and esce^jfc 
in the dryout years it is safe for a fair spring crop. The 
next best bnmvn ro4i is that called the “ Kaaur u all ah ” which 
paters the KaRiir tahsii from tho Amritsar district at the villnge 
of ^uT Singh fibeut twelve miles to tho south of tho Hudiniu 
rahi. This has u deeper channel than the other and when in 
flood sends down a more rapid stream. It nan bn traced back 
as far ns Batala in the GardAapiir district. Of recent years tho 
finod waters whiclt used to fill it several times in tfie year have 
been diverted by canal euibsiikuieuts ond caltivaiion. 

The channel of the Kosur nalhili is shallow enongh to cul¬ 
tivate for tho tiriit 10 or J 2 miles of its conrso as far as tho 
village of Algon. From there it has been roceatly converged 
iuto a canal escape and is now assutuing the appearance of a 
hill torrent. It runs into tho He As lowland.^ near Kasur. 
Sirnitaily the Patti nallah furthor south has been utilised 
m ft cftual escape, two or three miles after it caters tha district 
^ at Patti. 

Both the Kasiir and the Patti nalEahs have their conrso 
marked by ridges oE sand thrown up no doubt by tho force of 
iho water when iu heavy floods The Hudiitra having a 
much gentler slope hn>j deposited no ^^and along its banks. 
These Tohi drainage lines aio important chielly with regard to 
the Influence they havo on the local spring water. The only 
port of tlia Aluujhft uplands where tho well water is naturally 
sweet is along the Amritsar border on tlio east and between the 
Ravi anti ibe Htidiara tohi on the west^ It is also fonud 
to bo sweet within the drainage channels oitd along their banks 
cspeoially in tho case of the Knsur nallah which in former years 
probably used to enrry down a heavier volume of water than 
the others. Between thu Kasur uallfth ami tho lludiiira rohi 
the water la univ'ei^ally taiuted, more so to the west than tha 
east. Towards the Montgomery border it is absolutely tindriuk- 
able, much more unfit for irrigation of land. Beyond the 
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Hndidra rahi botween it And tlie Rdvi tbe water is fairlj sweety 
hocoinin;^ less and less takted as th& rohi ch anti el dmipa to¬ 
wards the river. All over the Miinjimj however, the well water 
ta bfiinff bonefiGiAlly affected by the jinportation of Oatside water 
through the canale. During the last twenty yrara the water 
level has risen by 8 or 9 feetjAnd the quality oE the loeitl water 
lias improved greatly, 

The fnain bmnch of the BArf Doab Canal enters the district 
from the Amritsar district just south of the large Lahore Tillage 
of Padhnna about liolE_way between the Envi and Sutlej riverei, 
and crosses the district, indirection almost parallel to thikt of the 
two rivei'fl; after a course of 4S milea it terminates at the Changa 
Muuga fnreat where tho eanal is intercepted by an escape 
ohannel whidi carried dR its surplus water into the lidvi at a vil¬ 
lage called Alpa Kalsn. Tlio Lahore branch of the same canal 
enters at Wagah juafc north of the Lahore and Umballa 
Railway, pasaea between Lahore and Mhin Mir, and joins the 
Uavi river at Kinsheg, a largo villago seven miles south-west 
of Laherei lis length in this distrSot is 23 miles only* 

The Sh^latndr branch is the old Hnsli Canal Avhioh was 
constTiieled about two centuries ago by Ali Mardam Khan, m 
the ruLL'u of ^Ivxh Jaliiia, to bring water to the royal pleasuro 
grounds at Bhalamar, Eve miles east of Lahore. This cpters the 
district abent four miles north of theUmbalia IlaiLway, and goes 
as far as klihabimdrp a dmtadco of about 10 miles. The Xasur 
bmpcli enters the district at the village of Aloghal and after 
a conrii^e of ten miles finishes ip Hnrdo Algon, where it joins the 
Xasur nallah as ;poticed above* The BAri Doub Canal !3 de¬ 
scribed pt length iu the prOAipcial voluiiae of the Gazetteer for 
the census of 15SL 

Not coLiutiug the old Hasli Canal, this district began to 
cemp under irrigalioa from tlie Bfiri Do^b Cabal Erst less than 
SO years ago* 'i'ha canal now irrigates in tins district on area 
of 455 sqnarc miles iu 430 estates and the present average 
income derived from it by the Canal Department is upwards 
pf lakhs of rupees, the total payments op itrrigntod land 
for tho nse of the water aver aging about Es. ^i-9-3 per acrOp Jn 
addition all land ordinarily irrigated from the canal pays under 
the new iksscssments extra hind revenue varying from 3 to 8 
annas tho acre in excess of what it would pay under dry 
cultivation. 

The permnncTit canals of the Bari Doab syatem irrigate 
the Mnnjlia nplauils only in this district* Tlie lowlands of the 
Beas are dependent fiir canal irrigation on tho Upper Sutlej 
Inuudatieu Canals ” which flow only so long os the Sutlej river 
rOmaiiLs in flood, the usual period extending from tho middle 
of Afay to tho midd !e of Scptonibur* The aeries comptieoe four 
canals^ only three ol which take off from the river within the 
limits of this district. Their names are Xatura^ Khsnwah 
and Upper Sohag. Tho fourth, known as the Lower Sobdgi 
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ChtptAr 1. A. cmergrjig from tins v\yqt in tlia Montgotiiery ilistrict* For llie

Raihvay leaves the Lahore district, after a coerce 
® ^ of 17 miles through the lowlands of the Kaffir tahsH where it 

irrigales at present ahoot 1*500 acre^, it reaches the village of 
Kliudian oo the borders of the Chuninn tahail j from hero its 
waters are distributed by three branches which in the Oliutiian 
tahail inundate on the average 15*000 acrea a year lying 
within 70 villages or so. ^'ho Upper Sehag and Khan With are 
old canals which wore conatrueted very early in the present 
rentnry. The Khaiiwah has its head at Jlaniokb about W miles 
from the Montgomery border* and tho Upper Sohag has its 
head at Salolke, 10 miles from the Montgomery border. Their 
iieads, however, are not quite fixed, tliey have to bn moved 
occasionally according as tho cnrrGiit of tho river flood changes 
from year to year. The urea irrigated from these two canals 
in this district hurdly exceeds 10,000 acres^ but they irrignto 
large areas ill the Montgomery district. Under recent orders 
of Qorernuient the total canal rates which before averoged 
slightly under one rupee tho sere on sill in igatod land have 
been increased nod now nverage about I rnpee l!^ unnas 
tho acre. This culcnl^tioii takes in crop rates w'hich for spring 
crops are imposed at the rate of B annas an acre and for autumn 
crops vary from 2 rupees 4 annas an ucro for tho best to 1 rnpco 
2 annas an acre for less valuable sta[>les ; and it also in* 
eludes 12 annas nn acre imposed ns water-advantage or 
owner's rate Once a year on all land irrigated within the year. 
The inconio from this latter ruto at present nv*erages about 
27jOOO a year, 

K^kolalL Table Nc, III shows in tenths of an inch the total ruin full 

registered at each of the rain-gftuge stations in the district 
during the la^t ten yeira. TJi*^ ilistribiition over the year 
month by month and tho number of rainy dfiys in enrh ti;onth, 
as shown by the rain-gaiige ut liend-quarters, is shown iu State¬ 
ment IH A., and the distribution hy quarters of the year is 
fomished for each outlying tahsil in Statemeut 111 B. The 
iivemge animal rainfall for the district varies from 20 inches 
on tho north^cait border to 3 inches on the sooth-weft«

The hot weather ludicaces its approach sF^rly ia April, and 
after that i^amping out nneler canvaa becomes unpleasant and* as 
the heat iaereaaes* almost mtolerablc if one bas to carry on work

in Lahore civil station the air becoiuca filled with mgistpo 
owing prestimably tc the oiitenaivo tanai irriffation now carritil 
on. Neither in May nor dune, notwithstiinditig the hot wiadit 
which blow fiercely at timrs but not pteadily, are the watered 
tutt{ 9 , which are so effectual for coolicg houses further dowa 
country, of miioli use in Laliorc. Tlie reason for Lhis is psrtly 
the heavy moisture pervading I he air and partly tlio unsteadi- 
ness of the hot hreesse. Kveii the therniaiitidote becouies a 
doubtful pleasure at times on account of the dampness of the 
air it pumps in, Karly in July ihere ahouid he a burst of 
luonsoou ruin : but owing to its short dumtiou in Lahore it.s 
cooling effects last only for a few clays, and miles! more rain 
falls the great heat begins again, rendered more mtolorable than 
before by the increased loistnro in the air and general close- 
1 less of the acuiosphero ; all through July iitid August the days 
and nights are equally trying unless rain be fairly frequent, fn 
tliu Utter montli scorching hot broeiiea sometimes spring up ; 
any one wiabiug to get nci eus}' esperieucc of thesa should tahi) 
mi eve 11 illg drive down the Mceau Meer road. In t^eptember 
tiie afteruoou etiti is very fiorce, but the days close in rapidly 
and the nights begin to be pleasant. Fruni September loth iho 
iiionain'^s begin to get cool and cati be left oG by tlm 

end of the month unless the autumn has been exceptioimllv dry 
and hot. Early in OctolMir it is quite cool ip^dom s and by tlm 
middle of the month lifo under cuuvas out in the district is 
hcarablo enough ; the sun is liot between 12 and 4 o'clock till 
nearly ih® eud of Oetol^r, hut the rest of the day and tho night 
time ara delightful, Noveenber and early December days aro 
generalU' bright ciondksa and quite still; the niglite become sharji 
as the end of December approaches, and from the tniddle of that 
month clouds come and go, in dicat log aa iu definite prospect of 
rain which sometimes falls in a few days before Lkceiuhcr cksoa 
and in some years holds up till the cpd of January. In Lahoi-o 
tliCBO winter rtrina if not so heavy, yet como more frequently 
and last longer perhaps than tho stimtnor mins. When Viotb 
arc wanted so badly it is hard to say which is the most nseful, 
hat tho preservation of tho spring nnirrigated crops and in 
some measure of the irrigated crops as well depends upon 
mode rate rain at least falling in the latter half of Dcccnihor Or 
in January, Xo frost to apeak of occurs in Decentber, but in 
January the nights and mornings arc Citremely keen, and tho 
early morning frosts often last through the first week of February, 
From that onwards the siiii ia the day time begins to make 
itself felt and the uighla become very agreeable. March ia 
very variublo ; if tho spring raios have lasted late it k coqI

ijid piui- The most common diacasea are those which occur in a!I 
malarial eountrieSj malarious fevers, eniargement of the 
spleen and genei^l anminia^ diarrheea anddysenleiy. Bronchitis 
and pleuro-pneinnonia are very common^ and the latter is veiy 
fatal during the cold season. Ulcers and various forms of 
skin diseases aro nl w common. In one part of the districL Bhamk- 
pur^ goitre Sa very prevalent. From the statistics of deaths 
published in the tables attached to the Sanitary Commissioner's 
reports from 1872 to lS9l iiielnsive^ it appears that the regis¬ 
tered rate of mortality ol tho Lahore dUtrict is considerably 
higher than that recorded in the Provinco as a whole* The 
average registered dcatli'rnto of the Punjab for these 20 years 
was 29 and in the Lahore district 33 per JjOOO. 


During 20 years 1872^91 the highest doath-^rate 50 per 
1,000 was recorded in 1890, in ’which year the provincial deaths 
mtd n"aa 47 per 1,000. During this period the lowest death- 
rate in tho district and in tho province was recorded in 1874^ 
the rates of mortality having been 23 pGr 1,.000 in the district 
and 18 per !*0CO in the province^ 

Statistics show that the mortality from fevers is greater 
in Lahore digLrict tl^an in the province as a whole^ The pro¬ 
vincial JwerJige fever death-rate for 1872^91 was 19^95 and for 
Lahore diltriot 21 '7 1 per 1,000ji 


cthie»« The average death-rate from cholera during 1872-91 in 

tho Lahore district was 0'5o per 1,000 as agaiaat 0'2il per 1^000 
ID tho province as a whole. 

During that period tlmro have been fonr severe outbreaks 
of the disease in the district in tho years 1879, 1881, 18S7 and 
1391, the number of recorded deaths from this cause having been 
Lfi73, 1,043, 2j035 and L54S, respectively* Of the 1*&43 cholera 
deaths reported in 1881 as many us 1,101 were recorded m the 
city and suburbs of Lahore, The Lahore water-workti were 
opened in 1831, and statistics show that the introduction of a 
pure water*supply hoe bad the effect of diminishiug the liability 
of tho iuhnbitAnts of the tnnuicipality to this diso^c^ 
During the 10 years, 1872-81 previons to tha introduction of the 
new Water-Supply^ 1,788 cholera dcathe were registered in tho 
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municipality^ and dfiriug tlie aiicc^eflinff t^n jeara 1882-01| GIG 
dnaths fnom this canap were recorded* Th^l qliolera dejithn 
reported in the Tf^t nf tho district during th(^s0 twn doecnuiii 
were reaper:tiTeiy 3j210 and 8^839* 

The average regiatered dentil-mte from HTnnll-pnK during the 
20 years 1872-91 was MS per 1^000^ the oorrespoadiiig rate for 
the province as a whole having been 0^86 per IjOGO. Previous 
to 188 J there was a prov in end vaccination staff which visited 
each district eve it three or fonr years. In the cold went bur 
of J8S1 a separate vaccination establialnnent was allotted to 
each district, so that vaceiiiatora now visit the ivhole or the 
greater part of the district annually. Tiiat the work of vacci* 
nation is more efficiently carried out by the district vacctnation 
fltalT tlmnit was by provincial vaccinators^ h proved by the fact 
that dnring the 10 years 1S72-S1 when provincial vaccinntors 
W"cre at Work 13^190 amall-pox deaths were reported in the 
districtand during the following ten years 1882-91 when the 
■work was done by the district vaccinators, only G, 193 deaths 
frofu that cause wpire registered. The atti-tado of tlio people of 
the rural portions of the lifthore district towards vnccinatioii 
is moat favonrnblc, ttio work is done qnietly aiicl efficiently and 
witli little or no friction^ It is different in the city of Lahore. 
The city people to a considerable extent iippreciaJe the Ijcticfits 
of vaccination and most of them have little objection to have 
their children vacduatedj but whnt, they do object to^ Hindus 
particularly, is the trani<fer of lymph from their ehildrou hi 
others* Th is objection lias recen tl y been ob vi a ted by t he i n trod iie- 
tiou of animal lymph vaccination. Statiatics, however, show 
tliHt the percentage of children vaccinated canlijines to he less 
in the cily than it is m the rural tracts of the district, and the 
Municipal Committee have therefore resolved to apply to 
Government for the extension of the prnvigions of the V^acci* 
nation Act, XlII of 1889, to the Wnnicipality of Lahore, 

The inost sickly moukbs of the year in this district are 
SeptombtTj October and November : the mouths in which thy 
largest number of deaths occur on an avenige are October 
November and December. Tim smallest number of deaths arc 
registered in the months of April, I^laroh, February and July. 

The systsiu of rogiatoriog births in the district c&mc into 
force in 188G. There was an average hirth-mte of 43 per 1,(K)0 
in the district ns a whole for the year 1SS9*9L In the city 
ulthoagh hye-Iaws for the oompuleoiy regietmtion of births 
are in force, the birth--mto is cousidcrably below that of the 
district. Moans have lately been tfiketi for cnsnriDg more 
accurate registration of vital statistics in thy municipality. 


SECTON B-GEOLOGY, FAUNA AND FLORA. 

Our knowledge of indiiin geology is as yet so gtmcral in its 
nature, and so little has beon done in the Punjab in t.ho way of 
detailed geological investigation, that it is imposaibJo to dienes 
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ike IoCrI g^^ology of separate Bistriots. But a sketch of the 
geology of I lie iVoviuce m a whole has been niopfc kindly 
furnished by ilr. ileiHicoltj t^upermtendent of the Ocologic&l 
SarTey of Iiidiaj and ia jtubliiilied tii ejieuM in liie Frovincial 
Tolatne of the Gaiietreer J^eTie&, and alao as a separate pHrapbiet. 

The only minora! prodticrion that ia found in this district of 
any valopis frcinirar {a kind of limestone graTcl), which h 
used for metalliupi roads, ami the smaller pai rides of which are 
bnrtit for linien This mineral is fonnd in most parts of the 
district, but prinoipally in the highlands near Lahore, It is dug 
out at a depth varying from 1 foot to 0 feet, ivhile the 

smaller particles are found oil the surface of the soil iu many 

places, and only rcqnire eweeping up for eo!lection before 
hoing put into the kilns to bo burnt tloAvn as lime. The com 
tractors lor supplying Iffininr on iiietallei:! roads pny the owners 
of the laud so much per gliumno to Le allowed to excavate itp 

The substance known as k^tUar ia swept np fi'oni old village 
silea or places of n like nature on the Monjha uplands, and is 
much valued by market gardeners and indeed idl the mom 
careful FigricuUnrisCs sue It as A i sins for its fertilising propor- 
tius* They throw it over tlie young cotton and tobacco 
phints chiefly when they are half a foor. or fo out of the soil. 
It is heneficidto other "crops also, hut is too rare a conitoodiry 
to use wastefully. There are certain old Thrk^ in the Miin]'La 
where it is found in any Abimdance, and to thcKo the Arsbi 
agriculturists round Lahore send many miles dietanco } the Jat 
owners, up to lliis, place no vidue on the ktdlar^ neither using 
it thoiDselveSi nor charging any price to those who obtain their 
leave to take it. By the time, however, that it has been curried 
ill carts 10 or 15 miles distance to the aeighbourhood of 
Lahore it has become u valuable cominodity aud fetcima a gi^d 
price among the Arain agriculturists. On tlie Thehs which 
have this kalUtr on the surface of their soil, no socuiur has 
the existing supply been taken off than more is formed, 
exact Uftlure of its origm has not yet been sHccriained. 
Apparaiitly it is connected more or less with the karkar 
ingredient of the Mtmjha soil and wdth the gradual cbaugeis set 
up hv heat and moisture in land which iuthe past was long the 
receptacle of tnop and cattle^s evacuation!!. Lately a sample of 
kallar was sent to the Chemical Examiner of Lahore for eiaini* 
nation, and his report thereon wua aa follows

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The benoBciftl props rtioa of kallar »ro nttributoct to tlio 
solohlo chlorides and nitrates, and it is believed that exjKWuro 
during’ a considerable period of time to heat and moisture 
nroald set up changes increasing the percetilngo of these valu¬ 
able Bolulde iugindieuts, svrmie of the iu sol able salts undergoing 
chemical changes by which they are transformed into soluble 
salts.” 

Saltpelre is produced to soine esteoi in this district, SsUpi!'-«>. 
chiefly in Sharakpur tahail. Licenses for its manufacture are 
given to anvooe applving for them, and the licensees luske 
their own terms with the agriealtnrUta for the ereetton of kilns 
in suitable places and for fuel. The soil is collected from the 
sites of old villages and is boiled in water lo Urge iron 

pans. After boiling, it is thrown into perforated wooden 
t roa<rlis, placed over earthen vessels imbedded in tbe gronnd. 

TheTlrippiiiga from the troughs congeal in the earthen vessela 
nud become the saltpetre of commerce. In the last three years 
altogether 150 licenses have been granted, authorising the 
holders to manufacture saltpetre, each licetiae permitting on tlie 
average between four aod live hundred inaunds to be made. 

TIte value of tbe stuff when made is He- 1 per inaund. 

The varieties of trees found in this district aro few and Twm of thr dw- 
uuiuiportant. The coniiooiier binds are noticed below 

The jfciftrtr (Acacia arnhica) grows all over tlie district wlter- 
Dver the soil has been sullicieiitly moist to allow of the seed 
Kerminatiug. 11 is thickest along the banks of rivers or streams, 
lint is now Bhootiiig up all over the Alanjha and HithAr where 
canal irrigation has been eiEteuded, Its growth is rapid, but it is 
not a long-lived tree. The wo<h1 which is fit for use after ten 
veara' growth is tough and close grained ; it ccutnesin handy for 
all the more i mport an I agricuUu ral i to pie ments, especially for the 
more prominent portions of tho Persian wheel structure. 

The tree graws chiefly near wolla and along the edges 
of lanes or water cuts leading from the well. After six years or 
so it produces the wild plum which is much valued by natives ; 
the Gneaii grafted l>er trees botii for their massive shade and for 
the abundance of their yield arc to bo found in the more fertile 
lands near Lahore city; but every well almost all over the dis¬ 
trict has one or two her trees. Its W(wd is Ct for use after ten 
or twelve years* growth. It is put to the same purposes aa 
i!n4ar wood when the latter la not to bo bad.

uR white ants. Tlio smaller branches of the titfir and b&r tree 
are aged forhifdgiug fields. 

Other trees of spontaneous growth in tho district are the 
ftiTtUh or pharieda {tatuHris oriental is) wliich grows quickly 
in kiwlyiu[r ground which eat dies aurfnee drabiage, and has 
beoTi largely planted along roadsides beeaiise the planl« re¬ 
quire little or no attention; the ;sirbi (Allimia dehbek) wdiicli 
liowHver is found chiefly along r*>AdKides where it- mnat have 
heoii planted in yeara and the rent (acacia teucopliloca) i\ 

kind of stunLed kikur wliieh is found cldefiy in the ritkh lands 
of IjaliorO and Shnrkpnr tahslle. Tlio ^iVis wood is fairly 
ibimbloj btit is not mucli used hore ; it is most serviceablo for 
Hngar-cftne crughi^rs or oil presse^^ bnt Bnropenn demand appears 
likely to arise far it for ornamonial artiebs of fiirniture j and if 
this continues the siri# will become a most yaluable tree* Farash 
wood ia only useful for bnmiug. The r^ru ig gooil fuel and its 
bark la used for taauiug. 

Of trees that require to be planted and some attention 
afterwards for a time, the most universal arc the (PicQS 

religiofla) and hithar (Ficus indica]. These are p Inn ted by the 
people for shade at the galea of villages, round tho village puiida 
stnd upar fiikira" liuta and lluhaminudati shriues. They take a 
long time to grow and being valued chiefly for their sbadoj atand 
till they fall from age. A fiue ohl ’pipul tree ia a worthy 
object of veuenitioUt and Hiadiia of ail classes hold it in great 
rfveri-nco+ leaves and branches uufortiiriately often fall a 
prey lo the c;iiiiels attached to the camps of officers on tour, not- 
withsTaiidiug every effort on the part of the latler to prevent it. 

The hukain {Meliu As&adirachta) or a'< better known locally 
the d^ioreJt k sometiEnts planted near wells ^ it ig a fast ^row* 
iiig tree, but not long lived. After 15 years it is apt to rot in¬ 
side and become hollaw. The wood however is free from attacks 
byiusccts nml is thcrolon? much used for raftet^ in the house 
roof and for makitig iho sides o! bedsteada.

It is planted by Government Departniento alpng 
road sides and canal bonks and there is a very large growth o* “’JI 
the Chinffa llan«a plantation. A hvgs ihukam tree costs SO 
or 90 rupees, while the other trees described above and which 
are found commonly in the peoples' fields, run to 

more thnn 14 or 15 rupees. The only article which iho 
affncultiirisla alwBVS nse Jthi»ha»n wood for apparently lU the 
triangular platform which timkps the body of the village cart. 

'I’he nave of the wheel abo should be of shisham wood, while 
the rest ol the cart mtiy Ije made of Ifitar. The larger beams 
for tha roof of ft house should properly be oi thttham, but the 
people cannot nfford the cost ..s a rule and ktkar beams aro 
used instpad. Kafters are made of ktkar, takiiin, tut or 
tuAur ’brantslies^ 

The most common shrabs are the Ann'Z (Capparis aphylln). 
tho land ti'rosopis spieigerin, the ttun (Snlvadom oleordes} 
the (Zinyphus mi mm ul aria). 'I’heso are found growing 

together in all waste land ontlie llanjhft uplands. The kin/ is 
said by the people to be a sign of bad sell, bat tins means 
uicrelv that it will grow in poor saline land and high lying 
grounti where other shrubs perhaps won’t grow. It flowers twice 
a year, once in April and again io l^eptember. The flower of the 
k- Wi U an ojtceadiagly brilliant scarlet; the iiuripo fruit is called 
Jela and is used as a pickle. The lipo fnnt is cftlledptnya 
and IE eaten in its nalural state in the month of June- lu Ja¬ 
sons of scarcity tins fruit is n great standby to the poor. The 
wood of the Avtn'( ia very hard, and is much used for,rafters on 
account of its supposed immunity from white ants. 

The joTid ia chiefly valued for its roots which go very 
deep into the ground and being tongh and alroiig, make ex¬ 
cellent fuel. The weigivt of the uiiddrgrowth is often 
much more tbnn that of tlio tipper growth Charcoal is 
prepared from it, but the glmrconl is said to emit too 
lumiv i‘]wka to bo niucb liked. The area utider this shrub 
has liccii steadily decreasing, owing to the largo demand 
for it from tho railway; it is a very slow growing tree and dews 
not repay artificial raising- Nfitnnil seedlings of this shim > 
are said never to be found even m ground strictly closed for 
grajiing, but it is diflicult to suppose that the eitpoaire growth ol 
it that still nbls in parts of tlic lliinjbn is anything but natural. 

The seed vessels of this shrub are callod imni7rn and are used 
some times as a vegetable. The shrub flowers in April and tba seed 
ripeuK iti June- 

The ttun grows in inferior soil, almost equally with the ; 
and saline land appears to suit both. These two are often fonnd 
also in the lowlands underneath the high Jianjba bank, where

the ptJorer elwsaea : Indeed iu years of high prices this fruit h 
one of their chief soarees of subsistence* 

The shrub is found on the uplands only, aud h cdu« 

aideredan indication nf good sod. It is a very prominent feature 
of all the better land in fjnboi'e tabsib is fairly coEnmon 
in other partfi of tlio Maojlm and in the t^-lr laud of Sharakpur 
tahelL It is nho known as the &er. Its fruit which 

ripens in October is much esteemed by the lowei' grades of the 
people. 

Other shrubs aro the uk or milk plaut, found chiefly in tbu 
Salle] hii^fidr lands^ on all inferior land left nncEikivatoEl for a 
short time, lb grows very rapidly and is easily cut down. It 
IS considered perfectly woithless by tlio peoples and is shun¬ 
ned as fodder by all animals, except perhaps goats. 

The chic/fcra (biiteu frandosa) ia found to ei considerable es- 
tent in lowly in g laud on the north bank of the Iblvi and in the 
Sharakpiir tah^il. It is the same ae tlie Hiudusti'itii dhak^ but 
never reachea the dinaensiona attained lower dewii cctiutry. ]t is 
venerated by liicdus aud groves of it are occasionally found in 
tracts othenvise bare. The dye made from the Elowars 
and tbcguia exuded by tlie plant are well known. 

Of this elasa one very common variety is the pi7f/u or j^no 
(tamarix iudica), found in flooded lands along the rivers^ The 
twigs are used for mukitig baskets and for lining unbricked 
wel]s« It is sold often at the pnee of a pie a bundle^ or at so 
much per acre. 17ie csistor oil plant is also niet wdth cccEisionolly ^ 

Quite as common ami iiioro iiuportant than the Inst is thu 
mrr which is fcmnd for the most psirt in sandy Eieil where 
nothing else will grow'^ provided soil is fairly nenr the surface. 
Thus it ia a prominent feature of the Sntlpj low lands, where long 
stretches of fj:irr met with oecasionEdly, aJtd Mnailer plots of 
it are very frefjuentK Also it timj bo seen growing thickly along 
the sandy embankments, which Imrtier the distributaries of the 
inundation eanab* The variety which grow a wdiite flowers is 
most common in this district^ Thu reed is exceedingly issefid 
to the AgriciiUniiflts and ia pidzod accordlegly* The lower siinl 
thicker portion of the tteni is made into chair?, stools, coEirse 
screons and roof thatching. The middle pnriion is a tliinner 
reed enclosed in a sheath. The reed oE tliia uFcd for making 
fine screen or wiuriowLng baskets, the reeds are atruiig iogotliei' 
so aa to serve as a coveriug for carls. The munj sheath is buriicd 
atone end^ tlieu beaten wiiIl a mallet into thin fibre which is 
then twisted, into a rope* All the ropes in use in tlio villages 
especially the rope work to ^vbich the watering pots on a Per* 
s^iau wheel attached, aro made of munj. Also the sarr

Luni is a 
different plant from latta, li.-ing of a blackish purplo colour sad 
of no use whatever. The growth of fdnziaay be accepted as an 
indication that tlm fioil is impregnated, with salino mattor and 
will not produce anything else, 

iTftrmnl is another indication of bad soil, growing about a 
foot high in thin sandy soil j the people say that no animal will 
eat tbts. 

h a kmi of plautj much found iu the ganJior soils 
tmQer cultivation in the Sutlej It grows about two 

feet high and bus a fiowor of the same shape and colour as that 
of a thistle. 

Tho fpllowing are coidiiiou grasses in ilia ti'Uoi$ iudicated. CfftHes. 
grows everywhoru in j^ood soil where the tuoi&tare is 
sufficient, especidly alodg tho hanks of water cuts* It is too 
well known to need deacription. Anotbor grass Bot unlike 
ill the rnnanrs it tlirews out but somewhat snialbr and with 
a narrower blade of grass is the cAimlrtr whidi grows chiefly 
in highlybg saudjish soib is a low Ycrtically grow¬ 

ing grass uud ao distinguishable from iha&tni which throws 
out a homontal stem; also it fa much darker b colour. Both 
d/mmitii luid ehimhar arc good fodder grussesj though hardly 
equal to Dahh is aii exceodingly coarse grass which 

grows principally in old alluvial clay and is not checked by the 
iallar usually so strongly developed in this kind of soil. Iu 
such land it spreads rapidly imlcss Kept down by constant culti¬ 
vation arid it 15 a most difficult grass to eradicate owing to the 
length of roots which aro said to penotrato down into the soil 
f?ver so deep until they reach water^ It is worth very little as 
fodder^ though buffaloes may eat it in default of better.

Dilti is another grass not unlike 
pauni and found in the same sort of ground^ but not nearly so 
good for foddorj haviiiLf little nourisliaaetit in it. 3/iiri is it srsiall 
low growing grass with double compound stems ftud a small red 
knob at the eud o£ each stem. It is found on ilie banks of 
the Deg and is fairly good as fodder- 

Nauahh is mi inferiof grass which grows on tlie sfiline 
lauds in Shai-akpiir; the cattle er*t it to seme exteuti when it has 
come up green after rftin. All the four grasses last fneui soririil uro 
found more in the Sharakpur diraction than elsowhuru iti this 
district* 

is a tall coarse grass with a stroog stem, gene¬ 
rally found growing round bnehca; uattle do not show muck pre- 
fenmoo for it. Sawtink is a good fodder found all over 

the district, it is said. Other grasses are uaimportaut. 

The l:Aunifp is a sort of mushroom which grows in soft samly 
soil; they are mncJi eaten by tbe people w^hen fresh and are also 
made into a sort of pickie. The tumha is. a ground-creeper, 
BOinethizig like a melon that gi ows in poor saline soil ; it la mneh 
used as a medicinO for hordes by native farriers, and is said to be 
the colocyntU of the Eirmpean phnrmacopojcia. The nra 
is a ei'ceper growing on j^nd and treca aud boars a bitter 
fruit which ia u^ed sometitise?i aa a regotable. 

3faia is a small berry of a dark colour, which fall? from 
the tamarisk tree, and is useil to make a brown dye. Gum ia 
got out of the i'lZar aud phultiki trees. 

Of the w'ceds that injure the cultivated, the moatubiquU 
Id us is that known as or sometiuiea as bhuUa or bu^hdl. 

It prescenta somcwdiat of the appeamnenof a young oniou plant, 
but throws out a greater number of green slioots. It is most 
cutninoo in the irrigated lauds of the Sutlej hiihdf where tbo 
soft sandy soil appears to favour its growth. Scinetitnea it 
may be bocii groiviug up as thick as the sowa wheats in 
which coBO it absorbs the moisture of the soil and leaves the 
yoddg crop very little chaoce. It b easily pulled up, roots and 
all, when the laud is uu&owdp but when it comes up with the 
youtig wheat crop it Caa only be got rid of by the most careful 
weeding. Its origin b not quite cerlaiu j but tlio most fruitful 
enuso of its spread is the use of bad soud which bDiS not been 
carefully cleaned. Another veiy peraiciens weed, but found 
principally in alluvial lands, is the or thistle, which when 
once It has got into the groniid can only be esetirpatsd by tho 
most careful ploughing and weeding. Some o£ the best alluvial 
wheat land nloug the Sutlej is overruu with this weed owing 
to the bad cultivation of the Dogar owners. The beat known 
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wed in the MAuilta ia the faii‘ira. o sort oF creepitig troWl Chsp^I, A 
which Botdotunos takes pcksse^ion of caual-irrigate nn i an fleclwr; Faniu 
chokca the grortioff i^rops. Ihe doWt gross tiesonbeii otoTB aniTMora. 
is nlioost worse than the peraicioua weed m the rapiility , 

with wliicli it spreads and the ovemMiatoring mflnenca it 
exercises on the soil. 

The capabilities cf the district in respect of sport arc verv wiHaniniiili jBpcut. 
poor, except in or round the Changa Manga rakli, wliera good 
block partridge aheoling is to be had in too cotton on the out- 
fkirts of the T.ikh at the latter ondofOctoher and early m 
November, and again in the early spring nmoiig the young 
wheat. Hares too are plentiful abont here. In the rakli itself 
the i angle is usually too thick for small gJima shootiag, tlioiigli 
bi« and aoccessful drives are occasionally organiaed torLaro- 
petu vidturs of liigh position. The only large game in he 
Ch^nga hUngii rakh are nifyof and pig. 1 lie latter infest the 
wood uud arc destmetive anomies to the crops for miles round, 

Deer are cccasionally foiled and nn effort is being made to 
increase their number, but at present they are very rare. 1 ea* 
fowl are at present fairly numerous in the plantation. Grey par¬ 
tridges and^n ranal-irrigated tracts blacks also are fairly plen ti- 
full all over the district, bnt not sufliciently so to atti^ct sport - 
meu in any special direction, and the Civil OBicer even on his cold 
weather tour will find it hard work makiug a,^tisfaetor> 
ba>r. Snipe in any quantity are found only m the lowlands of 
ItHliaJarni'gar. about 12 miles east of Kasur, m the marshy 
land uhich is Hooded now and then by wjmo back water f^rom tho 
Sutlej rivi^r, three or four miles away. Even boro they only 
come occmioiiaHy and it is wise to make enquiries heforo goiiig 
Ihero for tliE. Hiiipo alone. Duck of many varieties are fairly 
ntentiful all along the Sutlej ami in its hack waters. In the 
spring wild gerae also come to toe riverside in great numbers , 
these and tho sand grouse offer fair fiUooting near the river a 
the end ef Februnvy. Snnd grouse abound all over the district 
from the boginniiig of November to the end of March. The 
small bustard and flortcan me met wito oecL«iona1ly. Wild 
pigeon aro uunmrons iu most parts. Hares arc started fre- 
Siiently in Hie rn»h lands and in the jungle of the Sutlej ^ver 
tracts.^ All these varieties make it worth while for the oSBcer 
on tour to keep his gun with him if his time is fairly free m 
marching from one stage to another, but the sportstnan who 
goes out intent on nothing else but sport will 
disappointed, unless be is visiting ihe Chnnga Manga ^1*“ 
tl.e Sutlej riverside. Quail come m heic ns .-Iscwhere in April 
and September .and am netted m largo nnmbHR near the city. 

Foxes and wild cate may bo often seen. JackaU aboond 
everywhere, as anyoue who spends a night withm the liinita of 
the Uhoro district wilUpeedily learn. Wolves are met with 
occasionally in the lowland wiwtes of Chuoian talisil and vu 
parts of Sliirakpur. They sometimea attack children i a hW

Wild uimoli : ipcn. ^ more feared by tUieTee, 

Tlio nopiber of people returned ns kilted by wolves during 
the last ten years iu thiB district b 31, bat presumably these 
were nil or nearly all children. In the same period rewards 
bare been paid from the District Offioa for the flestraction of 
1,400 wokee. The number brought in us killed shows a great 
falling off during tlie kat four ycaiu, wlience it may be pro- 
KOTned that tho measures for checking their increase at least 
have been efficient. There are no other animals that need lie 
mentioned at any length. Otters exist, though nob often Been, 
along the tuaiii branches of the canal. Alligators abound in 
both rivers and may often be seen lying on the sand banka of 
thd Ifjvvi especially. Also enormous water serpents are some- 
tiue.s observed swimming in the river. 

OF vcDomooa snakes tho most commoii are the krait, the 
viper, and the cobra. The two former are most numerous 
in the inffnr tracts of Shamkpar tabHil. In the last ten years 
634 people hava boon reported ns killed by snakes. In the same 
period rewards have been paid on the destruction of 8,2011 
kraits, on 3,217 vipers, and on 1,307 cobras, and on more of 
other kinds. 

Fiiiii. The fish most commonly caught in the Ravi for Eoropcan 

consumption are the rn/in and tiio hacchifu, the former is to lie 
had weighing from five to ton pounds usually, tbongb heavier 
rahu are often caught. Tho harcAiru is n small fish weighing 
about half a seer, as URually sold, nine inches long and three or 
four inches in girtli. It is generally to bo obtained during the 
hot iveather after rain i caught in the momieg and bronght 
into the Lahore market in tho afternoon, tho ficcehica boiled is 
deliciouB catiug for dinner. Those two fish have one central 
bone and gits no trouble iu eating. Tho Moft is fair eating but 
bony. 

CfAifieaor stickleback are also caught in the Kiivi after 
rain, and make an excellent ilish. Other varieties caught from 
tho Havi are tho tnriamia weighing between 2-J and 3 ^ lbs., 
said to ka catea by Europeans; tlio sanyAart, tho ymr«, the 
all biggish fish and bony. Also there is the gamj or 
eel, found leas io tho Ravi than the Deg. In the Sutlej the 
raAe, thaih or katla, and dahi aro common. It ia 
doubtful whether auy of the variuliea above mentlouod wotihl 
recommend ihemBelvns to Enropeaii taste, except the Aacr A itb 
which is really excellent, the ruAw which is fair eating, tlio waff, 
cAtlwu, and possibly tnf Aenda aud van^Aari. ‘J’lie rest are too 
bony and muddy. The laafttisfr is rare in the Ravi and not 
common in the Sutlej. The fish are generally netted by 
ffiacAAti in the back waters of the two rivers.

From tbe nctnerous ruttis of old villagos and dcgerted Wells 
now found in tbo higblands of the dUtrict* tboLo can be no 
doubt that at one time this portion of the district was more highly 
cultivated than it is lit present. It is difficult to say to w'hat 
period these prosperous signs aiay Imve belonged ^ btit| con¬ 
sidering tbe wars and dissensions that were constantly taking 
piacH in and aear the political capital of Lahorep it may bo 
presumed that the depopulation must have taken place during 
sfjtne of the ilnliamuiaciaui cfmqnestsp most probably during 
that of KAdir Sb/ili* or of Abtuad Shzlh Dumai. But it ia 
prebnbly not alone to these causes that this desertion can bo 
ascribed* for we find that wlioro wells and other signa of former 
fertility are tfp be traced, now the water is brackisli and tbe 
laud sterile. The recessioji of the Bcas to tbe present bgd of 
the Sutlej only ocourrtsil about 100 years ago. It has bern 
supposed that this cause alone may huvo had the eSeefc of 
tiirinug tho springs bitter, and this suppoaidon is supported 
by the fact that in tbo neigbbourhoed of new canals the water 
fd w'clis which were previouHly salt has become pure; it is most 
ditbculE otherwise to c^Lpbdu tbo fact* wbiok is undoubted* that 
at the present inonient the wat^r, in tbesa parts of the high- 
bintla where tho remains of old welU still eisst, ia undrinkable 
by either man or beast.

During: the reigns of the first, eight priti COB of the GhoEni-^Eniily anMni- 
Tido dvnustTj Lahm^ was governed by vSeoroys ; but in 
r 0 Tt?ii of Makudd 11 (A. IK 1015S—1114) the aoat of GoTeromeat 
was tempfirarily renjoved tri fnihor^'j as^ the Seljuks having 
deprived tbpi hoUfie of Gluizni of moat of its torritory in Ir^n 
and 'riirauj the royal family were compelled ro take refiige in 
their Indian po5sessionB+ Lahore was again made the seat of 
empiro by Khnsrau, the twelfth GhnKinvide Emperor, and 
wonld ?^ppear to have remained so until the fall of the dynasty, 
iu A. D, U80J and the esEahllslimotit of the hooso of Glion 
The GhaKtiivides^ ea]>ecially tho later ones, sopm to have hpou 
a tolerant rsieo, and to have adopted a conciliatory policy 
towards their Ilindii subjects ; we find them employing troops 
of Hindu cavalry, and eomo of them even adopted on their 
eoiniige tho titles and written ohara^-ter of the conquered race. 

Their popiilftrity nmy farther he inferred from the continnftl 
diiturbaiices wliieb aroae at Lalioro after their espulsion. 

Duriug the Ghorian and Slave dynaflties, Lahore wag the u1,Q]n di^riDi;^ 
foens of censpiracios against the Government; indeed, it appears 
throughout the ^ subsequent blfttory of Muhammadan rule to ya * 
have been the rendezvous of the* Tar tar, ae opposed to the 
Afghftii parly. In A. IX 1241, Lahore was tafceo and plundered 
by tho hordert of Changes! Khun ; and in A> D. 12SG, ihinco 
Muhammad, the aueomplished son of Sultan Ghyus-ud-dm 
Hftlban, perished in an encoanEer with the Mughals on the 
blinks of the llavii tbo poet Amir Khtisma being taken 
prisoner by his side. 

During the Kliilji and Tughlak dynastieoj Lahore ia not I’Ks Kbii|i fiati 
prominent la the political lii&tDry of the day. It was once 
plnuflercd by the Gakkliam, and mention ia made of Mughal 
colonigta taking up their abode in the vicinity of tho cityj the 
place of their location being bMII known by the name of 
Alu^htitlpman 

The year 1397 is memorablo as tho date of the invagion of inTpikia of Tlmdr. 
Timur, tho " firebrand of the universe." Lahore wels taken 
by a. detachmeat of his forceg, and from tho fact that Timur 
did not plnader it in pergon, it may be inferred that the city 
was not then particularly ricb. On his departure, Lahore was 
left in pasaeasion of Saiyad Khizr Xlian, an Aighiin noble, native 
of India, whom be appointed viceroy. 

From thig period^ the city was aUornatelj in the hands of The Lodi UyoMiy. 
the Gakkliars anii the ruling dyuasty, until, in A. D. 1466, it was 
seized by Bahlol Khan Lodi, one of the Afghan chiefs, who 
rose fco power oa the overthrow of the Taghiak dynasty, and 
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evQDtufllly bpoaine Kmperor. Tii the reign of hk gtntidson 
Suited Ibrahim^ Dfinlat Khdn Lodf, tha Goyern^'ir oF 

LaliorCj revolted ; flndjUntJnfc Jiilsnii-like* invited to hia ind the 
great Chagfttdi pripcn, BAbar^ who hid long meditated an 
invasion of Hind US tiin, w hie b he ekimed m the repreHsalative 
of Tiiaur. 

Bdbar catne, saw, and. conquered. He was met by an 
Afghan army^ eoniposod of the supporiors of ISuhAn Jhmhim, 
id the viciDity of Ltihore } but it was spt^edily vanquishodj noil 
tlio Ticlor, enraged at the opposition he had e^poriencedp let 
looae hia soldiery tipou eho oiiyp which ihej phindored and 
partially burnt. 'Bfibar did not reniam long at Liibnre, bnt^ 
after a hnSt of only four toarelied on towards Delhi^ Ho 

did not> howeverj got fnrtlier than Kirhind nn thii$ occasion. 
Danlat Xlidn l 4 odij who had invited him to Hlndtistan* being 
dissatiisFied with hi$ reward of a jngir^ had already hegou to 
iiitrigno again&fc him. Ho* therefore, returned to Lnhore, nod 
having parcclled out the prnivinces he bad nonqnered among 
liiB nohlea went Iniek to KjibuL The ne^ct yearj Lahore was 
the hot bed of inirigues fomented by Oniilat Khun, which it is 
unnecessary to detail, but tha following year Hiibur again 
appeared. An attempt was again made to opp'^so him at the 
Ravi, near JAiihore ; but the force lne!t^'d away before it was 
attacked, and BnlHir, without: ontoring Lnhorej passed ou 
towards HiiidostJin. This lii^ bvst espedithm, and it ended, 
A. I>. 152dj in the dects^ive victory of Pfmipat over the Afghan 
army, the capture of Delhi, Piid the foundatbu of the iloghul 
Empire. 

The teigus of Homayiin, Akbar, Jehangir, Shahjeh^np and 
Aurangzeh^ the sncceAsors of Biibar, nmy be considered tho golden 
period of tho history of Lahore. The diy ngsdn became place 
of royal residenee; gardenSj tombs, moF^qiies, niid pavilions 
sprancr np in every direction; tho pepnbtiDU iiicroaaed, subnrba 
arose until the city became, io the language of Abubfnzb '* tho 
grand resort of people of all nations,” and celebrated for its 
fine buildings and luxuriant gardens. To this day almost all 
that is architecttirally beautsful at Lahore is referable to the 
period of tho early Moghal Emperors. 

On tho accession of Humayun, the Punjab, together with 
Kabul and Knndah^kr, became the appanage of Kdinriin, HuTna- 
ynn's younger brother, who seems to have given the first im- 
pulso to the architectural adomnientof Lahore, by bdildingn 
palace, with a garden ex ion ding from Naulakka to tho river Hiivi. 
During the struggle between iliimdyuu and Sher Kh^n, tho 
Afglmti usurpor, Lahore served us the phtre dkrriwjr of thn 
Moghak, and on tho tempotary expulsion of the formtr from 
tho thronOp narrowly escaped destruction- Lhqr Khiui at one 
time medit^ited razing it to the ground, and transferring its in- 
habitants to Msnkot in the Sidlkot tauge ^ and, ou his death 
bed^ he kmicuted his not having dono ao as oaa of the errors 
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of biB life- The degign wjifi reviT^d in the reign of his eucces- 
jsorj but never earned into effect h* 

After fits e^ib of fourteen Tears^ Hutnayiin. returned in 
triumph to Lahore {A. D. 1554) and was received with everj 
d etn oust ration o! joy by ill e iiibabitaiUj*. After his deotbj at 
Delhi^ A/D, 1^55j find the accession of Akbar^ the peace of 
Lahore was again diatarbed by lUkiTn, the younger brother of 
Atbar^ who dc^tcended from Kabab of which province he was 
Governorj and Beizod Lahore m A. D* i56tJ. He was soon 
expelled. In 1581 ho made another attHrapb but the aiage was 
raised by the advance of Akbar in person. From A. D- ly84 
to A .D. 1593* Akbar apparently iiictde Lahore his head-quart?rs^ 
itiid undertook from thence the conquest of Kashmir and tho 
cper^tlions ngiiinat the Afpflidu tribes of the frontier. It wna 
during his residence at Lahore that Akbar would appear tu 
have developed to their greatest extent those priiicipliis of reli- 
gioua Hberabtj for which heia ho conspicnoufi. It is Court was 
the resort of ihe learned of every croed^ and the nraiia of reli¬ 
gions dispiitations between conhicliug seels.t it ia related 
that the Emperor erected two buildings, outside I he city, for tho 
ontertuinineut of devotees of every kmd j one, called Khnirpura 
for Jews, Gabrs (or fire-woraliippcr??! and Muhammadans;^ and 
another called Dliarmpura, for Oindus. Weekly meetings 
were held for discussion^ in which Bfr Bat, Alml-fai?!ii, zVbuI-faal 
and other indepets dent thiiikera, took purl. Alchemy, fasci¬ 
nation, and magic were also practised, according to one histo¬ 
rian,+ and tho Emperor luniself is said to have become an xidcpt 
in tho former art. In tlse same spirit of eclecticism, Akbar re¬ 
vived the old Persian festival in honour of the sun, and appoint¬ 
ed Abnbfazi stiperintendeut of fira-templefl. A portion of the 
building, called Khnirpura is still eaid to remain in tho vicinity 
of Darnnft^mrj ou the loft ol tho road to Miau lllr§ and there 
10 a memento of the imperial partiality to GUU-worship in an 
enamelled figure of the sun visible to this day, en the fi-ont 
wall of the palace. Tod notices a similar deconitionnt Ddepur ;

and it was here that the translatioo of the ^hihilbhanita nmi the 
Rdja Tarangini into Persian—a work still iiaaccompliahed‘as 
regards our own hinguage—was iindertakeTi. The li^it of poets 
arid the divines who wrote and rhyiued and «>ccasioiially fought 
wdtliin the walls oE Lahore between A. I). IfvSit and A* D. 

is too long to give beroj but there is one among them 
who deserves special mention, in a history of baliore* namely^ the 
Instorian Niz^lia-od-djii Alimadj the author of the Tabaqat 
Akbari—the first historical work of which India forma exclu- 
sively the subject-matter. He died in A. D* 15D4 and wms 
buried in his garden at Lahore. "^I'he tomb of this <‘elci*Wt to 
whom Ferishta owed so luueh in the compilation of his history 
can no longer he traced; ereii his name and his work are but 
littfo know'u to ibo modern litemU of 1/ahore. It ig also worthy 
of remark that Akbar*s able tniniaterj Todar Bbilj tho beat Heve* 
non officer perhaps the iMoghfll GoYerninent ever bad^ and the 
ideal of an Oriental financier^ expired at Lahore^ 

this period that some Fortugtieee mi£^:sionarieg^ 
gqesB MiBibciarlGH. lit the cxuross rcqnesl oE Akbaf, proceeded from Goa to the 
Emperor’s Court at Luhorep Tliey arrived with sanguine hopes 
of Christianizing the conutry, audj in ihoir jourrmL they des^ 
criho Lahoro as a ^^delightfnl On thfdr arrival they 

were taken to the imperial residence^ situated on ati island in 
rivrr;^’ imdp being introduced to the hlifiperor^ presented him 
with a splendid image of the Yirgiuj which ho received with 
the greatest admiration. But notwithstanditig this good heglu- 
iiig their hopes wore not realized, and they eventualfy rcturueu to 
Goa, Akbaris guccossor, Jeh^nglr^ lioweverj, was more liberal 
than his father- He allowed some Portuguese Jesuits to establish 
a mission and build a church at Lahore^ and even assigned 
stipends tq the pries^ts^ But this liberality ceased after his 
death- Shah Jehiin, a more strict Alusalmilu, withdrew the 
pensiong and pulled down the church; but some traces of it 
still remained when Lahore i-vtis visited by tho French traveller 
Tbevenotj in A, D. 1365. A cnicihx and a picture of the Virgin 
ivere oven then observable on tlie gateways of the palace.* 

ft was about this period also (A. D. 1534) that Lahore was 
visited by four of our country men, Afessrsp Fitch j Nowbenryj 
fjeedeS;, and Hlorey^ meiubers of th^j Turkey or Levant Com-* 
pauy. The former left an account of bis travelSt but ijivea no 
detailed description of Lahore. In A. D. 1594, tho Emperor

affectionate reniombrauce at Lahore, and the costly 

mosque erected at Lahore by Aiiratigajh, a few years after this 

event, has over been held in disrepute, because built frem the 

“ spoils of blood " that is, from tho proceeds of the confiscated 

estates of Dfira.* During the reif^n of Auraugiieh, Lahore had 

but little connection with the political oyeuts of the time, as the 

attention of the Emperor was chiefly directed to quelling the 

rifling power of the Mahrattns in the Deccan, and the rebellion 

of tho tribes of K&jpntana. 

But from the death of Aurangteb to the accession ofRaujit Li^™ nFusf Us* 
Singh, the fate of Lahore was singularly imfortunute. As the 
capital of an outlying province, it was uatarally the firetfo suffer 
from tho weakness of the d ecayi ng Jloghal E m pire. Unled over 
by governorslU&dequately supported, it boeauie the pofaid ujipni 
of Sikh insurrection a, and like u second Aririiinum, tho Uer od 
b«Ua of every invader from the West. Almost imnicdiately after 
tho death of Aurangzob, the Sikhs, who had hCEu kept under 
Eubiectiou during liis energetic rule, broke out into insurrection 
under a loader named Baoda, and at length serioualy threatened 
Lahore. The Emperor Bahlidur Shah, the son and succesaorof 
Anrang/eb fA. D. 1712) marched to Lahore, with a view of 
crushing the robelhon, but died before ho enuH achieve uuy 
decisive success. One of tho gate-ways of Lahore, tho Shdk 
AlatHii Gatawoy,t was called after bia name, and the fact fur¬ 
nishes some tostimony to tho popularity of thia priucc, whoso 
toleration was a great contrast to the bigotry of his predecessor. 

It has been said, indeed, that " hud Buhddur Shnh, aatl not 
Anrangneb, succeeded ShtHijelifin, the family of 'limnr might 
havo still aat on the throne of Delhi.’^ 


Uia death was followed by the usual contest among the aonfl 
Asiim-iiS'shaii, a younger son, bnt more popular than tbn othens, 
endeavoured to eoiso the throne and oust his cider brother, 
Jehandar. A conllict ensued between the brothora and their 
respective partiBunB outside the city walls j Anim-us-tban was 
driven from tho field, and fled precipitately to tho Kayi, which 
he endeavoured to cross upon an elephant. But the river being 
swollen and rapid, owing to the molting of tho snows at its source 
in the Himalayas, ho wna swept away and drowned. But bis 
death was not unavengod. Seven Tnoutbe afterwards, Jchfind^r 
was prostrate before Farrukheer, tbo son of Aaim-us-ahan, who

to the vfueroyship cE Luliore ithe now gevernor obtained a 
brilliant aticcess over the rebels, and took Banda bimsoH 
prisoner, wlioin be despatched to Delhi. Abdul jSnmad was 
pnccoeded in the viceroyship by bis £oii 2ikarija LhaUj^ under 
the tillo of Kbuu Bahridur, and for twentj-ono years (A. D. 
1717—1738) the Punjab was peaceful. Tbo weabnega of tho 
Court of Dellii raisod tbe viceroy inlo a Batrap, wbo, safu for a 
time ia Ids palace at Bagmnpuia, viewed with complacency tho 
failing powers of the honso of Timfir and tbe riso of the Mahrattfts. 

ol Sidir At length, in 1738, the citizens of Lahore lie.^d with dis^y 

of the Approach of a new enemy from the wyst, led by tiie iar- 
koaiini warrior, NMr Knli Khiiu, who froni his humble homo 
by the foautaiu Margab, in the vale of Aaerbijiit*^ iasned forth 
the conqueror iff Khorasea and Meshed, the lord oE Persia and 
vanquiBher of the honse of I'imhr. tJn the 18th NoTcmber 
1736, lie crossed the ladns^ paaeed rupidly without boat or 
the Jheinm aud Chendb '^ rivers/* writes his Secretary, Miraa 
Mchdi—"furbua as the ocean or an an arm of a deatrnctivo 
sea and pn?hed on for Lahore. A faint show of ro^istance 
wai THude nt Waisirabad, and again in tho Ticmity of Lahore^ 
but to no pnri»sc, and at length the iuvading army encamped 
in the f^ardoBs of Sli/ilamAr. Zikarlya Khan, the viceroy, had 
no particular aHectien for tho Court of Delhi,, and was soon 
vinced that tliscretioa is tho better part oE valour. Ho brought 
twenty of rupees and a vast array of el&phantB, and pre¬ 
sented them beforo the throne of tho invader ; tbo roault ™3 
that Zikuriya was confirmed m his governorahip, and Lahore^ 
this tiinep escaped pillage. On tho tiQtli Decomber, tho troops 
of iiddir ShSh quitted Lahore for Delhi. 

The prostration of tho Jtoghal Pmperor by tho ensaiug 
victory oE KarniU and tha sack of Delhi gave fresh courago to 
the Sikhe, who had beoTi restrained during the vigorous rnlo of 
Abdul Samal and Zikariya Khauj but tha latter was now dead, 
and his son and successor Yahiyu Khan was less fortunate. In

Cara NfiBakjio performtuice of a tow of penance, knelt Jotth Chapter II. 
and prayed upon the hard ground. Troops were sent by 
YdliSya Khan to di.'sperse tUo Sikhs, who. Inspired by the 
sanctity of the place, fell apon the detachment with fnry and 
over-powered it. The nowa of this disaster exasperated the 
viceroy, who despatched another overwhelming force, under 
tho command of I^ikhpat Kai, which sacceeded in defeating tbe 
insurgents. Those who were tnkeu prisoners were brought into 
Lahore, and executed on the north-east side of the city, then 
known as tho horjto-marfcafc, but since tho period of Sikii rule 
by the name of (Shahid CJaMy, or place of martyrs: and the spot 
of the oieeution is indicated by aabrine erected to the laemory 
of Bhfii Tarn Biagh, tho chief martyr, who, though offered 
pardon if ho would consent to part with his long liair, tha out¬ 
ward badgo of his faith, preferred death to apo-stasy. 

Two years from this event, A. D. 1748, a more powerful 
enemy appeared before tho walla of Lahoro, in tlis person of 
Alim lid Shah, tha snccesaor of Nadir Shah, who had no sooner 
established himself on tha throne than he marched an army 
into India. Tho viceroysbip at Ijahote was theu a bona of 
contention between the two sons of Zikarija Khan, Yahiya, 
and Shall Nawaa Khau i whilo the Court of Delhi looked on, 
too weak or tno indolent to interfere. To aid his cause ShAh 
Kawim encouraged the advance of Ahmad, recollecting that hia 
father had not fared ill at the hands of the western luvador. 

Ahmad Shah advanced ; but his army was small, and Shah 
Nawsu Kbaii, having prevailed over lus brother, thought better 
of his treachery. Bo met the invading forces, was diaislrously 
defeated under the walls of the city, and Ahmad took pogsee- 
sion of Lnliort!. * The first invasion of Ahmad, having passed 
Lahore, met with a check in Sirhind, and the conqueror 
returned the way lio carno. Mir Manuii, son of the Delhi 
Wazir, who had. diatingnished himself in tho battle, w'as 
appoiuted giveruor of Lahore. 


At the close of 1743, Ahmad again crossed the Indus, 
but tho invasion was this time warded off, partly hy tho bold 
front assunaed by Mir Jlannii, at the banks of tho L’lienab, 
and partly by diploBiaey. Tho fellowiag year it was renewed 
with hotter s access. The invader marched wit boat oppoaitioii 
to Lahore, and halted a short distance from the suburb of 
Shahdaru, where Mir Munnn had entrenched himself. He 
crossed the river, however, at a ford higher up, and proceeded 
to invest tho city, bis own camp being fixed in tho vicinity of 
the BhnlAiuiir G.ardons. For four inoaths Mir llaunu inadi? 
a good defenco. At longtii, as provision and forage 
began to fall short, hn imprudently risked a general action. 
On tho inortiiog of tho 12th April 1752, he raaTched out of 
his entrenchment, and took up a position near the village of

com|ueror struck with admiration at the dauiulosa bearing 
of his. youthful adversary, called him tho Ihistam of India, 
decorated htni with a Jewelled sword, and confirmed him in the 
post of viceroy of the Punjab, t 

But Mir Manna did not long live to enjoy bis newly- 
acquired title ^ ho died soon afterwards, A. D. 1752, leaving 
an infant son and a widow. The latter succeeded as guardian 
of her son, and for a time vainly endeavoured tu keep upon 
good terms with the Courts of both Kdbul and Delhi; at 
lengths however, her duplicity vsm discovered, and the Delhi 
Il'atiV summarily put an end to beriutrigtios by having her aeiz- 
ed iu her own bouse and-carried off a prisoner.! violent act 
afforded tUo Du rani a pret^rxt for a fourth invasion A. D, 
I71>5-ri6], Lahore was occupied Avitliout opposition anti placed 
under the conqueror^s son Prince Timur ; but an act of into¬ 
lerance on Iub part, in doGling the sacred tank at Amritsor, 
roused the fury of the Sikhs, now a rapidly rising sect,

The success uf tbo Mabrattns led to a fifth invasion by Ahmad 
Shfih (A. D 1755“), which resulted in their disastrous overthrow 
at Pinipat, A. P. 1761. One Buland Khan wasnmda ehiaf Mfigis- 
trato at Lidiore; hat the Government iimchinerj was powerless, 
the Sikhs again assumed a formidable appearance, and they 
bnsDicwl his successor, Obeid Khan, in tho fort of Lshore. A 
sixtb deaeeut oF the Purilni scattered the Sikh forces, and 
inflicted on them a terrible slanghter, near LudhiAna. He re¬ 
turned by the way of Lahore, and left ono Kfibuli JIal, governor, 
the country being ravaged by the Sikh horsemen, j'hc succes¬ 
ses of the Sikhs in Sirbtnd incited Ahmad Shah to iiudertako 
his aeventh invasion j bat ha retired, somewhat precipitately, 
withoat having effected his object. KAbnli Mai wai, eject^, 
and the Sikhs ngsin became maaters of Lahore. In 1707, 
Ahmad Shih made his eighth and his last invasion, but bad to 
retire without succbss, harassed by tbo ever-presEnt Sikh 
cavalry. 

During thirty years following the final departareof Ahmad 
Shah (A. i). 1767—^7), the Sikhs were left to themselves, and 
increased in wealth and numbers. They graduaJly divideil 
themselves into mdependentwiijif,. or bands, under tbo command 
of hereditary ohieftsins, hnviug a cominon place of meeting at 
Amritsar, wfiich was to them what Delphi or Dodona was to the 
Hellenes or tho Farootine fountain to the tribes ef Lntiutn. 
Lahore, 'meanwhile, was portiooi'd out amongst a triumvirato 
of Sikh chieftains, named, respectively, Gnjar Snigh, Lehna 
Singh, and Sobha Singh who arc spoken of to this day ns the 
" Three HAkms," Tho first had his stronghold in a brick fort 
between Shalamar and Lahore, which still beivrs bis name 
Lehna Singh in tho citadel j and Sobha Singh in the garden 
of Zebindaltegaai, which he turned into a fort, now known by 
the name uf NawAnkot. 


At length, A. D. 1797, the spell was again broken. ShAh InTMioft ef atih 
Zemfin, the suecessor of Timur on iho throne of KAbul, bat 
known in aftertimos as the blind exile of Ludhiena and ilio 
brother of the unfortunate Shah Shujah, made a new attempt 


* lie was buried It Gnjriawili, wL*r» hi* lomb aod 111117 still b# 
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to OfitabiiBh a Duriioi ompiro from Kdbul to tho Ganges, His 
iid^^ncci created tbo liveliest sensation not only in tbe Pniijab 
but even in tbe Council Chamber at Calcutta. GoTeraers- 
General wmto long minntes^ auginentod the Nativo array, and 
laid the renndation of that chronic atato of approhensiou which 
ended in the expedition to AfghAnistdn, In the bagLnning of ihn 
cold seasouj Shiih Zem^n appeared beforo Lahore, and the tall 
sheep-skin cap of the then youthful warrior is still recollected, 
he rode upon a pfancing steed on the iilaiti fronting the 
palace. Bat hia expedition was arrested by Imd tidings from 
linine, and ho retired, aftor exactin.^ a subsidy of tliirtj lakhs from ^ 
tho few wealthy merebnota who still remained. Tim next year, 
it was renewed with no batter succeag; but the oveut is interest¬ 
ing as being the first occasion on which Kanjit Singh, aon of Malia 
Singh, chief of the Sulch^ircliakiya rnwi, came proiainonlly into 
notice, and made tho first elep towards obtaining the 
aovnreigaty of lIic Fniijab by securing fi^oio the retiring Uurdiii 
Emperor a fominl grant of the chiefsiiip ot Laliore. Tiie bistory 
of LahokO ifi henceforth merged in tho history of its great rulnr 
Maharaja Ranjit Singh, Ehe events of whoso life aro fully 
detailcil iu the now fainiliar pa(?es of Murray, Cuunioghnn], and 
the History of the Punjab.” Prom this period, therefore, it 
h not proposed to give more than a brief r^uvi^ of ovonts. 

In 1709 Raajifc Singh became master of Lahore, which 
was then in possession of Bard^r Chot Sioghj. the Bon of the 
triumvir L^ihua Singh, after a short contest, in which Jtanpt 
Singh aided hy the treachery of the leading men. In 
1801, iiadjit Singh assumed the title of Stir Mr, eatabltshed a 
mint* and eorondenced his career m a sovereign^ In 1803, he 
obtained the celobrated gun Zumiamah^ a huge piece which 
Ahmad Shfih had used in the battle of Prinipat, but bad left 
behind nt Lahore, as too unwieldy to take back to Kslbu). The 
gtiii had hitherto been in poasessiun of the most powerful of tho 
mtjL, lha Bhaisgia of Amrilsar.. and came to be regarded 
as the talisman of Sikh ninpiro. Hcnco its capture by Raujit 
Singh added greatly to hia prestige* From this period, tlie 
tidt 5 of success flowed on apace; Jhnng, Krisiir, Puthnnkot, 
Si&klot, Gujratj felt tho power of his arms, and tho chiefs of 
Mooltun, Jollnndnr and Kueauli, were glad to ward off an 
attack by tirauly submission, mad acknowlcdgiiient of Ranjit 
Bingli an lord paramount. In 18I3, he brcmTira possessed o£ tho 
jH'rson of Blidh Bliuja, and of tlio gem ; offeetually 

nppogicd tho hitherto iiTosistible pnpgreaa of Afghan invaders, 
and ro-flccupied tho fort of Attock. In 1814 ho suffered hio 
first reversG, in an attempt to conquer Kashmir; but he so far 
Fiicceoded as to obtain from the governor a fcrnuil recognition of 
the paramo Lint authority of the Lahore Darbtiv* In 1818, AloDltan 
was bcFitJgcd and taken by his forces, and the province annexed 
to the Empire of the Mahdrija. In 1&1D, Kashmir was at 
length conquered. This was followed by the annexation of the 
Demjat, or tnvet of country betweeu the ludua and the Sulenjau 
range; and Peshawar was captured in 1833. 
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Kaiijifc Singh Hod in IBSO^ lortl of thii Foil]ah fratii the 
Sulcmno rango to the Siitlejp and troiD Ksishtnfr to bojond 
Mop]tail^ an Kinpira little leas in estout than that of Jftipulj 
having a regular army and three liondred piecpfi of artillery# 
But the Hindu supremacy^ revived by biufij hollow and 
unsub^todtial. It was ba^ed^ not upon a nalion^l tnovementj but 
the military ardour of a religions fleet whose action bo united 
by the force of bis pursonal cbaractoT+ HeiicOj like other 
Empires wbicli hav^ been eimiJarly coastriiotedj, it was destined 
to perish wofe Its foundatioR boing thus unytablcj with 

no leading principle ti> give it cohorencr,“for thn cotisolidating 
ayfltcin {}f its founder bed destrojcnl the bond of union which 
once existed in the yearly or assetablago of Sikh 

chieftains at the Sacred laiik^ without oven the prestige of 
aiitic|uityi—tlie moment the direr ting power was weakened^ tho 
fabric of Govomnient fell to pieceSj aiid tiie very source of ibJ 
atrengtbp the largei vvell-disciplinfidi nnny became the immediate 
oansG of ita defltmcticii. 


Chapter II. 
Eiatory* I 


As might bo expected^ it is os difficnlt^ as it is nacleae, to of 

attempt to nnalyfio the motive which inlluenced the 
actors in poUtical drama which followed the decease of Ranjit 
Singh ; indeed what is moat remartable in it is the almost total 
abfienco of anything bka a political faction* There w^as to a 
certain extent^ whnt may bo called a' TJogra partyj ooinposed 
of the Jummoo famfly who bad risen into importauco in the 
latter yeara of tho Mabariija with thoir adherents; and the 
KhAlsa party, represented by tho Sindh an waliis, who were 
related W tho family of Ranjit Singh. But neither of tlieso 
parties dreamt of such a thing as ths public good* Porsooal 
or family considerations and intrigues were the nsain- 

spring of their public uctiJi and their first object was to enrry 
favour with the army. 

Under Eanjit Singh tho principal Sikh feudatories in tbu 
Lahore District were Mit Singh of Padhatfa, Jai Singh of Mani- 
hhl near Patti, and Gy an Singh of Bahrwil. The history of 
Kasilr is difltinet from that of tho remainder of the district, and 
ia related in Chapter VI# 

The successors of llanjit iSingh threw Ihomselves alter- 
nately into the hands of the ouo party or tho other, as it suited 
their interest or caprice, and it thercupen became the object of 
tho party out of favour to get rid of their obnoxious rivals. 

The first act in the drama was tho murder of Chet Singh, a 
minion of tho imbecile Kharak Singh, Eaujft Singb^s euccesaor.* 

This M'as done in pursuance of a concerted design botwoen Naii 
Nibiil Slagh, tho heir apparent, and the JnmmOO party ; hut no 
socner had the object been attained than Nau Ifihfil turned 
againist bis friends#

The doatb of Nau NiUdl Kitigb, wea followed by a struggle 
between the mother of the deceased prince, in concert witb the 
SindhuDwaba party and Kher Kiagh, a disownod son of Hanjit 
Singh, aided by Uliy^n Eiogh, the Jocomoo prince and favourite 
of Kauiit Singh. The «of-iSaiit queen ragout was aided, strange 
to say, by Giilib Singh,t the brother of Dhyun Singh, who held 
the fort, and it became necessary forSher Si ugh to besiege them. 
The siege lasted four days, from the Uth to the 18 th of January 
1041 , Thfj maiu attacks of the besiegers ware made from the 
liaxurl Bagh, where Shor Singh took up hia position, in the 
then unliniabed marble pavLlioiijt m f^oit of the massive gate¬ 
way of Akbar. Twelve cannons were directed against the fort 
walk, and sahifdh^, or light gnna nBod in the mountain warfare 
of Kashmir, were placed on the tops of tho minarets of the 
(freat Moaqno of Aurangiob, which overlook tho fort. The 
homhardment resulted in the submission of tho queen and hor 
party, and the coronation of Sher Singh. 

Sher Singh in his turn fell a victim to a coalition between 
tha SindlmnwAUas and the Dogra chiefs. On tbo loth tiep- 
tember 1843 ha was assassinated by Ajtt .Singh, the Sindhdn- 
Wttlia chief while inspecting levies at a connti-y sent, called 
Shah Balawal; and its marble lattice window still bears, it is

Ho fletL hia adviser Pandit Jnllah^ 
pnraueLl by Jawahir Singlij the hani*g brother^ and troops uf 
Xhailsa horse. From Sbabdara the pursuit was closely kept

The siguaLure of the treaty of peace at Lahore on March 
lUh, lh4d, was followed by importnnato requests on the part of 
the //sirhfir that the Qovemor^General would lead a British 
foren for tbn protection of the jouug Maharaja and his capital 
pendiag the reconstruction of the Govern mant. The request 
was granted, but with the diatinct assurance that the force 
would not be allowed to remain bojond the end of the year.

The 8er«ml fiirutrte, which is still remciohnrtsJ, Impppoed cbili* or r.htfni, 
about twenty ytnrs after thisj anti was at its worst A, D. 1783. tamme, 1783. 
This was the most grievous of all, anti was a very general one. 

It is known utirlor several names in different parts of the country, 
and was here called Chalia or Dahsera. la 1781 and 1783 no 
rain fell for two years—the granaries supported the peopjo j 
hut the Sihhs were pltmdoring the country; and in 1783 
wheaten flour was with difficulty ohlaianhle at 3i seers tho 
l upeo (alBs for 2 shillings). The inhulutatits, as usual, fled to 
lliuduBtuu ami the hills; numbers died of starvation. The 
soeds of the kikar tree and cottou seed are Paid to have been 
greedily devoured. Many of the ruins of old villages are 
tiaceabbto this famine. The ravages caused during these 
three years were fearful. To add to their misfortune, an insect 
made its appearance, called fiifftu, which destroy ed all herbage. 

The cattle are said to have eaten the insect in their turn, iiuJ 
the story goes that cow's indk in couaequence tiinied blood-red ; 
the blitter is said to have been eaten, but the bulter-uiilk. of 
which the agricultural class are so food, had to be thrown 
away. One blade of rWi is said to have been sold for the 
fabnloQS sum of Rs. 3 ; the conpeqnence was that I he cattle 
nearlv all died or were eaien up by ihe starving SIiihamruadans. 

In 1785, rain again fell, and though Lite Sikhs ware still 
pinIIduring, cultivation was resumed. 

The next famine of any importascB took place thirty years LaLiwiTa or 
after, or in A. D. 1813 ; but it was by no means so severe, and fsaiioe. 1913. 
aesistnnuo was at hand. This was called LakiwaJa or Sataera: 
for one year previonsly no rain had fallen, and the price of 
grain rase till seven seers only could be obtained for the rupee. 

But, providentially a kind of grass sprang ap, which was very 
much like JWas khuj, or arrowroot, and supported the people 
and the cattle were fed on leaves of trees and ponuded cotton 
Stalks; but the country was not depopulated, ss Maharija 
Ranjlt Singh threw open his stores and grauaries. In 1814 
rain fell, Ranjft Singh made advances to the ^ple, reduced 
the share of grain due to Government, and in other ways 
restored confidence.

PcKir-hojfles were opened^ and famine works commenced j; but 
the pricipal people who flocked to them were rcftigecK 
Mahva, Hisssr, and Hindustjlnt where the famine raged with

Then came two bLid years, 
the price of wheat went up to 13 seers the rupee in the Lahore 
city ill 1879 p largely in consequence of increase of exports 
dnring the AfghAn war. The neitt three yeara^ prices fell 
gmdnally and for four jeurs wheat was selling j i?^ 

1885 prices rose higher and higher, owing to the gradually 
increasiag exporl^aHoii to EnglamJ, np to the year 1802^ when 
an exceedingly bad rabi harvest followed on a poor kharu^ 
From May to Jnly of that year the gmin atores were being 
depleted rapidly all over the province, wheat was given up by 
iho less well-to-do people as a food stnpla almost ii^o in 
1S92 and Inrge supplies of Jenrdr were imported and conflumed 
by all the poorer cUf^^es. When the inon&oon had not reacht^d 
the hills by the end of June it was coiiJidently antieipated thttt 
famine works would have to be started shortly in the Lahore 
district. The villagers of the Sharakpur tahsi! for the most part 
moved away with their cattio in search of fodder, ^ The Kdvi 
people were in severe distress ; especially tlio menial ciaa‘?es- 
Fodder was very scarce, indeed almost unprocurable in all the 
well irrigated tracts of the district. Fortunately the monsocni 
broke about the middle of July and very heavy rain fell 
that and the end of AnjL^ast. The next autnmn harvest was middl¬ 
ing I the spring crop was very good ; the wheat crop especially 
was abundautj but the grain was said ta be tainted in 
owing to the excessive damp and wet of the spring- ” ii ether 
from this cause or owing to an immenae falling off in the 
demand from Englandp touch wheat remained on the^hands of 
both pro were and dealers at the end of K^eptember ; t rom then

the price of gram had fallen to 3S seers the rupee or lower 
iti parts of the district. 

As originftlly constituted ihe district lay wholly in the Hifi Const it ution ot th# 
DoAb with tho exception of J 12 estates beyond the lUvi ^'*• 5 '^'" 
grouped io the Shahdara perganuah, Iq 1855 a portion of the 
i^liekhitpum porgannah in the Giijnitiwala districtj iucliiaiiig 
313 estates was added to the Lahore district. The RAvl was 
tu> longer retained as a siib-divisional boundary. Of the 455 
Trans-Ilsvi estates, belonging to the district under the nEW 
ounstitiiticin, 75 wen? atPichod according to their position to the 
Lnhore or Chiinian talisil, and the remainiag 330 estates were 
groupeii in a seperate tahell with its head-quartara at Sharak- 
pnr. In 1855 on the RAvi twenty-one estates were transferred 
fnom Lahore to Gngera. and four estates from Gngera to 
L.ELhore. Other changes have taken place since then owing to 
the action of the rivers. 

Oil the Ravi the ciistom of vtiir juir or G.xed boundary Eipsrian ciwiom. 
prevails between ail villages situate within the Lahore 
district, but at the last six or eight miles of the river’s 
course on the Lahore side of the Montgomery Ixitder the land 
and villagos lying on the left or south side of the river belong 
to the Lahore district, end those on the right hand or norlU 
side to thu Moiitgoioery district. As between villnges of differ¬ 
ent districts the btumclary is regulated by the deep stream and 
13 liable to change every year. As a matter of fact the river 
Htream at this part is seldom violent-, except in years of ap- 
usuutly copious rainfall; and conseqnently changes of ownership 
riin-lv occur. In iSUo three Ravi eatatea were tranaferred 
froni Gngera to Lahore : otherwise no entire villages have beeu 
moved from one side to the other, thongh aa late ns 1892 the river 
made a considerable detour to the right and added a largish 
etice of land to the left bank. On the Sutlej which liowa 
Iwtween the Lahore and Feroxepore districts, changes of land 
and of whole estates from one side to another have been 
frequent. In 18G4, 13 estates changed aides and 20 in 
1874. In 1881, 12 entire estates and parts of five others were 
transferred from the Lahore to the Ferpzepore side- In 1883 
ten entire estates and parts of some others came across to the 
Lahore side ; in other years changes were going on, but not on so 
large a scale. Tho boundary along this river is regulated under 
the same rules tis those which provuil between Lahore and Mont- 
gomorV T i llages. T bat i s Ian rl destroy ed by the river a nd washed 
np again belongs to tho owners of the land on to which it washes. 

Land transferred by avulsion or change of front (ruyt'rJdni) 
from one side of the deep stream of the river to the other in a 
recognisable form does not change ownership. The proprietary 
right only changes in land which has lost its identity. This rule 
is sabjoeb to cortam minor provisions ot which an important one 
is that when a village has been totally snbmerged and all the 
laud destroyed then, on any part of it emerging afterwards, the

former owners are edtitleiJ loelaitu and dot the people oii to whose 
property the newly emer^d Iflinl has vvnsked. Formerly laad 
transferred from one side of the river to the other whether by 
avulsion or by gradual ero&ioti^ used to change its district.^ That 
is land transferred from the Lahore aide to the Feroaepore sidej 
was lost to the Lahore district and became included in the 
Ferazepore district and i^iVs rm'd- This led to much ndmiuig-

Tto namber of inhabited villages ra the whole district hs8 
iucressod ia the iRAttea years frooi 1,486 to Ij5l5. Most of the 
new jaauzAt have been created very rft ently iu the Me tijLa tract, 
whore the eaortiioua de vela pine ot of cultivation during the 
last 20 years due to the extension of the Bari Dnab Canal 
aai increasirtd feeling of security har e led in many estates to 
some of the ehrtfeholiera breaking their connectioa with the 
ancestral homesteatl and setting up separate habitations on the 
land they hold in cultivation. When the iliviaion of interests 
between the people left in the old homesttails and those estah- 
lished in the new could be shown to bo cotuplete, the latter were 
with the Financial Commissioner's sanction treated at the set¬ 
tlement lately concluded as belonging to * separate vsausa : 
otherwise recognition of such newiy 

sepaTaCed estHblishmentfl aadiatiaet land revenue units were dis- 
covTHged. Tl-e tctal area according to the new measurements 
of the settlement just Bnished shows a faliiug off of 46 square 
ftiiies on that recordi‘d at last census, which accounts for a 
largt portion of the increase in the densiiy of population per 
square mile cf total area. Not with standing the large ei- 
teiiEion of cultivation of lato vears, in the period bemeeii 
the two census, it was out-paced by tha i nor ease of popu¬ 
lation, density per rquaro niile of cultivated area being 
now more than JO per cent, in escess of what it was in 
Itjfll. Little weight can be plEiced on the relation of tha 
population to the cull am bio area as recorded ; for much of the 
laud which the official returns show aa cnltarablo waste is 
cither very inferior soil which practically would not return 
the cost of tillage, or would only bo oultumblo under irvigatioo 
of which no hope can be eiitertBiued. Tiie number of people lu 
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each hundred oocapied hopsps in rHlagea r& now moro bj 143 
than it was leti yeara a^o, Thig la of cotirae pai-tly explained 
by the increase that has taken pkce in the rural popnladon; but 
the chief cause is the extcacrriinary fall in off sliown by the 
figarea m the ttutnber of occnpied honaesj and thia not wit ha tend* 
ing a larije increase in the number of TOsiLjcnt families. The 
figures from each census giire the following reaults as to the 
averajife size of the roral family and av^erage number of each 
occapied house for the several tahsile z — 
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The figures for Sharakpor tflh&Sl are ccmHiEtf'iit : tho^e for 
Lahore tahsfl show that the number of rasideat families and of 
occupied houses there have oot increased in proportion to the 
popnlation which is contrary to the general tendency towarda 
severalty obaervcd elsewhere. In Chtjnien tahsil the nnmber of 
occupied house? has been rad deed by 0^2 whi'e rnral pcpti- 
lation has increased 14 per cent. In Kasur taht^H Lbere bat been 
a slight deerin the number of occnpieilhou?es^ but in the 
number of reeident fatnilies there has been ah iucrease cot of all 
proper hi DU to that: in population* The lucoRsistenciea io the two 
latter tahsiIs between lha variouB sets of figures can only do 
due to aberratioDs la classification at cue nr the olber census; 
probably ihe earlier^ The average ^jze of the family shown by 
the later figures is normal. The nninhere per occupied house 
in each tahsil are not ineCUsisEent with the different conditions 
of each. In Ka^ur and i-hduiau land is pleiiciful and only in 
recent years has a fresh value been added to much of it by e^ten- 
aiou of canal irrigation. There has th<^refore net been time for 
development of mutual distrust which prevents families from 
living in the same enclosure or n/hata wbioh is the word used to 
denote a A(?u#e for census purposes.

SECTION B.-SOCIAL. 

To the cctsual Boropean visitor the city of Lahore la 
chiefly interestiug for its tombs, mosques and other bnildinga 
which are still left stand ing aa re mini seen cei of the many 
changes of dynasty^ in which Lahore has ever played so pro¬ 
minent a part since the extinction of the Fliudu principality 
in the eleventh century. The history and an account of its 
chief bnildings, both old and new^ are fnrnishcd in Chapter VI 
of this work. The foilowing is an attempt to give a brief 
aketch of inner native life in tho city, which most necesaarily 
be sadly wanting in detail owiug to the proverbial ignorance 
of Europeans on all Snoh subjects. The streets of Lahore 
city are for the most part narrow ami winding, the houses 
though lofty and to nil appearanco well built from the out¬ 
side yet inside are much cramped for space and ilbveniilatedp 
Thev generally consist of three or four storeys high, bniit of 
burnt bricks "laid in mortar* Very few have even a court¬ 
yard in front. On the basement floor is a small dark rejoin^ 
in which the women of ihe hooeo spend most of their day, 
npinuiugi clcauiog cotton, or working with their need lea. Ne.vt 
this room is a ainall cell, perbups b or ft feet square, in which 
the grain is groutid for cooking, generally by an old woman 
who hfis no other meana of earning her livelihood. On the 
floor abovo is a BUiaU room used os a kitchen^ fram which 
perhaps a window opens out into the narrow alley outside, or 
a skylight lets in light from above* Adjoining it are two 
small rooma (^oihrijsJ, of which one ia used for a general 
atore-roouL and the other as a depoaftoiy for the family vala- 
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nhles. The IhinJ Boor generallj lias three slgoping rooius^ 
all YOrj small, ilhventitated and hemmed in on three gjdos 
by the walla of adjoining honaes* In these ako property may 
be stored and, if necessary, food is ci^oked. The fourth floor 
contains but one am all room at the back, the TomBinder bemg 
an open place in front in a corner of which is a very small 
latrine. This space and the open roof above are used as a 
alidoping sbedj the latrine is the only convenience of the sort 
aTailnble to all residents of the bouse, male or female j an 
open drain (jtamdl^h) leads down the front wall of the houae 
into the alley below, where it is carriod off by an open 
gauccr gutter into the main drain in tbe ndjaining street* 
The fihhy indocouey and tbo unwholesomeiieea of the whole 
arrangcniont may be left to the imagination. Kight soil nud 
other filtliB are carried off only oiico in ^24 hours, and before 
being finally taken to tbe conservancy oarEs ate stored in one 
place it! the alley ejspoBcd to publio view. The Mnnicipal Com¬ 
mittee has done much to improve the Fanitnrj arrangementa 
of the public thoroughfares^ but improvement of the inner 
alleys and poorer peoplea' residences is impossible ao long 
as they arc so cramped for apaco. Even the main streets and 
bazars are many of them too uaitrow to allow of two carta 
passing, except at certain places purposely widened out. From 
larly morning till 10 or 11 kM. the conservancy carta are 
ufliung about to be filled up and driven off through the 
gates. Thus the ordinaiy cUiaenB" residence in Lahore, as in 
all other large native towns, is besot with the most unwholesome 
conditions both inside and outside; any educated member of tho 
native community who can afford it, builds himself a house out¬ 
side these unhealthy surroundings and pays aoma attention to 
ventilation and other sanitary requirements, but so far progress 
in this respect has been very slight. The furniture iu most 
of the city houses is of the barest Ascription. A piece of carpet 
or a munj mat, a few wooden boards, some reed stools about 
half n foot high, woven with cotton thread, and a number of 
ordinary cota comptete tho fumiture of an ordinary traderia 
house.

The City people are roused fi'Om their sleep by the Mullah "a Dailj occniKitionar 
call to morning pmyem, by the ringing of bells in the Dindii

They aim their nt a brick and have various complicatetl 

rales: the last boy who plays out incurs the penalty of 
carrying the rest oa his back turn and turu about. 

A'araiMN is a popular, but somewhat risky game, played 
by boys up tu trees, one boy Imvipg to eutuh ouo or other of 
the rest without alighting on the ground. 

TAaimu, a garoc somowliat resembling tho Hoglisb game 
fos and geiwe, ghunda or bide and seek and gfeon iapun 

or leap-frog are all frequently played by boys, ^liw or 
tops made of day arc spun, and the boy wlmae top spins the 
longest carries oQ the other boy's clay tops, thus, developing 
tho'gaiiibling instinct early. 

(/cdtdA is played with small pieces of wood, the object 
bein'' to drive those aoress a tiue dniwn on the ground: 
whoever succeeds carries off the other boy’s pieces of wood. 

Kite tivluff is ^ common ainusctnont to the city 

residents and marvdloas skill is displayed in manmuvring tlio 
kites Two boys Bv kites against one another, Ihe one wh^e 
kite flies highest has first try at the other s string, which bo 
tries to cut by bringing his string agLunst it with a very 
sudden and rapid swoop of the kite. If he fails his adver- 
Eury has a shot at him and so on. 

Wrestling is practised by illitorate peuplo more aa an art 
tlmn an amusement. Every day, moruiiig and evening, they proc- 
tke—wrostlir.g in (ifcftuow (aranas), occasional y wrestling 
matches am arranged, and notice then is given by Iwatof drum. 

V wrestler is ennaidered beaten when both hiS shoulders are 
made to touch the ground. Eive or sin yean ago wrestling 
contests were free to everybody in Eahera and were held lu open 
outside the city, but of kte years wrestlers have 
ukea to demmding money from the spectators, who have to 
uav two annas for admission to the enelosare where the 

wrestling match is being held j the manigemont of tlia show 

is gencmlly taken by some one who pays tlie wrestlers to pep 
form and pockets the procasds. People flock m thousands 
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ClupUr jll Bp to gee these matches- Foriaerly the GaikwAr of Bared a was 
g^at the chief patroc of the art of wrestling, * Now the Maharajas 

WrMtliBFf. Jodhpur and Jay per take an eqnal or greater ifiterest in it* 

supporting a large □ umber of wrestlers. Some of these get 
handsome pensionSj amounting to Ksj. 200 a month or 
more ft'om these princes. The two most renowned wrestlers 
In India came from Lahore^ aanidj Buta, who haa^ been desig¬ 
nated tho Rustam of India^ and Karini BuX| who won a 
wrestling match with n eelebnited English wrestler two or 
three years ago in Calcutta, 

Bird iffhting. The people of Lahore and tho adjacent villagois tato a 

great delight in figLiog matches between birds; such as cocks, 
quail, partridge, and huUnl. 

Animat figtitu]!?. AmoBg animals ram-fighting is tho moat popnlan. For 
months before the fight comos off, they Lavo tho combataut 
rams in training* On the day fixed they colour the animal 
red and take them along to tlio fray, to see which a large 
crowd always assembles. Tlic victorious animal ia brought 
homo to tho sound of drams and trumpets, while the people 
io attoudance on him cry -^ahame^^ on the master of the 
defeated ram and on his supporlars* 

Sflci Buffalo fights too are arranged in the same way but 

not so often* Sometimes the people get up a fight between 
two of tho sacred Brahmin bulls, which wander about the 
city hazara in some number; when two of these bulls begin 
roaring against each other from ii. distance, as they often do, 
thon some of the idlers in the ba^iiir arm age to dri ve the two 
towards each other in the Lope that tboy will meet and light* 
This exteiuporized bulUfighting seldom lasts long and the 
animals suffer no serious injury. 

Among the moro refined amulaments of tho people 
bait hdzi or tho recitation of Panjabi verses ip public takes 
a prominent place* mcetitigjj between two rivals in 

this art are largely attended j and that one wiu 3 who c nd uros 
longest; that is who has tho largest iitock of poetry at command 
and tho most ataying power* 

Cards aud chess are hath common forms of indoor amuse* 
meuta. Also evon smoog the educated classes parties aro 
made up, iu which dancing woinofl and drinking of native 
spirits play aprominetit part. Much money is wasted on these 
forms of dissipation, though societies have been organized 
among the people themaelvcs to put a stop to them.

They also use vegetables aad green food, chiefly mrsnU 
or tie green leaves of the mnatard plant : also sticli English 
vegetables as potatoes, cabbage and peas are bewmrng 
mSfl and more cominot.- Fksh is ealan daily by the 
MohainmadEin and Sikh lesidentB and toalessoitent by Hindps. 

The Municipal Comnuttca have the city slaaghter-honses 
under their control, those for bine being i^pam o from those 
for sheep and goats. Hound cakes or thafypaitis are made 
of ground wheat kneaded in water, and are baked on an iron 
plal placed on the fire hearth. ^S^tables are 

Sooked; salt, spices and ffhee, or clariQed butter, are unred 
with them to give a reliBli. There are only two principal meals 
taken in the day, the first at ton or eleven m the morning, and 
the second at eight or nine o’clock in the evening. But a clerk 
in a Governmetrt Office would have to take his moremg peal 
punctually at nine so os to be at oflico by tea. Some light 
refreshments, an ounco of sweets or fruits, ^ 

gram, h also taken by some in the oftornma. Only Mntim- 
madati fainilics eat togetb^^r. Among Hmdua apd bikbs each 
member of the family takes his meal separately. A grown up 
resident of the city cals about three-quarter a 
and one ebatfik of Ddh Children who cat httle and ohon 
get through about half the quantity of a grown up. The 
fbove would represent pretty closely the total 
of the poorer cliascs i only those who can afford them, odd 
such things o« vegetables, ghee or sugar. 

The principal cloth worn by the city people is of Enropenn Jlfln’a arsM.

viuce The locally made cloths known as khaddar puinet, 
diiotar, 5-c., are not used in men’s dross, but form 
the material which is worked up into embroidered phwJfaim 
for married girls’ wear. Among the male portion of the city 
community there ate two fashions in dress, one Uo Liiro^n 
stylo, affected pripcipally by tho.se classed as edacated, the other 

the native stylb, which is still followed by traders and othere 

ef the uou.edncated classes. The EuropeaD stylo coimisto 
eonerallj of shirt and collar; trousers below, a long light 
rent above open on the chest and buttoned below, cat behind 
like an ordinary frock-coat: the head covering is 
an ordinary pejrJ over a Turkish fex, Bnba cap, or Afgh^ 
fcuila (peaked cap}. The native or trading style is a shirt without 
any cullor known as the frurlo, a waist-coat or hurt* over that; on 
the legs a loin cloth or tight troosers, over the body apm 
is wore a chogaot long robe by those who csn afford it. 

Rich men ubo an expensive cloth, poor men a cheap cloth.

Mnrrisges in the city are preceded by betroLhals^ geuerally 
contracted during infancy; in well-to-do families a boy is not 
allowed to remain unbetroebed after four nr live years of age. 
The womcii of the two families arnioge tlie match, and the 
men iigrop tO whatever they propose. Often the males oE thF' 
contracting families never even meet before the ivedding 
takes place. Among Hindis intermarriage is grt^ntlj realricted 
by ihe caste rales. People of the firAhinsiTij Kliatri^ Hud:ir nr Ve.nh 
never inter marry from one caste intn siTinthep^ and 
Avithln each caste there ia loiich soeial grading which nuist 
be strictly observed in contracting marriage ties, nor again 
may people intermarry within their father's or motber^s iriba! 
sect. A betrothal, Avhen finally arranged, is aunonuced to the 
brotherhood and presents of sweets and cash to the value 
uf Ks, 25 to Pa. 20 Op accortiing to means, pn 8 .s from the girPs 
parents to the boy^a family, hfarriage^ in Lahoru are geBerally 
arranged between families living in tlio city, and foreign 
blood is seldom introdneed.

boavy, A inardagc costs the parents, either boy or girl, nny- 
filing from Kh, 200 to Ks* 4,000. The hridegrootn or 
his father geU the benefit. Practically among all classes 
tlic OKpenso attendant on betrothals and rnarnngc is very 
heavy : so mnrh fe^sding and etit4£«rtainment have to be done 
for relations by botli the boy^s and girl's family and for 
aud iiigniab.

Widow-re-marriages are little kaowii in the city. Hiiidiis Wififiir remarrb 
regard them as forbirideii by tlieir religion, and Mubanitnadaiia"®^' 
seem to follow suit. Kefoim in tliis respect Las been muck 
f.ilked of, hut none of the roformera have ventured to set 
the example. 

\V Oman takes ft very low social position in the city com-_ Ffwitjon nf w amm 
parcEl with. man. They are treated more as ■doiuestic servants’^ 
fo their husbands than as their eompanions. They discharge 
all the inemal house dnties, such as cooking, cleaning, fetching 
water and nursing, hat do nothing out of doors. On the 
death of any distant relative the wofnen must pby the part 
of professiniial mourners, beating thoir bi'easta and wailing 
continually for a certain number of days, keeps t)ie 

fumdy purse, but ilarc not spend a pice nn herself. The 
Hindu wife mny not eat in her husband’s presence ; and even 
to langb in pnblin is held to bn diarespnctfnl to him. Her hus^ 
band i.s her ojily hope and resonrCC. If he ill-treat her she 
eannot got a slivorre; if he die she must rhnnam a widow. 

Hor only chance of happiness is to bear him a son and keep 
out other rivnlH from hi« nfFcctions, 
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Tte villages in the district f rom ft little distance ontside pre¬ 
sent the appearauce tif irregular clusters of mud built cattages 
exhibiting ccnaiderable variety both in height and aeatnesa of 
appearance: the pertion inhabited t>y the landowiierfl is 
genenilly better built at.d bIiotts higher walls ibau the rest o! 
The settlemeut. On another side standing elighily apart from 
the rest are aome low uutidy lookiug bnta m which the villft<Te 
sosvetigers or menials of the lowest class are located^ S‘etw*'eeTi 
these two extremes all sorts and sizes of houses are to toe seen* 
in all the larger villages almost one may expect to find a high 
building with masonry faced walls, erected in recent years by 
the village money-lender who lias unricbed himaof at the 
villagera" expense. In the Alanjlm and more, raiely in the 
Hithar large masonry hausen in more or lasts disi-epiiv buiU 
on quite n dilferent pait^rn from their surround in ga, still stand 
as t!ic chief surviving relic of eome fsikU ^ardar wdio nttaineil 
to power and eminence iu the time of Miibar'ajA Ran] It Singh 
or perhaps before him, but whose family is now prnbably loo 
scattered or reduced in pcsitieu to keep up tliaic ancestral 
homes on tto former sty la. 

The village settle meats are approached by two or three well 
worn roads leading fro*'! dififereut diroetions which ufiually pa&s 
by to one or the other aide of the village and rarely through 
it- The edges of the so rtade and the fields nearest the village are 
never as cleiiti as oiio could wiabj offering constant eviaences 
of the presence of a people who pay no regard to what 
Europeans consider the plainest rules of decency and samtation. 
On one aide or the other of the settlement are lying thu 
ntannre hespSp composed of litter and house sweepings^ each 
lieftp being carefully eeparatod oH by suffioiout space to mark 
its owueria rights. Another prominent feature is the village 
pond, full after rainy weather^ but dry if there has becu^ no 
rain for a long time. This was made originally by excavations 
of earth rec^uired for building the village houses untl is cou- 
at^ntly boiug drawn upon for fresh earth for repairs. From this 
pond/when it has water, a a h usually the case^ men and 
women take a littlo for their morning wash if they feel inclined, 
and have no cleauor water handy. The cattle are bathed and 
watered in it, clothes are washed ; kikar logs and other wood arc 
sunk to preserve thorn, andacmetimes hemp stalks are left in the 
water to soak for weeks, in which cftao the air around is filled 
with an over-powering smelL As one passes near the villsgO 
one notices various groups; men ritting on thoir rough bed¬ 
steads in the open spaces near the etitrances to the aettiementj 
or if it H a winters luorningj squatting on the ground in n circle 
round a smouldering fire with their white cotton wraps gathered 
over their heads and bodies j vvomcD are spinning and between 
whiles holding converse, or aro engaged in eleaning up their 
yards aiiil collecting cattle droppings to make fuel cakes, 
^’hose laafc adorn the outside walls of most of the outer row of 
heuses, being stuck on to dry id the auu. Moat of the cattle

swell the manure heapa iioar the village ; on the other haud 

the droppings of cattla at the irrigntion walls at a dist^ce from 

the village njo usually devoted to manuring iUf^ fields. At the 

znain entrance to the village there i« usually in the larger 

villages a pretentious looking gateway with a roof over it^ 15 or 

16 feet deep* on either aide of which is a roofed shed with 

fioers raised aliglitly higher than the level of the roadway* 

These sheds are used to lodge tritvellara for the oiglit^ or an 
meeting places for the villagoRs in the eveoidg or in wet 
weather^ The only furniture in these sheds is a large wooden 
bedstead. In the absence of a gateway tho main entranee is 
often merely a wide open space flanked with the walls of 
boni^es. The arrangement of the village aettlement inside 
varies gi'eatJy according to the class of the landowners* In 
the Manjha Jat villagEs it will be generally fonnd on dose 
inspection that the henijes are divided of in soine sort of order 
by narrow lanca according to tlio jmitWt tarafi or other internal 
sub-diviElions observed in the vilIngQ constitution* Some of the 
lanes are thoroughfares^ others mere blind alloys- Whatever 
purpose they serve^ iu the Bandhu villages of the uplandg 
they are nearly always flanked by high walls over w^bich one 
can hardly see even as one rides through on horso back. 

Behind these Sigh walls are open courtyards which are entered 
from the lanes by fine largn doorways which may be open or 
abut. Inside the coortyard everything is kept fairly clean; 
there are separate dwolling-hoascSj all well built for each 
family living within the enclosura, only those who are fairly 
closely connected and generally friendly with another Uve iti 
QUO courtyardj and as a rub their land holdings are still joint 
and not jet partitioned off* The courtyards are large and 
commodioas enough to accotnmodiite all the members of the 
various Jat families resident and the milk cattle as well which 
form an important adjunct to every Munjha Jat’s household- 
Often tho better class and wealthier landowners of the Muujha 
have separate eoclosures for their cattle, and within these 
houses accomniodatiou for gneats or strangers* In tlie low 
lands the villages are mono cramped for space and less atten^^ 
tion is paid to order and method in laying out tho aettlementi 
The people, a largo preportion of whom aro lIuhammudaBs, hav<# 
evidently never been accustomed to hold the lordly ideas of 
comfort and spaeiousnoss so prominunt in the Manjha Jata' 
methods of living. Whatever the reason, whether from a wish 
to economise space and to save building material | or from an 
idea that the Hithar riverain soil is not firm enough to bear 
heavy buildings, the houses of the low lands aro moch smaller 
than in tho J^tJanjba and the walls are lower. Tho people of this 
low land tract aj*e poor and humble-minded for the moat p^xit 
and tho difference is at ouce apparent in their habitations* Tho 
moneydend ora" houaos howover are as conspicuous horo as in the 
M^jha. Even hero too the Jals^ villages can bo disiiuguiahed 
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easily inaitlo by tbaii' greater noattiess ami firmer stnietara from 
tliose of Araina, Dogars and otlier Mnbammadaii Uind gwiiefc. 
Rwiputa for the sake of their women’s priyacy have high walls 
nouud their courtyards and hoases ; otherwise Stuliainuiadati vill¬ 
ages exhibit! a marked ooutrast to those of the Jats botli In want 
of arrangement and ordfrliness, in abspuce of regard for clean¬ 
liness inside, and in not sepai-atlng the habitatiuiis of tha meniul 
castes from those of the upper class. In respect of oonveniencort 
for ingress and egress villages vary considerably j some have 
several tliorenglifares, some have only ^ one main eatniinje. 
The latter class are seldom found in the Manjha, but often in the 
river low land 

The ordinary agriculturist’s house is generally bnilt narrow 
to save espensa in wood, which ia the more uostly in pro¬ 
portion to the leogtli of beam. The roof is fiat. Wing made 
of mud laid over beanis and joisrs of roughly hewu timber ; 
this is whero the joWr stalks are abvays kid after the autumn 
harvest and the amount o£ staff visible on the roofa of the 
hutiscs affords a very fair indication of the nataro of the lately 
gathered harvest. Access to the roof is provided by a Hight of 
riud steps or a wooden ladder; gcncmlly tJic liouse is single 
storeyed, butsoractimes a aiijall upper chamber ia ooustmctcd on 
the roof. Inside the house below there are probably two or threo 
partitionu in which different members of tlio family cnii sleep j 
tha furniture consists of a few bedsteads, reed stools, and 
spinning-wheels for the womcTi. lu the wall there uro one or 
two cupboards (itofri) for clothes, veasols and other liouaehoM 
stuff, and in one corner stands a largo barrel-shaped receptacle 
(bdtllm) made of mwd in which the family supplies of grain uru 
kept- The cleanliness mid general tidinoas observed m tho 
moms depends largely on the cl ass of people li viiig th ere. Out^ 
side the house in front there may be a verandah consisting of a 
light mud roof supporlud on more or l^s rough standing posts. 
In one corner k the family cooking-place (faeaet} partly 
sheltered from Kun and rain. If not covered in at all Jt la 
called a c/inanim- Close by probably is another grran bin. Uu 
one or two aides of the enclosure are tho cattle siandings, wiuic- 

timea with aindtronghji constructed for them sometimua with¬ 
out. Various agricultural implements also are strewn about tlio 
vard. Hero the women spend most of the day spinning or 
engaged in other household duties and the children play. 
The cattle are tied up here at night, unless a soparatO cattle 
CQcloanre has been provided near the honao. Outside the 
family residence there are usually one or more village enaaw 
in which carts are left standing and the villagera collect 
at varioBS times of the day to have a talk and smoke if that way 
inclined. All tho liinJu villages nearly have a dharmsak 
a copy of the sacred Or until is kept tinder the charge of a ; 
tho villagers attend to boar this read as they feel inclined. lUie 
li/iuimrdfa is looked on as the guest houiie for strangcra visiting 
tho village, and the S^b, who ia I'ettponsible for their ente rtam* 
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mcnt, rocaivcs & daily aHowance o£ bread from tba laBdownerB 
and cash paymofltB usually of cue rnpee on the ncoaejou of 
uuy domestic event. Similarly all Mnbainmedim village havo 
a luoaque, at which a KSsi or Mullah is in attendance ; be tw 
receives certain £aed duos from the villa^ra j o cn in 
Muhammadan villagea a 4«feiy« or small laJttrs but is kept up 
as wall as the mosque, and ti> this a stninger would probably 
be sent for bread. These places of frequent resort 

both for the villagers and for pasaars-by who at least can always 
get a smoke there attho small fire which is kept burning for this 
purpose. Of all these iastitutiona the Hindu clftaruisufa is far 
Iho best kept up, Iroing usually a clean and well built struclure, 
fu largo Sikh villages the landowners eometnnea make a grant 
of land ill favour of Ibe S^dh in charge, or allow him the nee 
(if fiome common land for the revenue of which tlicy nmto 
theuiselvos responsible- In some villages also 
iftamis an; kept up, in which little images an; placed lor tbc 
worshipping by Hindus. But any house can be made temporarily 
to look like a fhaturdwirtt if the occupant has any advantage to 
gain thereby. Many of thoao buildings, dharmmlaf, Ihakar- 
dnuirds, takiijis, mosques and oven th& tombs of ancient saints 
which usually lie nt sotne distance from tho village have onjoyed 
small endowments from Government for their support ,■ some 
of these bestowed in perpetuity, some for a time only.

The latter is 
always worn when they go out. The Hindu wonion wear their 
hair gathered in a knot on the top of their bead, MuBalimin 
women often wear it hanging down in plaits. Tlio villago 
women nsoalty make a great display of silver omainents when 
out for a bolidayj though the ohiidren are usually more loaded, 
lu the viUagas one does not notice much wearing of ornaments, 
e:ccept on the small children. 

Shoes are worn by all, men nnd women alike. Tkibhi jiii or 
aheea with no hack at the heel ore worn by women in the house; 
they coat only 8 annas a pair. A\"omen’$ outdoor shoes cost one 
rupee. Men^s shoes cost slightly more. The ordinary bedding 
of villagers is the coating ^ rnpeeSj the fofdi coating 6 

rupees and the hf or Utidf ousting 2 rupees, all these are 
varieties of qailts. 

Sporii ani ^uH. Tillage Ijoys have uot SO much variety in games as the 

boys of tho city^ whose aimisements have already been des¬ 
cribed. Oedian^ the game of shooting sticks over a line. Billt 
biiccha a kind of prisoner^ij base played in a ground mark- 
ih 1 out with Bcjuares, and other gamea soiunwhat too intri¬ 
cate for brief doacriptiou may ho soon being played every 
evening round a village. Cricket and other European games 
have hardly taken hold of tho rkistic community yet though 
the former is played to some extent in village schools j bar 
exercises also are taught at all school;^. Among tho grown up 
agriculturist folk amusameuts are hardly looked for^ except on 
special festival Joys or occasions ou which domestic occurrences 
are celehmted. For ordinary every day solace or diversion after 
Ills day^s work tho Jat resorts to opium or native drink or bhung, 
chiefly the two former. 

The richer mou among them have now adopted a habit of 
getting out dancing girls from the city on any festal occasiou, 
and at the HoU festival tho village coEoiuunity often Hubscribea 
two or three hundred rupees for a dancing girl. Now too a 
band to play so-called English music {vildyiaii b(^a) is a common 
accDinpaniment to most village entertainmcats.

Then may be seen carts droggiug alowly along 
the village tracks crammed with gaily dre^ed women and 
children, the men of the family runaiug or walking along side,

Dei^i fait held at i^iazheg, eitunta on the left bank 
of the lifWi, about seven miles from Lahore, id honour of the 
ffindii godtlosw Xdii D^m- Formerly her tomple was at Khrnb 
piir, a largo village about IG miles further down the lliivi; 
the Bmlnuins moved her away from there because they were 
constantly being plundered* A'aii is supposed to bo potent 
for good and ovtU Votive offerings are coufitantly l>eing placed 
on her shrine, espeeifllly by women who pray to her for the 
fulClmont of their wishes. The offerings usually take the form 
of cocoannt, dowers, coloured thread, RwcatnieatR, cash and 
sometimes dvou a goat. All such offerings are appropriated of 
conrHo by the pujdri in eharge. At different times varioiiH 
buildings have been constructed in Kdli bononr near her 

temple, including a fine maaouty tank i^urroimded by a red 
brick colonnade. A revenue free grant of Bs* 500 per iinnum has 
been conferred by Govern meat for the support of the temple, 
and a smaller grant is eojoyed by the BrahmioS iu charge of 
the temple.

How long she is 
detained there ia a matter of arrangement between the pair 
themselves; the bride's father probably wishes to keep his 
danghter as she is nsefnl about the house, bnt she may not stay 
away over the year without her husband's leave. The final 
bringing home of the bride is called mnkfdica. 

These are the same in this district as elsewhere. Inter- UoetTigticai 
marriage between people of different tribes is unlawful: on the infer muriigo. 
Other hand marriage between two of the same section of data is 
not countenanced. Tho Jat mnet select a woman of a differed', 
section from those to which bis father or mother belonged and 
one too who lives at some distance from his village, Mnbamraa- 
dans other than Jats do not appear to observe this rule, nor 
indeed do the Vith Jals of Sharnkpur tahsil observe it strictly.

Marriage within tho eih degree of blood relationship is 
unlawful ; or between ms mb era of different religions, but for 
this purpose no difference is mado between a Hindu woman 
or one ol a Sikb family. 

Ee'tnarri ago of widows is common among the Jats and is iTorTiafs ot 
recognized in "villages among all tribes, except perhaps some ^“*'**^' 
MuhammadaDs of high aocial standing. Among Jats a widow 
is bound to marry one of her deceased husband’s collaterals who 
will sneceed to the property on her death. Such a^ marriage 
woald be made by the simple form of eh.aclar~dali or sheet 
throwing. If for any reason she can cot or will not marry one of 
the collaterals, and wants to marry elsewhere, she is generally 
nt liberty to do so, provided she abandons her claim on ber^ de¬ 
ceased hasbnnd’ft property and lives far away from bis relatione. 

A marriage of a widow with a m»u outside the circle of her hns- 
band's relatiocs is performed by tho ceremony known as Kariwa, 
which IB little more than the fact of the man and woman living 
together.

Ardin women are the most useful of all out-of-doors, helping their 
htiabands to dig veget-ables aud thresh the grain and collect 
manure; at home, ho wevefj they are vary bad maDagersand have 
little idea of hoosehold economy^ Jat and Uogar women pick 
cotton, but do no other field work. All ronnd the women^s life 
h far more monotonotis even thaa that of the men ; and they 
must look forward to nu occasional visit to their people in a 
distant village or to a ocmiag fair with great tmticipatiotta of 
tcmpoi^y relief from homo drudgery. 

In every village almost there is sruuo guest house Or 
enclosnre in which benighted travellers are acccumuodated and 
fed at the village e^eponae. Many villages have covered gheda 
at the main cntraDce to the settlement intended eipressly for 
village guests or straJigfirf. Some of tho better class liiud- 
owners have separate enclosures of ibcir own where they keep 
their cattle; genenilly at the entrance totbeae there are rocinti 
which cjin be adapted for a uight^s lodging. Besides those there 
is the in a Hindu village and the mosque or le*fi pre- 

teations la Mpbainmadan villages^ where atrang&rs can 

sdways be sent in default of better accommodation. Food and 
beds are provided for such guests by the village lioadmea who 
are supposed to refund themselves at the eipeuso of the 
remaining shareholders of the village. A public land is 
generally maintaiDed for charges of this nature either by fised 
annual collections ia the form of a small peitetitage on the laud 
revenne known as or by cop tribat iops from what they 

call the Dhart Fund. This is the contract price paid by the 
village weigbman for the monopoly of weighing all grain sold or 
bought in the village during the year. The income the weigh- 
man derives from fees in his husineHa ie considerable, and in 
large villages the price received by the Lambardars each year 
in return for grantiag the tnonopoJy may often exceed Ra, 200. 
Of lato years however the villagers have rather taken to assert¬ 
ing the right of each man to appoint hia own woigbnian. 
Simultaneously a strong dislike laaa arisen of the custom of 
impeu^iug the additional tax ailuded to above antler the name of 
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villt^ There ia abo an increasing taadeucy to qaesEnen 

iho boadtnen^s right to spend tke pnbUc lunds at nis Qvra 
dbcretioHj not from any pnblic spirited wish on tho villagor*a 
part to control the espondituro witlnti proper but solely 

from a petty feeling of jealousy against the appropriation of 
such fands for any bat each man’s own individiial interests. The 
iLeadmen in this district have oftnti complained in previous 
years of tb^ msiiffictency of the funds at tlieir disposal for 
on ter tain ing purposes and of the losses constantly entailed on 
them by tbeir poeition of responsibility for the rest of t be villagers. 
At the recent ^ttiement a greatly increased number of villagers 
declared against the sarrender oF any contribution into the 
headmen’s handsj so that now rbe latter will find matters more 
difficult than ever and there la a danger oF tbe> former fashion 
hospitality to all wayfarers gradually dying out. 

The prevailiTig langoage of the district is Panjabi. That 
of the Manjha i» remarkably pure^ that of the Hither or trans* 
Kavi tracts is mij^ed with Persian or Hindustani phrsises. Table 
No. VITI shows the nninbers wlm speak each uf the principal 
languages current in the distrietj separately for each tahsil and 
for the whole district. More detailed information will be found 
in Table No. X of the Censns llopqrfc for 1891.

From tho mention 
made of female education in Chapter V, it would appear that 
the total number of native girls receiving education ia schools 
under Government inspection in tho Lahore district is l,38l| and 
that though thoro are a few aohools established by private 
ontorpriso in Lahore etty^ outside little is done by private 
odneation. Even ko^ however, the census fignrns would appear 
to be understated.

Among Hiudfis and Muhammadans the tmtnber of thoao 
under instruction shows a comparativo decrease^ very large 
in the case of the former. Both religions show a coosid arable 
iaoreaseof female literatebs, hut this is probably due in great 
measure to improved accuracy of enumeration. lo the Census 
Report for 1381* it waa noted that wrong returns had probably 
been made iotontioaally aa to female odueatiotij owing to the 
disinclination on the part of the people to admit that their 
wives and daughters were able to read and write. The Sikha 
show considerable progress in the education of males. The 
leading place takeu by Hindus in edneatiou among the three 
religions is remarkable. It is not understood why the propor¬ 
tion of Sikh literates should be ho , much higher than that of 
Muhammadan literates* while the proportion of Sikha loaTning 
b lower. Probably this peculiarity is duo to some confusion 
of enumerutiou between end those learning. 

lifib education- Table XIlf ehows the namber m each religion who know 
^ English. Here the Sikhs are markedly backward compared 

witn other religious. H^cluding Native Christians the Khatri 
class which supplies bo many clerks to Government service is 
foremost in this district in knowledge of English among natives 
of the country. Their superiority in this respect to Aroros 
is moat couspiououa. Each caste numb era fili^hUy over 40*0fW 
Boula. Among Ehatris 1*993 know Enghsh* including 2?i 
FemaleSp whilo only 333 Aror.^ know it. 
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For farther mfortnation on the sabject o£ education, Chapter lU, B.

A district which inciudoa oa the uorth-west the Kharrala Crlnw. 
who roay almost be said to ruake cattle stealing their profeaaion, 
the Doffara oa tho south who cartaialy are not the moa to loso 
chmicea at their neighbours'cattle, and in tbo cantra of the 
di«.ti*ict a l^tge nnniber of Jat aoma nr the residents 

of which are known to the police 03 burglars and highway 
robbers j auch a diatrict can hardly be classed among the 
bw-atidiog parte of the Province, and yet none ot the 
tribes inoiitioned deserve to ho atampea as crirninaL 
Cattle Btealmg has always been regarded ae a vernal offence 
if not as an amnaiug pastime by all classes of the people 
including even Jat agricnltsirists who might be expected to 
have a felbw feeling for any one deprived of the means of 
working his plough. To Kbarrals and Dogars of eonrse H 
comes as a sort of second naturOj and they even are showing 
gradual indications of regeneration. A far more serious aspect 
of the district crime than oattle stealing ia the more viciona pro¬ 
pensity observed among so many of the MSnjha Jats io_planned 
attacks on both house property and on tho person, ^ and the in- 
domi^hle persistence certain villages display in breeding, 
maintaiTiing and harbouring such men. If any men deserved to 
be classed as criminal in the district, eome might say that it 
should not be the cattle stealing Kharral or Dogar, nor even the 
loss ambitions Mahtam who seldom organiEGs enme on his 
own acconnt more than petty theft, but le n willing instrument 
iu others hands, but rather the Mdnjha Jats who supply so 
many honso breakers and road dacoits- These again, namely, 
the Jats of the uplands, and among them the Sandhns mo|t 
proEDincatiyj are the class among which morder and^ homicide 
most frequently occur and at present appeur to be incrcMing 
in frequency. Th^ chief cansee of snch violent crime have 
always been quan’sis abont land, building sites, or cattle tres^ 
paas on crops, and natnmUy as tho land and crops increase in 
value, as they have been doing of late years, the of toner disputes 
regarding thorn occur, and the more keenly are they fought out. 

Patting aside, however, the tribes indicated, the rest of the 
people comprising Bidhu Juts, ArfiiDS, ReJputs, Khatrts fi®d 
nnmerons other classes of lower status aro nndouhfcedly 
peaceably inclined and law-abiding : nor nan it he said 
that snch crime as exists is beyond control. The Dogars 
are showing dJatinct improvemont and taking much more 
than formerly to cnltivation of the land. The Kharrals 
are an nnimportant and not nnmsrens class who conld, 
if necessary, be easily dealt with by means of one punitive 
post in their midaL The more criminal villager of the 
Jat community in the llanjha are the only serious difficulty 
to the Police adminisfcration, and they need only firm and 
persiiYCiiing treatmout to them gradually abandon do- 
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B, libera and proconcfirtod crime. For soverai yoare o£ late, tliat 
is, since tlis Ji^xcise .Administration became more vigilant, tbo 
^njlia Jftta bavo also bad a bad name for illicit distilIntion of 
liqdor; but tbia habit was formed when facilities for purchasE^ 
of licensed liquor were much fewer and less convenient than 
now, and! it was impossible to expect the people to forego their 
fomer methods imm^iately to order. Itcre is no ground fov* 
thinking that illicit dietillation is carried on to ony great extent 
now, JJrinkingof Spiritnons liquors is no donbt on the increase, 
especially among the Manjba Jats and Sikbs. They also drink 
IMHl and bhany and consuma a considerable quantity of opium. 
Muhammiidans drink pojf and smoko to excess. 

In the Civil Courts litigation seems to be on. the increase, 
Jats are by nature a poraiatent race and never drop a claim, 
however trivial, which they believe to bo based on equity. Law 
IS a matter for which the Jat has no regard and of which ho 
knows nothing except that it will get him all he wants if he can 
get it on hiB side, and that can only be secured by his swearing 
everything to be Ealsc which his opponent swears is true. Tht 
Jatpe^dt, who is reasonably frank and truthful in his village 
and helds, sees matlcre from an entirely different aspect when 
lie Ci^inos iuto the Civil Courts nt Lahore. 

the ^ In tlio J^ldnjha trp^t the Jut villageg ar^ fqr the ntoat part 
iti good condUio^i Many of tho people cau afford to live even 
lu^uTiott^ livnSj litiil there are few who deprive them^^elvea of 
wb^t people in this ptirt of the country re^td as ordinaty 
ccrtjiforta. Even tbo village menials of the M^^njha abare in the 
general abundance of igood thingu and easy style of living 
anuiBg ont of the enormously increased preddctive powers 
of th« land under irrigation from the Bati Do&b Canal. There 
areof coq^do^t^ptions to this favoarable aspect A few oE 
the central ilanjha villages to which canal irrigation has not 
been extended are much depresaed in condition. In the HiLhfir 
tr^t there la verj little oE lururioas living to bo found; with 
a few exceptions pwhapa the larger nuiqber of villager hardy 
njanage to maintain a reasonable standard of comfort, md 
^me there are which have fallen into impoveritilied and 
dopreased dreumstanees. This however can only be expected 
in a tract of preearioiig rainfall in wliidi tha cultivation la 
dependent npoc an expensive fiystem of irrigation on a not 
more than moderately fertile soil.

food and employment for themselves and fodder for their herds. 

Oatsido the city of Lahore most of the money is with the 'the 
monejd end ers and t rades men of th e larger villages—Kbatrie^ dlM- 

Aror^a and Khojahs; and among these there am very 
making what onn ha called large incomes. There are probably 
not above a htindred traders^ not resident in Lahore city^ who 
make an income over Ks. 2,000 a year. The total namher of 
Bssessees to income ta^ in the whole district includjiig the city 
arc 3^569 and the amount of ta£ realised from them is 
Rs. 68^584, Of this far the larger portion comes from traders 
in the Lahore oily. Of the agriculturists the riohest arc to he 
found in the Manjha of the Kasur tahsil and m the adjoining 
large estates of Chunian tahsil. A fair number of these have 
acquii*ed considerable wealtli since the e:E tension of the B4ri 
Dodb Canal irrigation to thrir land, and some of them have 
taken to money-lending as an additional means of accnmulating 
wealth. In the nest few years the Manjha Jatsj who have 
much land of their own and do not waate thoir easily acquired 
wealth in disafpation and riotoue livings will almost certainly 
aconmnlate large fortunes and are likely to itLCrease their present 
holdings rapidly at the oKpens-e of their poorer neighbours, to 
whom they are now beginning to advance money on loan. At 
present it looks as if in the Minjha the large Jat landholder 
would eventually take the moneydsnding biismess ont of the 
Kbatrls^ hands. 


SECTION C — RELIGION- 

Table Xo. YJl shows the number in each ialiail and the 
whole district who follow each religion as ascertained at the 
census of I S9L aud Table Nd. XLIII gives similar hgares for 
towns. Further details will be found in Tables Nos. V, VII 
and VIIl and aupplemcnt&ry Tables B and F of the Censaa 
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13 shown in tbc margiii. 
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their CGste and they bcoomo Mnsalmfinai A-lso converBiPii 
to Islim still ccmtinneg. Tlie alteration in the former popola* 
tioQ of the two reUgions ia largely ftcconnted for hy the fignrea of 
each census for GhnhrAsp In 1S8J the niMnborof Hindu Chuhros 
waa 27,S91 and of Mnsaltndn 24,377. In 1891 tho correa- 
ponding figures were 58,015 and 4,ti00. This discrepancy eannofe 
be explained j OhuhrAs generally adopt tho roligiona toneto of 
the owners of the village in which they are aattVedj and Hindu 
landowners would not admit Musalmnn ChiihrAs. Nothing is to 
bo gained by comparing figures of iha two cenaus showing dis^ 
mbution of other than Mnsulmans between Sikbs and Hindus. 
In 1881 all were recorded as Bihba who declared themselves 
snch. The inatrnctions to the Bopervising stafi in 1891 defined 
the trofl Sikh ua one who ivoro long hair and abstained from 
tobacco^ thereby res^tricting the term to foliowera of Gnru 
Gobitid one would think. Others were to be classed as Hindu 
by religion, and Sikh or Nanakpanthi or whatever they 
liked to retnrn by acct. The rule, howovor, does not appear to 
have been dearly understood or cnrefuily followed in tbia dis¬ 
trict, for we find that of the 86,ti39 males recorded as Sikhs 
by religion, 37,244 were classed as NAnakpanthts or ** wor¬ 
shippers of Nanak'' by sect and only S6,458 as Gum Gobiadis. 
In the adjoining district of Amritsar nearly all the Sikh 
roIigioDistd were classed tis Guru Gobiodi by sect. The 
distinction between the two is worthy of a bricE notice 
here. NAnak was the first of the Sikh Guro^, who was 
born in 14S9 A. Di and died in 1533 A. D. The doc¬ 
trines ho incolcated were chiefly the unity of God, the 
tiaelessnosa of ceromonial and the vanity of earthly wishes. 
He was of the Ponjab and had his following among the 
Panjabi Khatris and Jats. It never scema to have been 
largo dttring his lifetime and was hardly distingniabablo to 
outsiders from other quietest sects of Hiudui^m, It was under 
bis Buccessorg that Sikhism rose to importanco as a military^ 
political and Toligious organization. Gnm Arjan, the 
compiler of the Adi-Granlh now in use, was the first of the 
Gnrna to get intotronblo with the Government. With his ^n 
Gnru Hargobind, A. D. 1606—1638, the long strnggle betwecti 
the Sikhs and Muhammadans commenced aod he it was who 
first taaght tho Sikhs to fight and plunder. Gum Gobmd Siugh^ 
tho tenth and last Guru, beaded tho Sikhs from 1675 A. D. to 
1708 A. D.^ when Auraogzeb's porsenutioa waa at its height. 
To bind his foUowora together be grafted strange ceremouial 
observances on to the more vague doctrines of Gurna NAnak 
and Arjan, and the new faith strengthened by incrmscd 
numbers of adherents and by occaaional snecoasea in fights 
with the MusaimAns rose in public recognition to the 
dignity aud itaportauce of a difltinct religion- Briefly speak¬ 
ing, Gum Gobind added five points to tho religion of Nanak. 
The first was the pa/iid or solemn initiation into SikhUm 
which consiats of drinking a mixture of sngar and water, stirred 
up with a dagger (fcftandn) of steel* The initiation cannot bo 
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performed until fcho subject resicbed of cliseretioa^ 

and oaeo initiutod bo becotues a I^^ikb aad adds ^iugh to 
hi 3 name- Socondly, the Singh has to carry about his person 
five marktt beginning with the letter K, which are known as 
tbe five Kakkais; namelyj the kea ov uncut hair ; the ha^hh or 
short drawers ; the A^ura Or iron bangle- the khanda or stool 
dagger \ and the As^i^a or comb. Tbirdlj^ the followers of 
Go bind must abstain fram siiiokiDg tobacco p Fourthly, they 
mast not eat any fieah except of auimala which have been do* 
capitated by a blow on the back of the neck {jhfj^tka)^ And fifth* 
ly thoy are nottoobgerve the distinclions oE caste or to pay 
special reverence to the BraUmsng. There are other ordinances 
laid down by the Gum, hot evon these are not rigidly observed 
except by the strictest Sikhs* In this district few Sikha will 
be found ordinarily bearing about thoir persons moro than threo 
of the five marksj namely the tbe kaj^a and the kathh, 
ami tbe latter is often not worn. They am generally strict in 
abstaining from tobacco and in tbo matter of ^hatka meat; 
the last baving by this time acquired tbti bioding force of ens* 
tom* Tbey observe diabinctions of caste to some extent and 
undoubtedly revere Brabmaus. In his religions observances the 
Gobindi Sikh hardly differs from the Jfiiuakpanthi, they both 
go to the dkfirmsiilft at least twice a month and hear the Grantb 
readj but do nothing more* Practically therefore tbe only 
noticeable distinctions between the two are that the tmeGobindi 
Sikh wears longhair, avoids tobacco^ and benrs the title ot 
Singb I on the other hand nil Sikhs are followers of Niinak, 
and hence in a aenee S'nnakpanthb thus many of the true Go- 
bindi Sikhs in the district may from want of aaderstanding have 
styled themselves XAnakpanthis. Tlion again wo find that 
at the recent enumemtiou ae many as 14,051 males recorded 
themaelvea Hindue by religion and Nanakpanthts by iject. 
Similarly lj438 Gnrn Gobindis by sect said they were Hindus 
by religion^ which only Indicates that in this diSstrict as ehe- 
where Hindus havo buen very much iuBueuced by tlie teachings 
of Guru Ndnak and his followers ; their doctrines nllowiug for 
much greator laxity of opinion and oE ceremonial observaucea 
than Hinduiism does* It would bo fruitless to discuea further 
the clasaification of Sikhs as we have it. The only conclusion 
une arrives at is that the enumeration 115 actually made in this 
district did not succeed in drawing any reliable distinction 
between the strict Corn Gobindi Sikhs and the laser followers 
of Guru Nduak ; &nd that possibly many Niioakpanthis were 
recorded as Hindua who were ns innch Sikhs in rellgioa as 
those actually written so* 

Simikrly with rugarj to the liindu aeuttt it is admitted 
that the figtirea recorded at the recent census were, as a rule, 
no sort of guide to the strength of iho sect, and tbo notice of 
the various sects was mainly directed to putting on record the 
names which the people rotnraed as their sects. This bmuch 
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of tbo enquiry haa becii tliacnaFietl fully inCliaptflr IV olE the 
Pi-DV*inciitl Census Ueportj and it would requite a \^ery prolDupr- 
ed and carefnl iuTcatigutioii into tli^t iuuer lifo of the people 
before any iofonniitioiij reliable or wortti liavingj. c^oukl be add¬ 
ed to that fumiEfbed on the subject by Maclagan. Gener¬ 

al Iv apeak in jT It iriJiy be said that the ordinary villsigei“S of the 
Hindu pertiuatfion in tliis distriefc pay very little attention^ to 
roligien. Tlie Uiitdu Jata and all Sikh a go to tlie dhurmsdlaji 
and hear the Craiitb lead at least twicst n tuonthp on the firnt

The doctrioes of the 
Brahuios are opposed to Vedas ULud to b\1 scriptures which can 
be idterpreted to support polytheism ^ they reject caste restric¬ 
tions and seek to establisli a tbeiatic faith w hicb aball take the 
place of all other beliefs- The Sam^j w^as established in 
Lahore ia I864j and eight years afterwardaj in April 1873> the 
Brahmos built a mnndir (ehurqh building) of their own in the 
Aadrkalli bazar. Hera they liold their weekly prayer service 
every Sunday morning and oveningj and a religious debate in 
which men of other reiigioDS also take part is held every Fri¬ 
day. Their prayers are somewhat after tho style of the Edg^ 
lish church service aud arc addressed to Brahma (the one God)* 
the chief purport being that all men inclnding Hiddils^ Cbria- 
tiaus and Mtihatumadaus may bo converted to Him and become 
Bntbmos. The congregation which seldom exceeds 50 or 60 Is 
drawn from the ranks nf the well-to-do middle class of the 
native society of Lahore. The Samaj has no ediicational insti¬ 
tutions of its own but h said to hare helped in founding a Mid¬ 
dle School for girh in the city, of which it hm tho manage- 
Tnent. TbeSamaj diaintalnsa charity fnnd from which allow¬ 
ances fire made to widows and orphans. They have rficently senJ 
t wo men to Calcntta to bo trained as mis^iodaries. 

The basis of tba Aryan faith is the rovolation of Godin the 
Vodas and the revdiition of God id daturo. The Piirrinas add 
other Shastras arc rojeetod as their teaching k inoorisisteul 
with the proved re^dUs of Natural Science. The Vedas^ no 
doubt as translated by the European Sadscritist#, appear entirely 
Inconsistent with soicutiSo accuracy* but this the jlryas e](plain 
away by ascribing metaphorical signiScation» to tho Vedic tests. 
Their interpretations of the scriptures on which they rely 
are directed towards dofeuding them from all impptations of 
pantheism and polytheism* and disooveridg In them iddicationn 
nf an acenrate acquaintanco with tho latest inventions of modern 
Kolence* [a common parladce the Jrya is a Hindu liy i*eligion, 
but the stricter members of thn have a prejudice against 

being classed as Hind^ji;. They say “ their fuiidamedtal princi¬ 
ples are founded on solid reason and scienc^.” Idolatry and 
all its attendant eeremotiiefl have according tu ^hein no hsisia 
intbo Vedas and no place in true religion. 

The SnmAj finds an pffioacy in prayer and worship, but 
diKcoprages the formal rites aud cereraontes which pl&y ho pngn 
minedt a part in popular Hin«liiism. They find Mint cfeinatiou 
is incnlcnl^d by the Verlag on sanitary grounds end therefore 
hum their dead* but omit the ceremonies of tlie kirr/a katum 
and do not think it neceasary to take the ul or ashea to the

-■Vrabio and Persian, i-ospectively. Thero were enrolled in 
November 1S92, 185 stndonts, of whom 38 passed the Idterinedi* 
ale and 13 the B. A, Examination. The income from fees 
during the year amounted to Kb, 9,039. 

There ia one gmti^al dispetusarv^ and one for women and 
children, tinder the management of Dr. Isa Das and Di% Pheobe Isa 
Dmj both of whom hold Government certificates. The number 
of visits to the fonner in ll mouths of the year amounted to 
3ip250 and in tho latter to 19,209. In the general 
dispensary there were 080 minor operations and in the fomale 
537, and 864 special female ca^s. Preacliingis kept up at the 
four places montioued, and there are usiially fairly large, atten* 
tivcj and well-behaTcd audiences. In the district work is 
carried on in fouront-stations, in three of which oonsiderablo 
numbers have been baptized. This work is done by the Kevd. 
and Mra. Dp S, Grant Jones, Miaa Thiede the Revd* Dharia 
Das and three assistants. 

A t the end of the year the number of ebureb uiembers was 
313. 'I'bo whole Christian eoinmunity numbered about 4o0, 
SL^ty-four adults wore admitted during the past year by baptism, 
chieSy from the Dhiihra casEe.

The fund9 for pnrcbEu«e and adaptation of the prcTnisos and for 
stock ing the library (which oontains several tlioesond volnmos) 
were raised mainly by the founder the late Bishop French. The 
Church Missionary Society gave a large grant, and the property 
belonga to that body. A few echolarships have been endowed 
or are annually contributed by friends. The late llevdp G-. Al. 
Gordon (who was at one time on the teaching staff) Left; a 
legacy towards bnilding a college chapel; and this, with a 
testimonial fond raised to Mr. Gordon’s memory, has aimosf- 
sudiced to cover the coat of erecting the Gordon Memorial 
ChapeL This la the most conspicnoiis and ornamontal object 
among the college boildmgs.

ChurchMlkucraaTy Under the auLhoirity of the Ponjab Government^in I3G8 a 

land in Chhoiiin tafisil of this district, estimated to 
mea.sare U935 acres, was granted for ten yeara f roni the 1st 
April Ifidy to car tain leading luombere of the Church Mission¬ 
ary Society iu Lahore districts The estate was called Clarka- 
bad after the Revdp Mr^ Clark, a leading miaaionarj of the 
Society. In 1882 the IsFiiie was renewed for a further term of 
five years from 1878 in the name of the Revd. Mr, Batemati, 
who had been acting aa a^ent for the leaseps. This was. renewr 
cd again on the old terms from the year 1884 for the remaintlig 
term of sett is men t. Since 18sl the eatalo has been paying 
to Government Hs* 500 a year under the lease. Xow the 
qnestioo IS andor the consideration of Government whether 
-ownenihip of any of the lamip and if so, of how mneh^ should be 
conceded for the benefit of the Cliristian settlement at Clarka- 
hnd| and ondcr what terms and in whose favour such a grant 
should he made^ At present oat of the total orea attached to 
the eBtato 74G acres are cultivated by Christians and 870 acres 
by non-ChriatianB ; thn latter class of tennnts are made to pay 
double as high rents os the former. The Cbristinn tenants are 
inostly converted Chdhr^ from tho Amritsar district. The 
land is all very good and receives excel I vat irrigation from the 
Bdri DoAb CanaL TEio Church Miasicaary arttlcment have 
gradually built up a model village provided with good rondR 
and well-built eotrages.

There in a good dwelling honse, wkh dining roota, sitting 
room and four bed^rooms for tbo\i5t* of tbo C. M. S. J^JJseioni^iy, 
and another for the Superititendootof the eattlcment in SGOolar 
matters. A substantiftl building is iu course of erection for 
a ho;:pitalj conaisting of two wartld, wbicb will hold four or five 
bods each, and four other rooms for dispensary, operating room* 
consuhiug rDom, and store rooiiii A native apothecary is 
iu charge. The secular affairs of the village are managed by 
a village coinmitteej and tbo religious affairs by a Church 
Committee. Two ladien of tiio Church Missionarj Society 
have recently come to live in Clarkabed and work among thu 
women. 


The prcsenl; pastor of the village iii the lievd. Thomas Howell; 
and the Hevd. T. R* Wade, Chairman of the Church Missionary 
Punjab District Chnreli Ceundl, visits the setlicmont from 
Amritsar once a month. The estate lies about four miles east 
of tho Kot Radha Kiahen station on the Meoltan Railway, and 
is approached by a fairly good unmetallrd road. 

The Punjab Religious Book SDoiety wasj eatabli«hed iu 1863, Buck 

and has its central depository in the Auarkalti bfiisr} it is 
copnrctioa with the London Religious Tract Saciety, atid has 
for its object to supply the publio with rEligiotia tracts and 
bookiii in English and the Vernacular languages. The steady 
incrcuso of the sales of this Society hua been remarkable. Thirty 
colporters are engaged iu LaliorO and other stations in tho 
Punjab in the salo of tracts, books and copies of the Bible^ for 
which there is a strndily increasing demand. The receipts 
from the sales of books aru large. A cu aside ruble number of 
books are published bj the Society each year* Subacnptiou& 
are apparontlj not very liberal. Funds for the publicatiou of 
Veruaculnr Scriptures aro provided by the British and Foreign 
Bible Society at Home. The eoniral depository for the wholu 
Proviuco at Lahore contains a large supply of books which have 
been received from many Socletica and Publishers, both ia Eng¬ 
land and India.

In physit|Eipj intcliigepcC; and general 
eLnerigtli of cbnracter without doubt far the linest ppecimeiiii 
ill tho Jat tribe are to he found in the ^lAiijha, and araong the 
Maujha Jat^r the Sandhus^ occupying ISfl cafatos m all respects 
rank first* It was from those that most of Malmr^Ja Knujit 
yingh'a inilitury leaders were drawn j and indications of the 
Wealth and power to which they then rose arc to be found in the 
large masonry houses belonging to ancient Kihli Rardar 
familiGS, which atill stand in many of the Mnnjha villager; 
though for the most part in bad repair. Before and during the 
Rilth rule aU the Jat? of the Lahore ^Idujba formed an import¬ 
ant coutribiitiou to the Imperial army, but after the geoeml 
disbatulmoiLti that followed the extension of British rale over the 
Huujubj they appear to have returned to thdrvdllnges and taken 
kindly to an independent rustic lifc^ supporting themselves 
partly by mean a of a carrying trade which brought in consider¬ 
able profits before tho expansion of onr railway system; and 
partly by tbo preearions frails ol a cnlrivatbn which was then 
almost entirely dependent on an iincerUin rainfalb canal irriga*

As im e^ienltariet the ^luajha Jat ie only moderalely 
good, llitlierto tUoir furaiitig Jias been cenductCtl on broad 
and i-odgh priaeiplea; they Lave had large areas to deal witbj 
wliirh until within the last few years wore dependent mainly 
OH dry euUivAtiou, and this was dependent for it$ aueeess far 
more on the season tlian on any special oBbrta on the cultivator's 
part. The canal e^tension oven has hitherto made little 
difference in tho character of the farming; the Manjha Jats still 
have plenty of landj which under irrigation gives excellent 
produce in retnm for very little trouble on the cultivator’s parL 
JII the more congested parts however of this canal irrigated 
tract, on the north for instance^ towards the Amritsar border, 
where pupulatien is begiuniug to press on the Soil and the land 
in places shows signs of exhanstionj the people are coining to 
uuderstand. that to make their land yield <*otitiuuously something 
more is reqaired than a eowing preceded by two or three 
plough ings and followed by copious canal irrigation. 

Socially tlie ^lanjha Jat^a character is often opun to 
reproach. The ntajoritj of them drinki and many oE them drink 
to great ciccs:^ i a copsidcTablo number of M^ujlja Jat villages 
have ubtaiucd mi unenviable notoriety for iho nunif^rous bad 
character^j thievea and highway robbers they shelter, Mui^ 
decs and inurdi^roua assaults in I lie Maiijha occupy far too 
prouiiuent a place in the crimiinil record^ and appear to be 
lucreoaiug ateadily us the data grew rich and riotous^ on ttiu 
proceeds of their newly irrigated lauds- Tiiey am genu rally 
reputed to be deficient in ebastritj. This might be laoro truly 
Hatdof the women than of the men. It is not often that the 
village life is disturbed by any serious scandal of iimuorality. 
The fact that a Jut who has a woman of his own action outside 
his family to live with him incurs the general opprobrium of 
the brotherhood^ aud^ also the custom whereby a Jat usually 
tabes to wife the widow of bia deceased brother by the simple 
ceremony of cAaddr dSti or throwing of the sheot, no dcuLl 
both act nan check on irumoral tendencies. In their dealings 
with one another the hTanjhu Jat^ often exhibit excessive greed 
liuJ iutempemte cruelty* la their villages they are demo¬ 
cratic by incliuaiioTi and impatient of control by thosn they do 
not fear, but to the Government effieer paying them a friendly 
visits especially to the EDglishmau, they are frank and concilia- 
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f-ory wiiihoot losidj^ their out&pckenneRS and customary in- 
dependence oF matiner. Taken all ronndt notwithstanding bin 
numerous fanlts^p the MAujliFi Jat is a fine fellow with greafc 
capacities for good under careful puidaiico: Though naturally 
restita and resen tfal as indiiriduals under injury dona and 
always extraordinarily tenacious of their purposoj yet na a 
body they aro quietly disposed in the absence ol disturbing 
elements? and easily led* Wliother as peasants or soldiers 
they yield readily to firm diiscipline, provided it is occom^ 
paaied ivith justice and fair dealings Both in their faults 
and in their virtues^ Sandhits aro the moRb promineut 
among tho Maojha Jats; as they aro the most striking 
in their external appearance, tho features becoming hand* 
somcr and more decidedly marked, the older the Sandhn 
grows* 

In the llitlEir of the Sutlej Beiis nearly all the Jats are 
Sidbu, who have here GU villages. SandlnSs hero are only locat¬ 
ed in ^4efitatafi. The Sidhn Jats occupy principally the western 
hnlf of tho Hitharj which, forms the sonlhern portion of the 
Chiiniati tahsil. They came here probably from the Ferossepore 
district, on the opposite side of the river* An account of the 
SidhiVa migration in this direction is furnished on page 59 of 
the Feroaepore GaKOtEeer for 1888-89. The Sidlui is a far inoi'o 
peaceable, well behaved, and induatrioua member of society 
than his Saudbu brother. Having lived for many generations 
on the meagro profits derived from caltivation dependent on n 
precarious rainfall and a slow and expensive process of well 
irrigation by the Persian wheel, the Sidhn Jat Ims gradually 
become necualomed to regard tho caltivation of his laud aud 
constant atteiidanca at: his well as the chief, if not the sole 
reason for hi^^ existence j hn has little money and I kilo 
time to spend on luxuries or on nmnsemeiits- Ha is n 
thrifty hard-%TOtking peasant ciiltiVictor, who pref^ra to 
I'Ogard faroiitjg as a pleasare as w^ell ns a menus of sub¬ 
sistence, and will not therefore hocJier him sol F with the 
more ignoble and laliorious inarket-ffarden style in which 
the Ariid delights. In enterprise, pluck nud perseverauco 
under adversity, the Sidbu Jut is immaasurably the supe¬ 
rior of the Ardio. He is the true KstniudAr Or/^hits- 
bsndmsn of the Province, and his women and children 
assist him all they can. Curimisly enough a redncLion lu the 
dumber of Sidhns On the figures of 1^81 censue is shown in the 
1891 figures* This must bo due to wreiig emuneratioa at one 
census or the other. 

The Jala along the Pfivi are principally Bandhua who have 
some large settlements along the lower course of the river 
through this district, mostly in the Chuni&n rahsil; on 
leit bank near the ilontgomory border there are six or 
seven sottlaiueuts of Manh^s Jats; these uru a eomewhat 
idk, disorderly lot, who appear to fmd difficulty in paying 
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any rerenno deim^nd lioweFer light and to Iiuto a great faculty 
for getting into debt, 

Thn Jata in tlio Share kpiiv t ah ail are for tlio intj&t; part of 
the Virk ae^tiOTij of whom sJightlj moi'ethan half are Miisalindus. 
Of the Uiiidd^j the larger nuniber are recorded iSikhSj but 
they observe the rales of their sect ttnicli more loosely here than 
in the CiK-lhivi perEion of the f1i£trict+ The Hindu \^irks are 
fairly good ctiltivatora and in the main indfistrions. 2^omo of 
the Mil sal mil na are not inferior to the but the large 

inajority have given way to tlie idleiie&s iind general depreesiott 
that appears to have seized on moat o! the Masalmiin peasantry 
ill that tahail. In fiiijmnwaia disEricf, where the Virk Jets own 
IS2 villages^ a nomber of thtin return theinaclvea aa 
hills they marry freely with the -lat tribes of the neighboarhood. 
They say their founder was descended fwm the loniider of 
tbo tribe of IlFijphts. Tlie tribe were fonnerly of 

ronfiidcrable political importance until they were snhdnrd by 
TSnajit Singh. 

^riio iibnvo areount ifiilicates snlllcimitly the locality nud 
reatnrea cf sneh Rectioiis o-f liio Jnts na are inost prominent in 
dEfiferenfc pads of the district. Other principal sections are

The BhnUaT Jats occupy a few large e.states hi the centre 
of the Kesur ^Iiinjha, 'J1iey in coturaon with the Her and 
Jfrn Jat sectionwho alao are found in a very few seni¬ 
le red vilinger of Lahore districf„ call tbeTuaelvcR tho attl or 
original -laU and arc s^aid to have sprang from tlie Jat or 
Tnatfml hair of Arahudeo, whose title in Hhuta Muhadeo* In 
eiiaracter tlie Bhulhrs I'omtnhh the S&ndhuaj but are inferior 
in physique. 

There arc Rovoral Git Jab nettlemonta near the Satlej in 
Kaanr tahsilj one in the Munjha of Lahore tahsih and three or 
foiirontho Kavi ill the Chuniau tahaiL They are principally 
Sikha, bnt they have uot a good reputation in thia distiuet as culti¬ 
vators, and are Raid to he ilt-snited for the toil and risks of culti¬ 
vation by well irrigatiun, on which they are largely dependent in 
the tracta whore they liappen to be settled. Tliia is possibly 
owing to their having long hern used to the biKiiriee of river 
inundation^ which now neither on I he Kavi nor Stitlej is as good 
syi it DKed to be. They give one the Iinpression of being both 
querulous and qnarrelsouie. In |]liysU|Uc they are inferior tn 
the ordinary Mdnjha Jnt. 

The D/tilhu sottlenients are few and scattered over the 
ivhol# distrietj.chiefly in the Aidnjha. Their largest villngn is 
that of on tlin AinrUsnr border near the Ituvi* The

They are however pleasant man to meeL There are 
man? other miseellaneona sections of JaU scattered about the 
district^ but further detailed naontion of them does not seem 
required. 

The neyt tnoit tititnemiis tribe to the Jats are At^insj who Armiot^ 
arc settled mostly along either hank of the Ravi at the upper 
half of its course through the district; as usual they lie thickest

average property of most households has heed reduced nntil 
it is quite iiisufficiout to support tho family, notwithgtanding 
tlio proverbial capacity of the A rain to make soil yield double 
as much as it will under anotheria management. Partly 
owing to the pressure of population on the land and 
partly in consequence of extravagant habits induced either by 
the example of olhers or by exaggerated ideaiJ of the 
value of his land., the Arhin near Lahore has hcconae deeply 
involved in debt and has had oithnr to sell much of his 
laud outright or to mortgage it for a price he can never 
make good or on terms he cau never fulfil, A similar condi¬ 
tion of indebtedneBS^ though on a less scale, and of conse¬ 
quent depression of agrictilLnre is found in some of the 
smaller A rain villages in the Sntlo] Hith4ry notably in the 
Kasdr tahsSl ; thor© however the Arliin labours under 
difficultirs^ us manure;, the one thing absolutely necessary 
to enable Aruius to earf)’ ou with any aucccss their niggling 
market garden etyJo of farming, is not procurable in sufficient 
quantity* Ou tho othor band ia two or three large 
Arain villages of the Kasur Hither, the very best cultiva¬ 
tion of the ordinary crops Buch as wheat sod maize is to 
be seen, and the people thomselves are thriving and not 
much in debt* Generally speaking however the Aruin ia 
inferior to tho Jat as a pua^ant cultivator and aa a revenue- 
payer. Thopgb exceedingly industrious and painstaking ho lacks 
perseverenco ; ho succndibs to adverse conditions easily ; debt 
especially appears to cripple him more than it does the Jat. He 
has no notion of keeping his home neat, clean or comfortable, 

Ariin villages are proverbially filthy and untidy, his women folk 
am not to be compared with the Jat housewivea for attention to 
domCHtic details or for economical mnuageTiientof their resources. 

There are very few Hiudu and Sikh Arfiiu villages scat- 
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tored abontj tlie people of wliich claim to be called and regarded 

m J4ts. 

Tte Eajputf are ilte third mn«^timnjeronH tribeof iniporlanco 
ID the diafcrbti They arepracLically all Mus^abaSna ; no village ia 
owned by any people wlio call thempplvea Rajputs, nnd aL tlio 
eame time profess tlie Hindu religion p Tbo predominant aec- 
tion in tbig district is that of BLatti Rajput-Sj who riutnber nearly 
20,000 souls or. about two-GFtbH of ibo total Rajput rceorded 
population. Ne:tt to BliaUis are the Cliatihans, wbo niinibef 
2,870 according to the recent census ^ Joy a 1*710+ J^ura J,B55, 
Other clans of llijpnts in this distrLCt are very insigniOcaut in 
Tjomboru. Accounts of these clans mid other Kajpuls will be 
■ found in Chapter VI of the Pi‘OTificial Census Report for 1@8L 
The figures for R4jputs however must ba received with caufcioUp 
as it is well known that many Muliamniadaijs of lower ciiste call 
themsBlves Rajputs, who by birth have no claim to the name« 
This is probably the case wiLli ih.o^ & classed us Rajputs in the 
Lahore city*enumerated a3 14,647 persons; iiinDvof these probably 
are men engaged in daily labour or other mauiul occupations* who 
thought fit to clflBS tbeoiselvos as RAjputs. The nneertainty of 
the euumerattou of this class is indicated by the fact that con¬ 
trary' to the result for every other tribe the recorded numbers 
have fallen off since the census of 1881 by II per cent. The 
tfUfl Rajput agrienUnrists ai-e notorious for eitmvagancup idle* 
iiessi and slack cultivatfun. In. almost every Riijpdb village the 
mass of the people are iinpovarished aod encumbered with debt 
though on the ether hand there are generally one ot two leading 
Tu&n iu prosperous cireniHstances, The worst specimens of the 
R&jput oiau are in the Sbarakpurtahsih la the aortb-west c^or- 
tier of the Kasur tahsil there are a few settlements of so-called 
Kajpfits, who are as competent agrieulturiats as any Jats to bo 
found iu the MAnjha. 

At the census of 1S8I the Klickltars apparently w'eru 
conated as R4jputs| at the recent ceuBus of 1801 they were enu¬ 
merated separately. Their number is recorded to be 12*83o 
L^emciLv ^ou fiistribuEcd as shown iu the luargin ; the most 
l^boro tiiSaaii l\\24r important coloDv of thcni 5s alon^^ the bank 
Cb^Diftb U,07B of the llavij a Utbic outside the Lahoro city 
eompTsing 16 estates, of w liich Niy nzbeg is the 
Sb«*t(pur«l^2.3J. cd] tliflinselvea JUipiits, 

ranking their section us fifth in order* and niarrying w-moon only 
of their own section or oF the four ubove them. They ora all 
luiurionaly disposed tirid very extravagant, spending money 
waatofuily on clothes* horses and marriagesH They take no 
payment for their daughters nor do tho parents of the girl have 
mach expengCj but the bny^a parents spend anything from Ks, 500 
to Ra. 2,000 on feasting the relatiena oF either side* distri¬ 
bution of alms and dancing women. Also tha Tan^l or inmT- 
Hag© gifts to tbo boy'^s father are very extravagant among this 
class* and the jewellery given to tho girl from the boy^s people 
oonies to a good round sum. h^imilarly ut fuaerals rhia Bcctioa is 
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reckless i« ospenditurer. Thus it cooies B^out that the 
Kliokhar Bnjpfits are generally o^rerwhelmod with debt, ihey 
are also very inferior agrbilllulists, being too proud or indoleiit 
to 3o be^ws'' nianiTol work Tlia Kbokbars m 

the Cliuoiiiu tabsil however are rather J»rs than Rajputs and do 
not appear to have the idlo expensive habits of the K.liokbais 
in Labors and Shnnikpur. 

The Dogars are of importance only in the lowlands near the 
Sutlej, where they own 68 estates in entirety and Jl others in 
part. Tliey are said to have come there from the neighhonr- 
hooii of Pftkpnttan about IdO years ago. They are all Muham¬ 
madan by religion and call themselves convorted dcacendantB 
of the Chunhiius of Delhi. TJiey were always a wild imd law¬ 
less race in the past having no flottled habitations, and this to 
some extent is their chnrecter stilt, ‘fheir houses by the rtvcr- 
side are for the most part wattled structures which can he put 
together or taken to pieces with very Id tie expenditure of time 
or troitble. The Dogar generally establishes himself near 
rivers partlv from preference for tlio easy and inexpeuBive 
form of niltivation which natural river iunudation enables him 
tocanr on, pnrtly also no doubt to have greater facimica for 
indnlging Ivimaalf In his favourito paslime of cattle stealing. 
Once the stolon animal can be brought across the river all trace of 
it from the other side is lost. The Dogare lu this district keep 
up their name for indolence and bad caltivalion almost better 
than they do for cattle thieving. In this latter respect they 
are exhibiting » slight improverasut. Whether frem their 
habitual lasincsa and inclination for opiates or from their extra¬ 
vagance and carelessness in which they strongly resemble the 
Rajput, tho niajoritv of the Dogara villagers are very poor, hut 
the community uftoally includes at least one highly respectnhlo 
member who comes out to meet the G over ora? nt ofhcial well 
mounted and expensively dressed. 

The Kainhobs in this district are comparatively few hav¬ 
ing onlv 2a entire villages, and 22 which they own in part. 
Of the former 18 aro Hindu Kambohs and 0 iliisalmnn. Of 
those they own in part, eleven aro Hindu and eleveu 
mdn. The large majority of these are situate lu the Sutlej 
H ith fir, principal I y in th e Ch unifiu t ahsi I. In 1881 the Kambohs 
iiQinbered 17,094 ! the enumeration of tho Into census ahowed 
2(),'148, of whom 08 per cent, uro Hindus. 11 percent. Sikhs, and 
20 per cent .Musalinsne, The ITusalmtin Kambolis are hardly dw- 
tinguishable from Araius and very probably are of ike same 
stock; tho bikh Kamhoh is better than either, being equal to the 
Arfiitt in indiistiy’, but more enterpriaing and more provident. 
He matches the* A rain in market gavdeniug when noces^ry 
and is noi inferior to the Sidhii Jat iu general farming, 
lie is however of amallor physiquu than tho Jat and of 
much less intelligence. The Hindu Kambohs are seldom 
found iu the depressed and debt crippled condition into which 
60 many Arifin villages have sunk.

The Kharrnls ano an important J^eotioii in the north-west 
portion of the Sh^rakpiir tabsll, e&pecialJy in tho Bfir nplaodsj 
wbGTOth&j lead a life parllj pastoral^ piirtIjagricnltoralj maizdj 
the former | Mn^alniana by religion* They pretoDd to a descent 
from the R^jpdt3 and look down with contempt on men wLoae 
main bosinesa it is to handle the plough* Some cnltiiratiDn they 
do themseheaor make a pretence of doing so; but probably moat 
of the real work ie done by themeiiial castes working nnder the 
owners or by tenants who giro them a share of the prodnce* 
Their importance is derived chiefly from their propensity for 
ciattlo stealings and indeed thioving of all sorts. It is not said 
that they aspire to higher fornig of crime in this district. They 
aro often spoken of as tarbnletiti ^uarTelsomo and impatient of 
controlj and no doubt their wild life in the Bar at a distance from 
the asual centres of administration partly encourages this con¬ 
dition of tbingSj but they do not appear to have been implicnted 
in mnch violent crime for a long time now. The worst that one 
can say of them on the experience of late years is that they am 
idle bad caltivatora and practised thiev^es* In their persons 
they are striking^ being both tall and handsoinc*

There are 19 Gnjar Tillages in t^^e district: that h, 10 are 
whollj Qujar, P ara owned by Gtijara in part. They baro 
settled to a eonaiderable extent near the rivers. Four'of the 
19 Tillages are on tha Itivi, three on the Stitlej, seven 
aro situate in the MitQjhn and five in the Sbamkpor tabsSL 
They ore all Mnsalmdn Gojars: their villages are for tbe moat 
part ID fair o^er, and the people are iDoderately industrions. 
They do not bear out tbe bad reputation that geuernlly attaches 
to their cla'53 farther down country; but they combine pastur¬ 
ing of cattle with agriculture to Rome extent.

from 9,hoi m the 1881 census to 8.438 fa 1891. Of these slichtlv 
less than half are Mnsalmiiu-s. The rest are equally divided be- 
tween Hindus aad ?ikha. Tlio MusalinSn Mahtams seldom own 
any land, but make their living by catching wild gamCj chiefly pig, 
which they Hit; by odd jobsiu the fields; by making ropes out of 
^fT grass, cutting down jungle and clearing land for cultivation 
in mandated tracts. However they own three estatos on the 
north bank of the Hdvi; one of these villages, that namely near 
Sbarakpar, 13 proclaimed under the Criminal Tribes Act.

The Sheikha were recorded at the late censug as 18,579 in otlier ^ahv^mmmd^ 
ntimber and in the previous census of 1861 as 17,853. The iftod-^wuiug

possess, and dare not make olmm to a higher or tnore^ precise 
tonu than S heikli. Hut of the number returned in 1891 consider- 
ably more than half were onumerated in Lahore citj* The rest 
Were diatributed as shown in the margin :

are ECTen or eight estates ovrned by true 
KoreshSs, and there they are notoriously bad cattivators: 
in fiict they do not do unything with their own hands: they live 
principally on alma received from their followers and leave their 
land to tenauta who give them n share of the produce; or more 
rarely, aud if they cannot get tenants as often happens owing to 
the Koreshape well known avarice and extortion, they make it 
over to village meuiata to cultivate In their name* In the other 
tabsUs it is believed that there is no vtllago owned by Korea his, 
iind in them probably a large number of the recorded tSheikhs 
ara wrongly returned as such* 

Of the Moghals far the larger number belong to the urban 
popnlatiou : aud the same may be said probably of the Sojade^ 
though some of theso algo are found about the Sharakpnr tahaiU 
As cultivators, they are no better than Koreahiej being lazy, 
thriftless and very hard on their tenants. 

The word Khojah ia the same as the Arabic word KhwAjah, Tn^iiiie tiwiei 
meaning a man of wealth aud respect ability. In this district it EImM?!. 
is nsed to denote a iluhammadan trader as opposed to Khatris 
and Arorus who arc Hindu traders. They are not Tandowuera 
in the proper souse, but in the course of their money lending 
transactions they have acquireil h good many welb and odd 
plots of land, meatly qu mortgage, but somo in absolute transfer. 

They are most numerous in Bomn of the larger villages along the 
KAvi, especially Manga FniEpur and Sharakpur, They are 
cbiolly noted for the severity of their money-lending terms. 
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CbAptor Ht, 1?* When milking ndvancea of grain far foo3 jind seed they valoe 
sqch adTancoB in cash at the dearest rntesi prevalent in tb^ 
an d L ^ din g* mw^ket during tiho year, and rerord tli& amount so estimated in 
FamiHet^ their books: they claim a.^ interest a mark (the tTrentietb part 
TndiBc dHi», ^ ^ kannl) of produce to be delircrcd each harvest or twice a 
lCliQj*hf. vear^ If produce i& actually off ere d in discharge of interest 

tyr principal its valne is reckoned not at the high prices at which 
tho advances were Tulned^ bat at the lower rates provsiling 
after harvest. By aueb devices as tliose tho KhojaH on ench 
advance he makes adds interest cent, for cent, ou each yearns out¬ 
standings: and practically the oHgiual loan may bp ijundropledi 
in a eonple of years lE no payment or delivery of grain has bpn 
made in the meantime. Tho people fully recognizo th« ini¬ 
quity of this class^ tronanctions and constan Uj in alee a com¬ 
plaint oa the subject, apparentlj regarding themselves as belp- 
JesH victims: the Khejah is established in the village and 
manages to keep out other village traders : the villagers must 
have ;idvBnccs occasionally^ and there is nn one elso to go to but 
the Ithojah, A largo increase of population^ amonuting to 2fi 
per cent* in ton jears^ is shown for this class. 

Ebatriiuia AmnF, Khatrls and Aroras live chiefly in towns, but also are 

found in most villages as petty traders or mone^-lendera, rbeir 
terras of interest are naoro leuient than tbe Kbojahs and they are 
much more ready to take up n mortgage in security for a 
debtj ami this is to the interest of agriculturists inasmuch aa a 
debt secured by a land mortgago ceases to have interest 
added to it. 

Also if there Is anything over in favonr of tho mortgag^ 
after making full allowance fer tho intoresc due, be will probab¬ 
ly allow tlio mortgugor some reddetion on the priucipal. Of the 
two classes^ Xhatris nnd Aroras^ the former has much the best 
position as a village trader nnd gets on better with the people* 
'rhey each have n population alightly over 40,000, and each shp^ 
BU increase of 22 per cent, since tho census of l&Sl* Ihe 
Aror^ have a slightly larger pifoportion of Sikhs tkau the other, 
but in neither class aro Sikhs fsumerous- The Khatri is far tho 
more eutorpriaiDg of tbe two and k muck readier to_ take np 
land In pcrnianeDt transfer by sale. Many KkatrSs indeed in 
this district cultivate them Reives. They have 3 d estates entire 
and are shureholdcni in dj others, braides owning wells and 
detached plots in many othi:rs. Of the estates they own in whole 
or in part, 22 are Bitaaio in the ^iliinjbap^ 111 in tue Hitb&rj 14 
along the Ravi; in the Sharakpur tahsil they own 12 whole 
estates and are ybareholders in 22 . TheBO last they have 
acquired gi-adnally from the Shardkpnr landownerB, for the 
most part in sat [fraction of loan dobta, 

Nujuerically tlio clmhrdt or pcaypnfferii sirs iinpotttmt, being 
in this respect ficoond only to Jats^. They kU alw a prominent 
and necc^iy position in each Tillage* In this district of the 
enumerated 90 par cent, are Hindus^ 7 per cent* are

probably tbeso were not iTieluded m cKiihro^. Some of tbo 
Tillu^r0 ckuhriU perform their beroditary duties of &weepbg TamSe^ 
and stavenging- for certnin familioaj to vshom they also render jroniil tluiwissii 
occasional ujR^btanco in bold work by vrorking at the manure TiJk^ Ar:iuai. 
folding and feeding the cattle^ or in huj^y aeosons helpiog to 
dri?0 the plough. This class si^lso would carry mesaagea froni 
Tillage to TiliagOj do all sorts of odd jobs which crop up on 
occasion j inako tbe chhaj or wLnnoiviiiff pan nud the elrki or 
grass tbatcli used to oorer carts. For all those aEirrices he 
reCBivos a ah are o! all gmhi liar Tested hy tbe hotiscs whicli 
get his attentions j the share rariea froisi S to 5 per cent. Be¬ 
sides this class^ howevor^ tboro are otlior c/Miftruaf distinguished 
aa w^bo cooEnc themseWes entirtily to field labour and are 

the regular farm sweaters of tbe cultiTatorSf tbeir principal 
duties beiug to attoud to cattle^ collect the mauuro and scatter 
it oTer the landg drive the pbngh and tbe Fer:^ian wheelp and do 
all Burts of hard farm work which their employers wonld soonor 
beexcpset^. For these aervices the athri c^«^T3 is fed every 
dftVj provided with clothes and shoesj upd geta a considerable 
qnaptity of grain each bart'cat;. 

The Mosalman is oF the Bame caste as the llindn 

chanidr. Their proper fleoupation ia with Icatheri with which 
they make and mend sbocs^ whip thongHij and blinkers for the 
oien i in return they receive wmall payment a in gi'flin from their 
patron cultivators. They ali^o do Geld labour sometimes^ 
cultivating land on their own accotiut^ if they cun get it. Like ' 

the cAuAruj tliey nro put to odd jobs io tho village, but 
they are above them considerably in social position and would 
never he expected to touch night soil as the do. On 

tho whole the mochi in this district has a status considerably 
superior to that of the qrdinnry Qiudu rAafnuV and is looked 
upon more m u village urtiGccr. They are found in every 
village. 

Tho juttiha confines himself in this district wholly to Juldhii, 
weaving as a tmde^ though ready to take up cuUivatioa when 
be can get the land. A number are found among the 

district patwariSi He u paid for his weaving work by the 
piece and not by enstomary dues. 

These two names embraou a class of men wdiose occupations Mw^Kki titd J^in. 
are concerned mofitly with wuterj and there is no known dis* 
tinction bat ween the two, except that tndcAhif are all Muham¬ 
madans and Jhintrdrs only mostly ko. They carry water to the 
cultivators in tbe field, to the housesj sud to all places where 
viUagers meet and require water. They not fish and work nt 
the cultivation of water iiuts+ They carry and all 

such burdens as ^ are borne by a yok& on the shoqlders. 

Like the bihi^hH atnang domegtic servants, so these 
men out in their villpgea are tho most willing and good 
tempered loLp Their womenfolk furnish mtdwivea and 
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xviot tiupse^ I ant) also tbe who cook maiao and 

wk^at irrainH in tlia kamhi or iron-plate for afternoon 
CTonsumption of the villaor bake the brenci at the comoioix 
o^enn Doth the Aanifti and the cominqii ovea aro very comioon 
fe atnrefl of village life iq the district-, and a machhan or jhiiticari 
inv.'irjably presides at them in village?, tkongli tti towna 
male^ oE the Khatri rtass aometiinea take up this buamess if 
they r^tre iupoor circnmstancea. For their wateT'carrying services, 
the JJbimvnr^ and machhis often rceieTO castenifirj paymcnU 
in grain. 

The /py r or blaeksmitk is a necessary fcaturo of evory vil* 
lage j be being the only man who can fit iron on to tlio plough 
and other agricnitnral imidemenis. Ho is quite separate from 
the taritftdn, op carpenter, in this district. The iron la supplied 
to binij and he makes or repairs asroqniredj receiving in return 
cnstomarj fixed payments of grain ; amoonting to half what tho 
carpenter and potter receive. Tho iofcdr also cdltivatea land- In 
the Sbarakpnr talisll, there ia a whole estate owned by lohdr^- 

The carpenter IiarJ^yJn) also a ncceesaiy iusUtation to 
every villago; all i-ppair^i of wood*work am made over to liinij 
the wood being pupplied ; for these services ho receives on each 
irrigation well 2 or 21 tnaunds of wheat in the apiing from 
each cnltivatior whom he serves, and the anme amonob of maise 
or rice in tho autumn. Some tnrMfinj? set up ou their own 
accntint and get a name for good carpentering, so that people 
send long distances to them for carU and big wheels of the 
Fer^ian wheel apparatus. Not a few tarkhdm turn cultivators, 
and very good farmers they make, especially the Sikh iatkkdnt* 

The hmkiir is tbo potter and brick‘bnrnor of tho country, 
who is rosponsiblo for providing all the earthenware in use, espe-^ 
ciAlly the water-pots for the Persian wheel. For those services 
be receives tho same grain payments each bar vosl ns the car¬ 
penter gets. Ho also keeps donkeys, and it is part of his^s busi¬ 
ness to carry grain tyi thin the village area; outside that area 
ho will only carry for extra payment* Ho la the general 
earner for all small articles sucli as manwro, fuel, bricks, and the 
like. This fact and his conuectioD with nianuTe, which is much 
used for brick burning, puts him on a lower social status than 
Ditberthe iarkhun or 

Of other classes tho is tho oibpresser who also keeps 
large herdii of sheep and goats, for their milk, wool, and 
flcih, all of which he sells* The ieli h of very low social 
fitanding* Tho mi i^ the village barber who also carries 
meesugeSj especially those relating to bctrotbalsj the cAAim&a 
combipe^ ihc trades e£ waabing, djeiog and tailoring; in 
this district darz^ or tailor is often apokeu of as a cAAimto. 
CA^njdri are menUls of low caste, generally called in plant, 
reap, or thresh rice. Mirdsis are tho village minstrels who 
recite on festal ocoaeions, and also act as gobbetweeni in 
domeBtio matters.

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The foibwiiig remarks eii the leading famiHes of the district 
are confiiiod to those families of which mention is made in the 
Foluine hnOwri! as Griffin^a Putrjah recently brought ap 

to date by llajor Maasj, and of these only such hn^e been here 
uoticedj, as still cobtaiii gentlennen of proiiiiuent pnaition inihia 
district. Other gentleinen eqqnlly prominent: perhaps to those 
mentioned ondor the above category^ but not mentionerl in the 
Punjab CAiV/s have bern designedly omitted from this brief notice. 

Raja Hdrhans Singh^SardtlT Bahadur Narindar iSim;A.— 

K&ja Harbans Singh wnii the younger brother of Rdja 'l‘e|a r 
8ingb, doficribed on pagein 4 to J8 of the Funjah Chtpj^. Har- 
bana Singh was born in IS46 by a difTereDt mother from Toja 
Singh's; soon after his birth he was adopted by Toja Singh^ who 
at that time had no hoo. Taj a Singh died in September 136Sj 
and Haja Harbans Singh wtis oiade a ward of the District Cotirt 
at Lahore. TTsi^ Hdja came Into a very large and uneinbarrassed 
property in 1867 at the age of eighteen years. Now the estate 
m considerably iiiTolved* BAja Harbans Singh's jagiint were 
fixed in 1870 atRs, 58/192 per nnapin of which ho s^un^nders a 
a mall portion to f^tlicrs of his family. The jagir lands lie 
almost oijtircly in GujrAnwalaj hot be rcceivea Its. 4'j460 of hia 
jdgiV from 16 tillages in this district. The Euja lives ganerallj 
at Sheklidpnra^ a targe town of Gujninwnla district^ cto^e to the 
Lahore border^ nnd there exercises the judicial powers of a 2nd 
claas Magistrate and As^^istant Coramis.^ioner with speciall'pow'ers 
in the yiUagcs of his SardAr Narindar Singh was born ^ 

to Raja Teja Singh in 1859 subsequent to the adoption of 
Harhans Singh hy hia elder brotber Teja Singh. By an agree* 
moot effected in 1886* li4ja Darbans Singh made over to him a 
considerable portion of his property. Sardar Narindar Singh 
was appointed a membcf of the District Board of Lahore in 1SS4* 
and now holds by election the position of Vice-PreBident of 
the Mimicipal Comtnittee of the Lahore city* lolSDOhewns 
invested with judicial powers ns a hfagistrato of tlio Jet class and 
as a Munsiff of the 2od cIobb in the district of Lahore^ In 1392 
he was created Sardar Bahdd nr. 

Nawrdfr Na^^ir Ali Kluln is the head of the wclbknown family 
of Kazilbish* of whicli ii fall account will bo found at pages 
22 to 28 of the present edition of the Punjab /l‘hc first 

Nawjib* All Ra^^.a KhSn* rcDdcred valuable scrvico to the British 
Governmeot at Kabul in the fir^t Afghan canipaigD of 1B39. 

These servicea were performed by him at the greatest personal 
risk and to the leas of his wealth and hereditary estates. Find¬ 
ing his life in danger in Kabul he accompanied the British 
forces to India. From then onwards the family liaa resided iu 
Lahoron When the mutiny broke out the family came greatly 
to the front and did valuable service, in reeogoitioit or wliich 
Ati Raza KhAnj the head of his family wan granted a taftiftdirf 
of 147 villages in Bahraieh^ Oudb, w'orth Ks. 15*00(1 per annum. 

Ha also received the title of Khan Babddtir and was created a 

NawAb in 1864, two years before his death* Ali Ra^ Kh&a loft 
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tlirm wne, tto eld&at of whom NaWdzish AU Khan wag appoint- Chapter llli DL 

od Nnwab on hia father^a dea.th. This j^entloman proved him- 

self a worthy socoea^or to his father and earned for himself n 

name mnoh revered by EuropoADs and natives alike. In 1835 PanillLea,^ 

tho Companionship of tbo Indian Empire ira^ ronferred upon L*aiiiiig famia^ 

him and three yeav^ lator he was created ^ K£ti|rht of the same 

Order. He held the diRiciilt position of President to the Lahore 

Mimicipal Committee for several years, and in the di^achar^o of 

his ardaousi duties in that appointment gave much satisfaction 

to the (Toverntnent and to the public* In 188S he received aa a 

grant f foin Government tho proprietary righto free of re veil oe 

in Eakli JaliuTia of Lahore tans11, a most valLiable estate nnder 

excellent canaL irrigation and well provided with tenants and 

tenants aettlements under the careful and judicious mfioagemenfe 

of tho landlord* In 1637 Nawab Naivd^ish ^li Kban was 

appointed iin Additioual Member of tho Supreme Legislative 

Council of IndhLp In August 1889 ho at at ted on a tour throngli 

Europe, his ultimate dosiinatLon being the pilgrimage to Meooa. 

Hearrived in Karbala and there contracted an illne^S;, of which 
he shortly died in October 1800^ Hia younger brother, Kasir 
Ali Khan, sucooeded to all Kawazish Alps estates lu Ondh and In 
tho Lahore District ; ho waa confirmed in the title of Nnwib 
in 1892* 

Diernii Erlm Nath is the grandson of Eaja Dina Nath 
whoso history and servicea are given at pages £9 to 35 of tho 
PuTijah Chi^fa* After the annexation of tho Punjab Raja Dina 
N^th was continned in all his jaoirt worth Ea. 46,460 aumidlljj 
which bo held till lus death in 1857. Buildings left by him in the 
Lahore oily are a tthiicdla near the Police Court, for the Support 
of which he alienated ajnyiV of Rs. 500 still maintained in per- 
petuityi, and another irfitirdbi near the Wasir Khin mosqnc* 

Auiar Natlij the eldest son o£ Raja Dina Natli wo 4 a man of con¬ 
siderable ability and was the ant nor of some very beautiful sou- 
nets, also of a valuable and inleresting historj' of liaujit Singh* 

He enjoyed from Governmeut ^ ta-'$h pension of Ks. 4,000 per 
Ann urn j which ou his donth was converted into n jdgif of the sama 
amount to descend iu perpetuity accordiag to the rules of primo* 
geaituro. Diw'iin Amar Nath died in ifi67^ leaving two sons^ 

Dtwan liaua Ndth and Pundit Man Nath. The former has boeu 
erring under the Pei Ti jab G over ament since 1863* He was up- 
poiotedan Extra Assistant Commissioner in 1869 and a District 
Jadgein 183L Tho latter ofioe he now holds io Hoshi&rpnr. 

He is a Fellow of tho Punjab University* 

Sheikh Ghuldm —The founder of the 

fortunes of this family was Shdbh Ghulftiu Mobiy-ud-din, who 
boro in Hoshiarpur, when very young attracted the atteutfou of 
Diwati Moti Riim and ho came to tbo notice of Maharaja 
Banjit Slagh* Ilia history la given at pages 39 to 4i of tho 
present edition of the Punjab Chkfv^ His son, Imum-nd^dm 
KhAu was GoveFUOr g£ Kaibrnir, when thiit pravioce was made 
over to Maharaja Gniab Siughby the Treaty of the ]6lh March 
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CkApter Hit D- 1846. _ In 1848 when almost all were traitors to their Oovern* 
TribHTcatta *^1*® Hooltan rebellion Sheikh lin^m-ud^fri reuatDed 

And Leitding faithfulj and both he and the troops he raiaed^ to the number of 

FuniUss. 2,000, hehaved well before Mooltati and distinguished them- 

L«*diiig fbuitiaa. Aelres in several aetlons with tho rebels. For these services 
he subaeqaently received a life cash pension of Bs. 11,600 
and his ja^ir of Rs. 8,400 was confirmed to liiin. In 1857 
he raised under the orders of Gevernment two troops of 
cavalry for service at Delhi. He died in March ]8o8, aged 40, 
leaving one son Sheikh Ghuiini Mahbfib Snbhani, who waa bom 
in 1842. In 1062 at the recomnieDdatiaii of the Punjab Gov¬ 
ernment the Supreme Goveniment sanctioned jagirsoi Rs. 5,600 
being upheld in perpotnity, while the remsiiniug with 

Ghuldtn Mahbiib Subliaui are to lapse at bis death. He had 
two sons, who died in their infancy. Ho livea at Lahore, bnt 
takes BO part in public affairs. Hia uncle iSheikh FeroJ! Din 
performed eminent sorvicea in the Bahawalpur State, where he 
was appointed Waair in 1378, but died floon after, leaving a son 
Sheikh Naslr^ud-din, who is now an Extra Assiaiant UommU- 
eioner m the Punjab. 

Blt&i rsnily. Tho history of this fninily will be Fonod at pages *18 to 55 

of the present edition of the PaiijuA CKisp. Basti Ram was 
the first prominent mcoiber of the family ; he and hia sou liar- 
bhaj Rai were both in high favonr with Mahacaja Sanjit Singh. 
When tho Punjab was annexed in 1840, tJio family held iiigira 
amounting to Rs, 40,000, of which Ka. 22,447 were maintained ; 
some permaneotly and the rest femporarily. The present head 
of tbs family BhAi Naud Gopfil, son of Bhai Gobind Rdm, lives 
at Labors.

after the annexation of the Punjab, for Lis npright and honour¬ 
able dealings, and a pod uBlue with the public for jusdeo and 
impartiality. The ja^in of the Diwan had lapsed to Govern¬ 
ment at anaexatioD, but ho was granted a pension of Rs. 7,500, 
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and of this Hs. IjOOQ eanotioneil to 1 m npbdid to btm and 
his heirs in perpetnitj^ Also in 18C4 an aren of 1^200 
acres was granted to him from Hinjarwal Bakh, which is now 
known aa AjudhiApur^ Diw4n Ajudhia Pershad died in 1870 
:^nd his son Baij N^th in 1375. Dhvsn Narindar Nath was 11 
years old when hzs father died| his which was saddled 

with a heavy debt of Rs. 40^000^ came under management of the 
District Court of Warda at Lahore. A life ponaion of Es. 1*GB5 
was sanctioned to the jcniig: Diwan^ The latter obtained the 
degree of Master of Arts io tSSG and in 1388 was selected for an 
Assistant Com missions rship in the Punjab under the Statutory 
Civil Service KuieSr He owns two estates in the Lahero tahsiL 
AjodhiApur and Amirpura. The thousand rupee jdgir luis 
now increased to iCs. 3,92(5 as the nssessmeiits of the eight 
villages ssaigTLod to his familj in 1864 to maho up the grant of 
Re* 1,000 have since then been twice revised ; and the Punjab 
Government in their letter No. 200 of 12th !March J8G3, ruled 
that the jagtfdar ahonld get the beuc5t of all increases on 
aecount of extension of dry culEivution. 

iSdrdnr Udham Singh vf Betirudl Ih ihe present head of 
the family of Sardar Kahn Singii^ Nakkai, described at pages 68 
to 72 of the present edition of tlie Punjab Chief it* The family 
gained & largo amount of territory in Chunian, Kasur and Gogern 
pargannlis, hnt was deprived of it by Mahardja 11 an jit Siugh 
and Sard^r Kahn Singb^ who then represented the family^ was 
left with only a few estates round Bnhrw^t village near the Rfwi 
in tbo Chunian tahaiU After annexation Srirdar Kalm Singli 
was left in possession of a life pension of Re. 3,040 in addition 
t^&jdgiT revenue of Bs- 11,980* The family is now represented 
by Udham Siugb^ who holds a jigir of 2,000 per anti am 
granted in ISd2 to Chattar Singh, son of Snrddr Kahn Singh 
and his heirs male in perpetuity according lo the rules of 
primogeniture. Other members of the family at present liring 
arc Ishar Siegfa, who lives in Jajja villngoaud is known better 
asAbdnl AixZf having been converted to Muhammadanism many 
years agoj Lfibh Sixtgh, Zaildsrof Behrw^l circle; snd l!9arayiln 
Singh younger hrothor of Ddham Singh. The family owns a 
considerable amount of land in tbo Chunidn tahsil. 

Sarddr Sarup Sif^h comes of a Jat family, the history 
of which la given at pages 91 to 95 of tho latest edition of the 
PwTijah Chiefs. The graadfatber of the present Sard&r held 
jdgira amounting to Rs* 75,ODD per annum* Soon after his 
death, which he met at the battlo of Sobrtlon in Pebruary 1846, 
these jugiVa were reduced by Rdja Lfil Stugh to Ks. 25,000^ and 
continued to the son Ei^ardar Kirpfil Singh. When Kaja Sher 
fiingh^a force rebelled Kirpdl Singh separated himself from itj 
and with a few sovL'ars came into, the c^imp of Major Edwarde^ 
with whom he had previously served in Eaunu* On annexation 
his perBonal jigir of Bs. 4,000 per annum woa confirmed to 
him for lifsi and a new JRs. 6,000 for loyalty at Mooltaii 

granted him in perpetuily. Sardfir Eirpll Singh performed 
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Repvic^ for Gotremm^tit m 1857 and received a khilai ot 
Rf. 500 and :v Fanadof apprcibation. Be died iq 1859; hia 
vridow reeeiTf’a »n allowance of Os* Jt^OO per annuni^ and hia 
son Sii-ddr Sariup SiTigli holds xh^ i^gir \?hicbj owing to 
incrDPso of a39?f?sineqt now amouqta to Ks. 7^70^. Oa iiis deaths 
under Ej^ci&iia^ toning of the grants this will be reduced to 
Ea* 5,000. Thojagtr is at present distributed over 13 
4 in Lahore taheih Oin Chiininii tabsil and 2 in Sharakpnr^ 

iliiiTun MkagKAn Dd« is - the son of Diwun Kattuu Chand^ 
whose hi^^tory is given at pages IJ3 to 1IG of the latest edition 
of the Fitnjaf} CAiV/s, K^itcaa Chand htid done R^ood servioe 
in the Po^lal Departtneutj and on the nnueiation of the Punjab 
certain of hi^jigirs amotmting to Rs- GjSOO were released to Eitn 
for life free of all service and a gurdeu worth Rs. 200 near the 
Shahrdatni Gate of Lnhore was released to him and bis male heirs 
in perpetuity^ fla waa appointed an Honorary Magi-^trate of 
Lahore cHy iq 18d2j id thia capacity he ahowed mnch activity 
and intelligence. He wa^ always liberal w^hen money was 
reqnirEd for any work ol public ntLiit)% he built a fine sarai 
and tank near tJic Bhahalami Gate and had a large share in 
the formation of the public gardens round the citj« Ho 
was created a Diwiiu by the Supreme Govemnicnt in 1&65» 
He died in 1.S7 l^ Bis eldest son^ Diwfin Bbagwan Oas, receiTed 
a jdijif grant under satiad^ dated 7th daouary 1874 mined 
at Rs, 2,585. He too is an Houeniry Magistrate of Lahore^ 
takes H keen interest in city matters, baa erected several build¬ 
ings and nil together is a gtutluman of public and enlightened 
spirit. Hia jigiTs, granted id perpetuity to him and his male 
heirs subject to the contiDued loyalty and good conduct of the 
recipient, amonut to Ik^. 2,017 under recent i'e-a.s$fig$ajeats. 
He also IioIdE^ a village^ Ratunpura^ of Kharakpur t<^h^l in fee^ 
biznplcj the latest assestinaent on which is Rs. 890. 

The-Pu^iV family is described at pages 98 to 112 of the 
latest edition ot thq runjab Chiefit. Ardz^ud-dinj famous chiefly 
as having been the best and truest adTisor of Maburaja Ranjit 
Singbj afio had a great reputation for bis courtier-like tran^ 
nera, bis eloquence, poetry and elegant writing. The beat 
known of tho preseot uiembers of the family is Fakir Kamar- 
ud«dinj nephew of AKis-ud-din, wbo hue cuuaiderabla inHuence 
in qative eociaiy and is beat known perhaps to Kuropean offi* 
cials.

2ahur*nd-din, also a nephew^ and equally welUknowOp 
died very recently* Fakir JamAl-ud-din^ Kiiiin Bahadur, gen of 
Assiss-ud'^jn, is an Houoiary Magistrate of Lahore with fir^ 
class poweirSt h^ bag a political pension of Bs^ 1,000 per 
annun]. Iftikbdr-ud-din, grandson of Zahur-nd-diu,. is a 
young and promising tnember of the family* 

PaodiiS Satiti Lul^Pa7idii /uicqia Fftruhad—The 

history of this family is given at pagee 117 to 121 of the 
latest editloo of the Punjab Chiffi. All the family ahvc been 
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^€!at Sfl>Tiakrit ^oholor-it but Pah slit IiAdliA did An 

deAl by hh per^ouAl exertions in the cawa^* to promote 
Orient aI learuW* He bad a splendid Sanskrit library of bia 
own. Sir Donald McLeod recorded in n certificate tlint Pan¬ 
dit R4dlm Kisbeo was one of the vTortbientj ipost rt^spected and 
most vnlnnble of the citizens of Lahore y be bad been a hearty 
promoter of the Pnii]ah Univeraity Doll&gs movcinent and bad 
creditably assisted Government oflScers in all cdncatioiial mat¬ 
ters. A (jrant of 2,000 acres in the Clmnian tflbs>il was made to 
bbo in proprietary rightj afterwanls known as Kot IJadha 
Kifhen. This came to hissoiij Rikhi Keab, to whora was nUo 
confirmed a jagir income of Ks. 1,200 ont of tbo larjfor ja^ir 
enjoved. by his father, Bikhi Kesb died in 1888. To h^s son. 
Pandit Banai Lai, a jagir of Rs. 400 from the revoniio assess¬ 
able on Kot Rodha Kishen was contimied and bo sIpo holds two 
small mnafis tliat wore, granted in porpetnity to Pandit KMlm 
Kishen and his male heirs. Pandit Banst Lai in 1891 was ap¬

SECTION E-VILLAGE COMMUNITIES AND 
TENURES, 

The varieties of tenures existing in this district are shewn viiisi^ 
in Table No. XV. The upper portion of tbn stateinent is 
taken from Table No. XI of the Itevenue Report for 1892-93. 

Tho lower part is a classification of OBtaios menfih tahail, 
based mainly on tho system according to whioh the village 
communitv is responsible for payment of the revenuo reeeni- 
ly assessed. Also estates still retaimug cotninoii land lout- 
side ihe village homostead) niidividcd are sepurateii from thosi' 
lmviu<r no common land left. As tho number of proprietors in- 
creMe''aodsalidtvision of land becomes more minute, the toudenej 
is for those who are suflering most from insnfficioacy of lond to 
insist on all the common land being partitioned. 

The classification of estates according to their form of 
tenure in each tahsil has been made very wrofullj, after con- 
Bideration of the conditions found to eiist in eacli eatntp but it 
is impossible to distribute tbem under nuy one of the ordinnnly 
recogeizod tenures with satisfuclory precisenesa and the entries 
in the lower portion of Table No. XV represent merely the 
neai-*tapproaoh to distinct grouping that has been found prac¬ 
ticable. A good description of the varlons forma of tenure ond ot

shares : but some hero too follow possession. 1 hose on cither 
river who are uuder iho thaidcU™ tounre profcfiH to iollow one 
er other of two principles os to laud newly emerging from the 
river, ^0010 villages allege a cnstoiu of treating such 
the oommou property of all the siiurehoUlers of the estate, 
subject to partition when it has become valuable, the men who 
bring it under cultivation being 

tcnants*of-vvill of the commuoity. Other villages say tl’at land 
submerged or desti'oycd by the aoliou of the river, and after¬ 
wards blcoroiug culturable again may bo claimed by iU former 
owners and by no one else. As a matter of fact tboJattor rule

It is not unusnal to lind that a large proportion of the 
louaiit8*at*wiU belong to tba ulaas from which the lauilowncrs 
mostly come. I'or instance, in tlio Jliinjha between seventy and 
eighty per cent, of the land is owned by dats and over one- 
third of the land hold by tenants-at-will is found, toboenlti- 
vatod by Jat tenants. In the Eitlidr tract Arains who own 
more than onc-lifth of the land and generally cultivate the ni¬ 
sei ves all tliey own, also bold onE-third of the area cnltivated 
by tcnsnts-at-will. In the Havi villages Jals own ovor one-third 
iiud Aruius one-si.'ith perhapii; they cnltivato in addition one- 
;,ixtli and one-tiuarier reapeotively of the laud held by tenants* 
at-will. When this is the case to any great extent it is reason¬ 
able to suppose that many of the teuants-at-will tire themselves 
landowiiera who are endeavonring tofiiipplcmont the profits they 
are able to ranko on their own dimiufshed holdings by cnllivat- 
ingat Used rent lUtes land belonging to others of their brother¬ 
hood.

era (wofAi), ollmeTi (tch), barbore (nui), wateriuoii (wdehAi or 
,f7MHte«r), sweeper, and seavengers (f/taArn), aud others, Tho 
niajofity of these however, sro Muealmdnsi and Uindn land¬ 
owners prefer to get Uindu tenants if they can. Some of the 
iarkhdna are Sikhs and acme of the n-it class are U in due, 
and nearly all the cAuArdr are Uindds. 'The re.st are Musalmana. 
No Hindu tenants will work in a Musaimitn village, but Mus- 
alman tenants aro often found in liiudn villages. One way or 
another of late years the mental classes have been contributing 
more and nioro to the cultivation of the land, generally of nnirri- 
gated laud, the owners preferring to reserve the irrigated in 
thoir own bands: in a way too this sails the cultivating menials 
who still go on discharging the customary duties for which they 
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receive CHStomfiTj pa^-'nient^ in kind from tlievilln^o proprietors. 
Unirrip:ated liind mokes no coll upon thoir time except nt plongh* 
mg and sowings time; with irrigated land on their hand thej would 
have no time for any thing nlao. Tims many of the&a village 
menials rogarii tlia small tenancies they gat hold of as a mere 
additional rosonrcci not as their solo means o£ Uvolihood. They 
can therefore afford to pay Jiiglier reirts than those who are 
prevented "by custom, habit or prejudice from following any 
other trade but agriculture* 'tlie above faets^ especially the 
increasing competition for land on the part of a large and com¬ 
petent class of tneii^ largely account for the coniparativoly high 
rents paid in parts of this district on nnirrignted land. As culti¬ 
vators the nulnial classes give modcrato satiafaction* The tar- 
khiins^ eapecSally the ^ikha nmong them, furnish some of the 
host agricnltnrists: next to them perhaps come the hhdf*. 
The others though notdoheient in indoairy are hardly up to the 
mark in capacity and nahiral aptitude for fanning. 

Tenancie^s-at-will are anaiigtii Sir the year. Terms are 
settled in the month i f f 'Mrji (March—Aprih whoa them is a 
temporary rcKt fron> wos-k ?is the crop is ripening, hut the 
tenant does not take tNimpide possesaion of his holding until

Jr. trart-s where teikants are diflicult to procure^ such 
the Chunirin Hirlirtr nr rhe ceutrfll pairts of Sbamkpnr tahiib 
tho landowners often haive to make advances to their new

I he owner^s responsibility lor pay men L Xot uufre^uently the 
1 puant fore.seeing an indifferent harvest and despairing of making 
f iipugh on it lo balance the advances ho has obtained from his 
landlord makes u bolt for ti and leavea his cattle, enUivatiug 
iiiaterinb uugathored crop to the latter, who is of course 
wholly uaprepiired to take up this additional charge. Lrmd- 
'owners in welf'irrigated tracts are sometimos put to eorious loss 
and inconvenience hy their tenants in this and other wnys^ but 
nevorthelcss ui^o driven hy force of circumstances to accept 
whatever tenants they eun get. Resident cultivators prefer 
to take land of any sort near their home.H rather than chan;^n 
their placm nf residence* When howovor there aro not 
enough of thesu in the village, the lAnctownei^ who have 
more land than they can arrange for Lave to fall bivek 
upon migratory tenants wJio make thoir temporary abode 
just wherever they enn get land to Caltivfitfi; and these are 
the clasd fi-om which stray tenanls for wclt-irrignteci land are 
often pickBrl up, ranitl irrigatinu being F omparativel}'- easy 
and certain to yield fair returns attracts tliO bettor and more 
raliabln clasaoa of tmanta.

Truu eouipetitioii rents are ptiid more in the Ijihore bihsll tliim 
elsewhere; esprctsillv along the Kiivi, where the struggle for 
eaistence lias raised them nnusiially high. V pry oftcu the kiiJ- 
lorii are unable to realise their cii«h rents m full, nnd tins may 
go ou for EP.verjil years, hut tiioy prefer to mdotain thetii at na 
high a nominal a rata as they can get the ten ant to agree to, 
and take their chance of realising it; fearing that if they ouee 
lower the scale they will never ho able to raise it agaiu. 


The rates of kind rents vary in dilferrnt parts of the dis¬ 
trict ill Bomc 111 ensure accord iiig to tJio variations ill fertility 
of the soil, in rainfall and in deptli of the water bearing stratuin; 
but more still according to the coslom prevaloot frotu 
former times; and also they areinllucnced to somo extent hy 
the pitch of tho land revenue. In Ghiinifiu tahail whore eom- 

putitioii among tenants for Jund is very weoh, the custom ia to

Tho siiino diGercuce is seen in the vent-intes pre¬ 
vailing for caual-itTigated land in the two taliBila, that is, m 
Kasur one-tliird or one-fourth bfiial is as caiuinrm as one-halt or 
Oaedlurd in Ijiihore, but a custom is now growing np whereby 
tho owner pays a portion of the canal chargss^ cur res ponding to 
tho portion of produce he receives : Ihna if ho takes onc-third 
of tho produce he pays one-third the canal charges j if ho takes 
one-half tho produce ho pays one-half the water charges and also 
one-half tho cost of aeed : the latter system .a very common now 
in Lahore tahsil and is very likely to aprend both there and m 
Kasur to the eichisioo of other rent rates, as being the one 
most calculated to identify the owner's and tooaiit s interests. In 
tiharaktiiir tahsil the prcnluce rent rates are lower than in any 
other part of the district owing partly to tho iwvcrty of Uio sod »ud 
partly te the difficulty of procuring tenants; two disqualihcationa 
which are very closely conuoeted together. 
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One more system of kind rents Is for the owner to stipnlata 
for ti fixed quantity of special produce eacli year whatever tropa 
‘are grown or harvested j for instance the tenant is to pay kini 
two maiinds of wheat oo each acre for the spring harvest and a 
certain amoant of maize or cotton for the antnmn crop. This 
IB lose common here than in tho adjoioing district of Amritsarj 
5md while prices are aa nn^tablo they arc at present is not 
Jikelj to spread. 

It shonld haYe been added above that before the hmdbrd and 
tenant divide the common heapofprodnee between them* deduc* 
tiODS arc firat made in the case of certain crops, nsnally wheat 
in the spring liarveat and maize in the autumn, for the village 
artisans, namely the ^arMdfi or carpontcrj the kumhdr or 
potter, the fc&dr or hlacksmith, the fiuichi or leather-worker, 
and some also for the village chuhra from each crop har¬ 
vested. Fuller mentien will bo made of these me Dials and 
their deductions further on; but it must be understood that as 
a rule their dcdactions arc made from the whole heap and not 
from the ownor^s or tenant's separate share. Another matter 
worth noticing is that of the straw. On wolhirrigated lands all 
produce grown for purposes of cattle fodder is assnmed to be 
necessary to keep the cultivation going. The Inndownar there¬ 
fore can claim no share of stich crops, though the tenant ia 
bound to let him have one entire of fodder from each well 
for his homo cattle. Similarly the owner can claim no ahara 
of the straw of produce grown on well-irrigated land. He does, 
however, take a share of the straw cut from land cropped 
otherwise than by well irrigation, namely, the saino share as ho 
in entitled to tako of the grain. 

^fixed cash and kind rente are rare, but sometimes the 
tcDoni agrees to pay a fixed amount of produce and some small 
cash rent as well; or he may take upon him&ell the responsi^ 
bility for the fixed laud rovenuo and a small tihare of the 
produce. 

In all the systems of prodace rent deserihed above, except 
that last mentioned, the owner is mvariably responsible for the 
fixed land revenue^ W ater advautago rate, or as it h i=ometimea 
called Dwncr^s rate on canal-irrigated lands, when taken, h, aa 
a rule, treated m part of the canal water charges and follows 
the agreement made with respect to them. 

True agricitltural partnerships arc t^cldom met with in the 
Lahore diatriefc. Fnll brothers Bometimes cuUivato laud tg- 
gether, but even this is uueoinmon. Several mciabcrs of a 
family down to second or third cousins coatinne to be recorded 
as joint proprietors of land and have no widi to be recorded 
Dthenviac, bat on caqairy it will geuBrally be found that each 
shareholder caltivatea his separate land. On the other hand 
it is not uncommon for joint shareholders while cultivating 
separately to shore all profits and expenses. The most frequent 
instance of a true cultivating partnership In where the land 
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owner asaocmtes witli him a working partner, probably one of Chip t^r H I, 
the Tillage menials, who brings no agricnltnml material, but commillii' 

only hia labour, willch is counted equal to that of one bullock*

Tho most comm on farruluboarer is that known as athH chukra I’orin liboartit. 
who is always taken on when there la much work, as, for instance, 
on land irrigated from wells or from canal water Jiftg. Ho is the 
regular ploughboyj who always attends at ploughing and other 
field work, folds the cattle and spreads the manure- In return 
for these services his master gives binj bread twice a day, a 
blanket aud a pair of shoes, aud every six months grain vary¬ 
ing in amoLint with the extent of service he has rendered | 
sometimes fixed weightia of 10 or 15 maiiudH in the autumn and 
40 or SO maunds in the spring; sometime!^ a varying percentage 
of five or ten per cent, of the produce that cornea to his em¬ 
ployer. Besides the aikH chuhra^ the ordinary village Bcavengerp 
also called renders assistance on the land to three or four 

different people as they require his sorvices- Thus ho mig^ht 
come to each of the three or four cultivators who putrouifle him 
once or twice a week; uuy day he camo he would assist in the 
ploughing or ntlier farm duties for most of the day j aud would 
get his food from his employer* At burvest time ho is allowed 
to take from the entire produce from three to five per cent- and 
this deduction is msdo before any division is made between tho 
owner and tenant, in case the land is under cultivation by a 
tenant i this being a form of payment not only for farm services 
from which tho owner and tho tenant, where there is one, have 
belief]tted iti proportion, but also for gcncrai menial services 
performed in the village. Another kind of farm labourer is 
the fcawiawho is paid in cash one rupee or two rupeea a month, 
and also receives his bread every day ; and a pair of shoes aud 
suit of clothes every year. This is the least common form of 
labourer in this district.

fimonnts of ^raineacli harvest, wheat u?<ii[d]y in tlic spring and 
iiiakeor riee iTi theantnnuL The exact luamiut varies i^itiewliat 
in different parts nf the flistrict and h ninch moi'e for well-irrlgut- 
nd land thnn for othnr boiIp, In tlie cnlcnlatJons on wbieh the 
recent assessmenIs were bosetl it WEIS nstimriiicd that ihn ear- 
pen ter^scaHtomarv imynient^ were 2^ niaimds nf wheat for ench 
iri i^ation well iti tJic spring harvest; and 2i nmonds of tnaiv-n 
in the niiEninii and on other than well-inigateLT land 10 syrs to 
each plough of land. 

I’Le potter's duties are to snpply pots for the Persian 
wheel of the irrigation well or of a canal water lift mid earthen 
vessels for domestia use. Tliua if any Civil OfHcer comes on 
tonp and wants tho teraporaiy loan of water-pots for cnlinnry 
or Imth-rooni nso thn potter w'onld ho ex peel oil to prodnea theriL 
and jf money was offered to him the landowners would wirli 
jnsilico point oiiii that this ivas part of his cnstoniary .services 
for which they paid him at certain seasons of the year and 
1 hut hn was boine paid tivico over for the srinin service. Ilia 
paymonts in kind are the same as those mailc to the carpenter. 

The iron smitVadaty is to ffx nil the iron work on ngrU 
eultnml implements and to keep it in ropnii*, but the iron niiiHt 
be supplied to him or ho will charge for it; he wouM also slice 
tlin cart bnllocks when iipccssnry; his piiymcDts m kind me 
half those of the cfirpeiiter imd potter. 

The mochi er leather-worker hm little to do, hut make 
blinkers (kopi) for the well aind plough cattle j the rhhdt or 
(hong tied on a stick as a whip ■ also he has to nmke a pair of 
shoes once a yeaiF for each of Ida patrons. The mockP^ pay¬ 
ments am half thoae of the ironsinirlt ; in the rifiSi\^SMicnt 
calculations he was not treated ns a farm Htp* whoso kind pay- 
n^-iils couhl fairly Ijo deducted froni thr as^c^snble proiluce. 
For the other three artisans St was o^^tiniaicd in prim. G-l uf ihe 
Settlement Report ilntt the total gm lei payments on w^elbirrigalcd 
lands averaged six maundij of wiic^t- uEid six manuds of nmii^e or 
nf iHcp per well. This was reckoni l to bo equivalent to one- 
tiveiitictb of the well-irrigated wheat and one-sixth of the 
Welt-irrigated maijflo. On other soils the arlit^ans receivn 25 scn< 
per plough which amountstq aV>oiit 2 percent, on caimbirrigatod 
lanfl and 5 or G percent;, on other solb. It must not bn suppos- 
eel that all the men present io the village^ belonging to the 
chfises nomed^ confine theinselvea to doing jSep ns their od^tomiu^y

All this is over anti above payMu'iits maile to regular Ibrm 
labourers, siicli iis the tdhri ckrthru de-icrlbcd above, to Ithdjf or 
hired reapers ^vko must be einploycil in the spring harvest whou 
there is iiauch land antler wheat, to the men whu plant out tii.o 
ricct an operation fcnoivn ns L*lk or to hired thre.shere. IIow 
much these operations ndil to the expenses would be hard to 
sav; tho practice of employing hired hiboiir varies so mneh 
mnong dilTerent dasi^ca. Rajputs and Uogara would not stoop 
to any' such severe work as reaping or threshing if they could 
him others to do it for them. 3at^ have no objection to thresh* 
i II or reaping ordinary crops, but would not pJaiit or reap rice 
Riui would much prefer Imving eoine one lo do the dirty and 
more Irksome Avork of clcaiiftiig up Ills cattle stands and mnnuriiig 
tlie Ik'lih* Arains iLtuI KaiiikiDlis on the otheir hand would 
do all and any tiling they could find time to do. 

Small grants of bndj smuctiuies subject to revenue, i^ome- Pouy iPri- l« ttiiGi, 
times re venue free, art> given by the village pruprietora to 
deserving village servants. If llicj are given revenue free 
tho landowners must make good iJie revenue to the fxovern- 
inenL T\m most fre{[uent rcclpieuts are attendants at ruosquEs, 
shrines and temples, water-carriers or villn;,^e wntclinien. 

Many zmlfis of this description fi-und in PSiPtence at the first 
regular settlement were confirmed by Governmetit and were 
iTjcordciJ in tho miiO registers* At the reeenb settlemeut all 
such m/ifiS relating to latnl loss than three acres in area were, 
if thought worth inauitajuing, banded over to the control 
of the village latidowiiers fur tho tenn of tlio new settlement. 

That is rbey were allowed to count for die purpose of reducing 
the klirilisft revenue puyahlc by the landowners of the estate, 
but the latter wore at liberty to confer the irmfi on any one 
they pleased ; or tf tilvy preforreib not to grant it out aa a 
nnUi at all: as ft matter uf fjtct however the londowuers would 
always gruLt such rnaifis ti* soinie or other of their village 
servants provided it cost thi^iii notliiug. 

Tho proprietors in this district aro in the Imbit of collectirig VUEngfidattL 
various feudal taxus from non-proprietors living oia their 
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estates litid 111 iheir Tilkgea. Tliey nr© as follows :—(l)

Also in ftoma villagoa tbe landowner.^ have aright of 
preemption in all boiieES buitc. by non-proprietors and olalih 
even to take one-fonrHi tine price realised by tho ealc of the 
buildings. Thekttcr claim won Id hardly be admitted now by

Ala-Lam bard dr was allowed au additional one per cent- coss on 
the land revonuo and the temporary occupation of a amaU plot 
out of tbo village waste tho revenue on which Govemmeot 
iinder^took to remit when uny was assessed ; which as a matter 
of fact was very seldoiu the case.

Of thaso who havo been driven of necessity to selip it will 
generally bo fotizid that many are men who havo wasted their 
substance* having been gnilty of estravagant oxpenditnro on 
matters whohy niiconoeEted with laud agriculture* as for ins^tance 
on dripking, gambling* building qcatlj houses or bnying t 
expensive horses. This is particnlarly the case in ttio lldnjha 
and only somewhat less so in the liithiir trnct of this district. 

There land is fertile and alwajrs repays careful cultivation ; any 
man who pays ordinary attention tg his agriculture* and is not 
throwing away big money on iiuneeegsary articles of luxury* 
can always keep his bead above water more or le^s* and if ho 
gets into teiupoinry didleulties* all be has to do is to borrow on 
bis land by a mortgage and continue cultivating it under the 
mortgagee, p[iyiiig him asniioJI share of tho produce* mi til he has 
paid off the debt* A good figriculturi^t shcnld never have 
ncaaon to uer feel inclined to sell bis land where the euUivating 
conditions aro ordiciarily good. In the Eavi cGtatcii and tho 
Sharakpnr tahsii on tbo otlicr baud the Inndowiior may often bu 
forced to sell land outright by conditions for wbicli he is hardly 
altogether respohsiblo, Jn tlio former land is veiy ingudlcient 
for the nntnhcr of owners living on it^ and often some of tlio < 
members of a family* ill whicli nubdiyision of land has reached 
an excessive pitch* give up the atrnggtc, sell the dlminuHvo 
share they have left* and go out to work elsewhere^ either as 
fcnjmnts-nt-wIH nr daily labourers.

A siualj proportion, Iiowever* about one-seveuth of the wholc^ is 
cultivated hy Ihg mortgagors who give tbg mortgagees a sbaru 
of the prodiitro in Jiou of zutcrest. This is fur tliu most desirable 
tor III of riiurtgago for tho owner in every way. Uis debt is not 
being increased by iutorest: he js constantly reminded of bia

land to a fellow xatnindiirj either of Ids owu or of aiiotlier s'illagei 
for a aum of money which enablci^ liim to clear himself of hia debt 
to the nionej^lmider.

addition nn enormous amount of nnHeCiired and therefore nnre¬ 
corded indebtednesSp The causes ol so much debt differ iu differ¬ 
ent parte of the district- In the 3Jaiijha where both land and 
money are fairl^^ plenlifnlj extravagance is the main cause ; bat 
in some villagca debt can be treced to heavy cash payments for 
the u?io of caonl water, especially in those Tillages which beat the 
tail end of a canal distrihatary nud get an iuadeqaate supply of 
water. Undoubtedly these large cash payments cOmo very 
heavv' on tho people to inectj unless the irrigntion is excep- 
tiDually good and tho resnlting crop abundant. Until lately 
pstates at the cud of a distributary fared badly; now^a-days 
the general distribution ia being put on n imicii more even 
footing. Onteidc the Mnn]ha indebtednosa la generally brought 
About by cau?y?a beyond the ilcbtor^s own control chiefly by 
losses incidental to agricnilure, such as the falling in of \¥ells+ 
disease among the cattle, a run of bad seasons,^ desEruction of 
land by the river or of crops hy Imll. Pn^cticalJy all stnall 
agriculturists aro in debt moi-o or less: prt>v(donco aud aconoray 
are not strongly iloveloped traits in the ordinary cultiTOterj 
and it is Tory seldom one can find that the plenty of one 
ifj stored iqi ns provision against tho deficiency of another. 

Sooner or later the grain atoroa arc car tain to run ont, plough 
catde die* seed gr!±in ia wanted for sowings ; and recourse to 
the village uiopoy-lon Jer becomes iopyitablD: once in tho 
lattebooks the ignorant cultivator is at his mercy nlmuat. 
and tlioogh he may keep tho debt down ho will hardly free 
himself at tegotherp except by borrowing a lump sum dfiewhore 
under conditions probably no better than the ordinary Khatri 
money-tender is ready to grant him.

It nsualty has a sidi- 
stminto of pure sand not far below : provided the sand is nob 
too near, Sukkmitl land bears well if properly coltivatad, hot it 
re<j Hires plenty of Irrigation and heavy plough cattle : ou this 
account it is not so well iikod by the people as G&»ra.

Usnolly 
welb are lined with brickwork in which ease they are calleil 
jJwAAa.-without brickwork they ui-o called fcurhajjoing lined 
w ith nothing more than grass, JvtxcJin wells sddoii; last more 
than two or three years and then fall in ^ and while standing they 
cannot irrigate as mnob as a masonry welh On the other hand 
a kucha well costs Rs. 30 or Ha. 40 to build, while a 
masonry well coats from Hs. 200 to Rs* GOO according 
to the depth of the w^ater. At present in this district there 
are l2,99o masonry wells* of which 308 have two wheels j and 
4,87^ nnlined wells. The area a waH can irrigate depends so 
much on the nature of the soil, the character of tho season, the 
state of repair in which the well is^ the quality of tlie cattle 
employed, and the industry of the cultivators* that it is not 
possible to say the area irrigated is so much and no more.

The alms are distributed 
at different stages of the opevutioas. The dive™ have terribly 
hard work going down below the water and ffsiug theexcavat* 
ing shovel called tho chfimh into tho ground before it is pulled 
np by a rope from above. They am fed vary Htimptuously on 
bread, ghi, guf aud tobacco, f^our divers is the usual allow¬ 
ance for excavatiug at an ordinary well. Incase of ditticulty 
they get more assistatico. When the proper water bearing 
stmliim is reached, they say tung dgagn. I! they cannot reach 
this stratum, they aay there is no tony. Some times they 
come On a hard sticky clay which the divers cannot get through : 
in this case they must either give op the site, or Boiuetimca they 
evade iho difiicnity by sinking a smaller cylinder inside the 
original one. These smaller cylinders are kDOviTi by the name 
of Wriliho. Similarly when tho water level in an old well has 
sunk below tho brickwork or when sand comes icto the well 
along with the spring water (ffd panyayo) a lacchfta is sunk. 
When the well is once bniIt, assuniing that it remains in good 
order tho only onpendituro required on- the well itself is for 
cleunJug, which roust be done every tbree or four years. The 
wood-work, however, by means of which the well is worked costa 
a considerable amount and requires to be constantly repaired or 
replaced hb it wears out under continusl nse. Its first cost ranges 
from Us. 40 tolls. 60 and the annual cost of repairs varies from 
Jts. 12 to Us. 20. Tho cost of the wood-work falls on tho owner 
of tho well and not on tho tenant. The jam, or two main 
cog wheels, are nsnolly bongbl from the village carpentoT and 
coat from Ka. 20 to lis. a iaocprdiog to their n>ako. If, however, 
the owner has the hflwr wood available, lie makes it over to tho 
carpenter who would charge Us. 14 or so for tho job of making 
up the wheels. Most of tlio other pieces of wood-work can be

Tho cultivation is of tho roughest kind : tho ground sown 
with this crop barely gives tho appeiirance of having been 
ploughed oven once : but tho produce la good in a favourable 
year : soinctimca much loss is cauaod to tho villagers by the 
tubmersion of the vuhh crops just when they arc getting npu.

When thd seed is very stiiall ii is soiiretimos mixed 
with ciu-tb before being sown, ns otherwise it would bo diOlcult 
to distribute it equally; cotton scodaai-e smeared together to pro- 
vent them from Dtiokiiig togetlior, isoiaotTups uro grown 
from seedlings (paaeri) riiiBcd in ntirsoriesi sacli as tobucco, 
chillies, onions, and rlcn gcnemlly. 

Tho geuornl name for plough in this district is but, but 
tba people TL’ceppiiso tho distinction between the hnl plough 
and tho lawauo plough here as in other disiricts. Tlio latter 
is the heavier kind of the two and is used chiefly in tho 
JIar.jha trnet, tho hal being reserved for the low!amis. They 
are both made almost entirely of wood, the plougbsbtiro lieing 
tho only solid iron ; but the joints of wood are strengthened 
with iron fastenings.

When 
tho land has been ploughed ouce, tho second tima it is ploughed 
cross ways, 

Thu field may bo ploughed in sections up and down, or in 
par rowing circleSj beginning round Ihu edge of the field. 
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If the ciiUi^^ators ran Tina.nn^f?^ it and are in n Iinrry tA linisli^ 
tlireo or four plon^lis work nfc a timet eiick following the other,

in the soil. Genmully in irisgated land for all crops but gram, 
each ploughing is fol]ow^>d by a riplltiig with the foAngfl. Un- 
irrigated land sbould nlways be rollrd as fioon ask is ploughcd, 
otlicmdse the moisture (ird/ar), on tlip strength of which the 
ploughing waa done, will be lust to the soil ; and the seed when 
sown will not gerrtauate.

Toany oF the Manjha Tillageji kept largo numbers of carte for 
hire and Bobflisted chiefly on the earahga* Even as lately 
1860 during the Kabul War not a few of the M4n}ba Trillagm 
amassed considerable anms by letting out tbeir carta for Govern¬ 
ment transport. Now improvement of agricplture and exten- 
flion of railways have largely snpeTseded cart hire as a meann 
of livelihood» but still there are villages near Lahore from which 
carts are constantly let oat on hire To knukur contractors. 
Apart from diis^ however^ the Manj ha carts bava to carry fodder 
and manure greater dhtancos than the Hilhir carts anti should 
be stronger for this reason alone.

bus a good many enemies to contend with before it comes 
to maturity. When the stalk k a foot or a foot and a half 
high tlie lop is often attacked by a sort of blight {khiri)^ which 
either produces ccmpleto failure of the crop or reduces tho 
yield greatly, lu tbo autnirm of 1802 the maiy.e crop all over 
the district was rendered almost worthless ftom this blight. 
Also while the crop is still quite young its roots uro sometimes 
eaten by white ants iu which ease all tho plants affected are 
Corlain to dry up; no remedy has been found for this, A little 
before the grain ripens a caterpillur (^rindAi) sometimes forms 
in it and totally dealroys tho plant. This pest does not neces¬ 
sarily attack all the crop but parts only here and there. Tire 
worst enemies, howevcrj of maize in this distrietj noxt perhaps 
to blight {khiri)^ are pig and jack alt which abound in tho 
Government mkhs. The former will travel savernl miles at 
night after n maize crop. They tear np the root>i and ent off 
the heads. Jackals and village dogs as well eat the grain 
without injuring the stalks or roots, lu the day time the crop 
is very subject to depredations by birds of variona kindK, For

On utiirrigatt-d land 
in f ills district contrary to I ho usual custom wheat is so wn 
by itself except in iiallahs or depressfouR of the surface, sucli 
as occiiv fi-cc[iieni!y in the II ilhiir, whore wheat is sown orten 
mixed with gram or barley, The tliim for loiwi iig i liifi crop dry 
is in the months of Keptemhtr and October while the soil ift 
still moist after the late autumn rains. The yield of wheat witli- 
nnt irrigiition depend J of coarse on the raiofalj, and so to a largo 
extent does the yield on wdl-irrigated soils. It ia importaot to 
remember that in the Hitlnir and Ilavl sods, however good the 
well irrlgntion may be, the yield is snre to be much below ihe 
mark and the straw very at an led. unless there has been aonm 
rain during the wnnter nionths. On the other hand n shower 
of rain soon after sowingB is apt to do much harm, lieating down 
the fliirface so that the s-reJ cannot emerge. 'I’liia incrustation 
is called A-artmd. Under dry cultivation the atnomii of secil 
sown is much less than for irrigated, and the sowing is iisaally 
done by drill, i^omn excellent wheat is grown in the river 
inundated lowlands of the Havi Hot. As the wheat is cut it is 
put.up in small aheavoa j before threshing operationa conitnence 
the sheaves are heaped up close to the threshing door ; the 
ihresliing is done in the manner nlready described. 

AVlien the grain is cleaned it is taken off on donkeys to tlie 
village, where it ia stored for household use or for sale. The people 
usually keep what they require for thomselves and make oyer 
the roat eillmr to money-londers of the village in fiatisfactioii 
for ilieir debts or to traders who have come to buy for export. 
Of late years in the chief wheat truces a cuBtom ban apning up 
of selling the wheat while still sttinding to agents of the 
largo ^sprting firms. In the three years ISOO to 1392 much 
wheat was sold in this way at prices varying from Ifi to 18 
sfrs the rupee. The broken straw or /diMsn of wheat ia gener* 
ally stacked under a neatly plastered thatching wliielt pre- 
Rerves it against the wind and mio. This is the nifiin dry 
fodder for the plongk arid well cattle during the year. The 
hhum is raked out na required through a ainall hole made at the 
foot of the slack. It is usually given to the rattle mixod with 
grren fodder crops, if any of the klter are nvailablo. If not, 
.na often happens in well-irrigated tract.a during a dry aeasoti, 
then the cattle have to pnt up with wheat straw mixed with 
nothing better than green loppings from hiker treoB. Wheat 
suffers chiefly from rust (tun^mri) brought ou by excessive 
rain followed by luaity days of cloudy weather. 

Barley is a much hardier crop than wheat; can grow in worse 
land i requires less irrigation; and ripens earlier. Evei^ culti.

which might have been sown with wheat had the enltivator had 

leisure, or if the rain had fallen more opporlunoly, is sown 

ultimately with barley in preference to being loft fallow. The 

outturn of baiioy welglis somewbat lighter than that of wheat. 

Irrigatedharloy iMcntgrcQD for fodder, if necessary, indiffercut- 

]y with wheot. Unirrigated barley is generally sown with grain 

or wheat in lowlying depressions of land. Especially in alluvial 

tracts, if the soil is not good, gram and barley ai'o usually miiod 

under the uame of geja. 

This is as a rule grown under dry cultivation, being scnvii timin- 
on tlio moiaturo left by the auinmor rains wbioli lias been 
retained in the ground by careful ploughing and rolling. 

Two or three plnngliitigs arts usually done. It is one of tlio crops 
that is always sown by drill. When tbo seed has once germinat¬ 
ed gram is a hardy crop, and atanda a prelongod drought fairly 
well, but id subject to ■ injury frain frost at the end of Janiiaiy 
orfaeginniug of February and from the strong'March wind known 
as iulifl, unless there has been aomo winter rain. If the 
weather continuo cloudy and unsettled at the cud of Murcb 
when the gram should be forming there is a risk of total 
failure. The people too assert that lightning injures the 
crop at this stage. Gram Is usually sown by itself in the Manjlia 
escept in the sandier soils in the Kasuv tahsil where it is 
sown with wheat nr with barley. In the Hitlnir nullahs it 
is sown mixed with either crop, becansn if the winter reina 
arc heavy, the gram will lie spoilt in deprossions whi^ji col¬ 
lect the water. For the same reason it ut sown mixed in the 
alluvial lands. In the Uithur large ureas are flushed from 
the inundation eatials about September for gram sowing or 
for gmm and wheat mi set!. These are recorded os cuuai- 
irrigated and have to pay canal water-rates though they get no 
more water after the preliminrtry flushing on which they are sown. 

Similarly a considcmblo area of gram is grown by aid of cajial 
irrigation in the Manjliu, bnt this may ho given more thnu 
once if required. Gram h often sown in the rice stubbles, in which 
caao the yield is usually poor. If any of this crop is grown 
on well lands it is usually iutended for fodder, Gnim is eaten 
by men at all liuioa of the year, either dry and whole, or iu the 
form of ciil j if it li^is heen sown mixed with wheat they do not 
trouble to separate the two but cat them together. \Vheu thu 
crop is quite young, tlio people pull the top Jeaves aud after 
soaking them in water, eat them with breed os herbs. Also

to other crops. On tho ground its plants uppenr tn bu very 
Bcattered and far nparl, whieli fact gives the iinprcssicn MiaL 
much of the crop has failed. As a matter of fact the hare 
pbees are those from which the nutiitun crop hn-a been harvested* 
Tdrimini is valnahlc for its oil iind sells well. Aka it is often 
cut early for fodder. On wall lands hirnmiV^ is soitictiines 
found growing up wiih the fo^ider wlient. 

The varieties of this, m found in this district, aro four ; 
(1) ftinif*, (2) Kfinkdi^ (3) Knkknr, ( t) PfttftV "Tho Iappears 
to bo liCKt liked by moKt classes of the people. Tho first tlireu 
kinds arc phiiitcd out in January or early in February and arc 
ready for cutting in May, Their ontturn wet h from llirou tu 
tivo ninuiids a kanAl which can bo sold at eometliing over one 
rupee per tmiund, Tho cultivators, howover ubUHlly^ sell thceo 
throe kinds wliilo they aro £»till iu tho ground* Tho l}€ai kiud 
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13 sown a moatli lator and is ready for cutlinij a month lator 
tlian the other three kinds. It yields from two to three Piannds 
a kan^l wet^ and sells at between two and four rupees a 
maudd. Tobacco requires eictremely eareful and hiborioua 
cnltimtion. Au imoieiisa aniotintof manuring is done befora 
sowings and topdrossing after the crop bas come ap. Irriga¬ 
tion should be given every third day* Out In the villages the 
custom is to cut off the tobacco -cvel with the gronpth 
leave It so id the ^tin for a day^ then shove it into a hole in 
the ground which they close up with bratichoEi and leaves 
covered with earth an lis to exclude the air. There they leave 
it. for six or sovon days after which they tako the tobacco 
plants Odfc eat off the leaves from the wood and tie them up 
in a bundle. They keep them like this till tb#y are 8o1d. 
Sotue tobacco is grown on most of the we 11^ id the Jj$trict where 
the cultivators are Miihamtnadans* The Sikhs id this district 
do not actually grow tobacco thomselvcSj whether because it ir 
contrary to their religion or because the cultivation la too la^ 
boriouHf Is not quite clear : but they allow their tenants to grow 
it and take from them the fait owner's sharc^ selliag it gene¬ 
rally to tho village tradei'S at two rupees or more a maund 
when it is nearly dry. 

Some small area la usually reser ved for poppy at every 
well. Thk require;^ a.s careful and laboriona cultivation m 
tobacco. Sikhs on tho Ruvi and in the Hitbfir both grow it 
and consume the opium, or sometimes they drink a preparu-' 
tion from the puds The usual custom is to tap the 

plant for opium three different nights, and then cat off the 
poppy heads, storing them for uae as required. These arc 
put in water and soaked fora time; tho preparation ia thou 
drunk. Of course this is all the stronger if no opium has hecu 
extracted from tlio plant. 

This is a shrub grown only in a. very few ^dll ages of I he 
Sutlej HithAr, There is some of it in S^dh village of Kasfir^ 
lahsil aud in three or four villages cE ChuniAd t-ahsiL It takes 
a long time to grow, but in the coarse of time becomes very 
]>rDfitable] it flowers twice a year^ and the juice is sold well in 
the bazaars for colouring purposes. The following note on it 
is taken from Punjab Products, VoLL: Used to dyo the 

hands red by rubbing the powdered leaf between thcTu, also 
as n medicine to purify tlie hleod.^^ 

The commoner variotiee of vegetables, such as onions, 
radishes, turnips aad kadii^ are grown more or less on every 
Well undor cultivation by an Ardiit, or indeed by the more 
industrious worker-s of other classes. The growers hawk them 
about in other villager wbera they are not growu and obtain a 
very fair prico for them. Vegetables t.ake a promiuent place 
in t be summer evening meal.

It 
may tlierefaro ba imagined that they would Dot let any of the 
land lie idle ever. fkHjietimea tbo land la kept frp for vege- 
tables^ sugarcane and cereal oropSy aometiioea it is planted 
out with garden and fruit trees. Ihe raost profitablo vege¬ 
tables are potatoes^ chillies and nnioDa. 01 potatoesy two 
crops are grown in the year^ the kharlf or country potatoes^ which 
arc planted in Jfovember and ripeu in February yielding from 
three to seven maunds a kanalj and the rabi or hill potatoes* 
which are planted at the end of February and ripen ip May 
yielding from four to ten maunds an acre. The price of 
potatoes varies according to the season and quality of the root 
from -0 to GO sers a rnpeo. Chillies have already been 
noticed m detaiL Onions arc planted out from the nnTserips 
in February and are ready in iTune ; their yield is from ten to 
fourteen mnuTids a kaudl and they sell at aliout four mauncls a 
rupee. Another vegetabte closely resembling jjotatoes anil 
grown largely near Lahore is that known as ; its larger 
roots am called Aa«Ad ill. This ia sown in March and ripens 
in August and SepEember, its yield is from six to twelve 
maunds; it sella veiy cheapj nanidy at H mnnuds the rnpec 
at the beginning o£ the season and one maund only later on. 
Crnrlic is grown in aome quantity and water-melons j but these 
last never do very well* the soil not being adapted to them. 
Altogether upwards of two tbonsand acres in the neighbour¬ 
hood of Lahore are resefved for vegetable growing* and of 
this nearly half is under potatoes.

The expsnditute 

on tboMo trees and shrubs is very heavy, and tUe return, though 

excellent in some years, is often inadequate, 

Theorops supplyingfoddorfor cattle are chsri, Jomir, matze, Piidilertivpi. 
moth, inMth, Afiiiyai, fcIfAo, sugar cane, ektnu, wheat, barley 
gram, nutnar, rapeseodj iiironitra, stnjhi and methu, turnips

There is no doubt any how that quantitlos oE 
wheat are exported from the district. From Kasur station alone 
by rail over two lakhs of murnids of wheat were exported on tho 
annual aveiagooE the three years 1887 to 1389 according rotho 
railway export returns i and In tho nest two yca?^ many lakhs of 
maunds of wheat were purchased from tbc^lanjha vi Ungers by tho 
firm of Ralli brothora for export to Eiigluud. How far this exjmrL 
is L-omponsated by import of inferior grains such iis Joicdr is hard 
to saj\ Undoubtedly largo quantities of such grain are im¬ 
ported as theabovo calculations include no allowance for the con¬ 
sumption of auimab, which in this district must ho very large.

One hundred Beldam are maiutained to look after the 
canal water-couraes in this rakh and to keep them clean. They 
also have other duties in oonnedion with the roads through the 
rakhs. 

The plantation consists ehiefly of young ShuJmm trees. 

There are also other Tarieties such as Tart, tallow^ BaealyptdA 
and mulberry trees. The forest is being exploited by the 
method of coppice with standard on a rotation of 16 yearn as 
provided for io tlie Working Plan sanctioned liy the Govern- 
ment. 

The transport of wood is generally affected by a small port¬ 
able DewiiiviUe*a tramway of IG^ gauge and four miles in 
length. 

Moat of the wood prodpced has hitherto been consumed by

ascortained at the latest enumeration. The people do not, 
as a rule, rear their ploogh cattle for themseLYea, but purchase 
from itinerant dealers who travel up from Hisadr, Alonltao^ 
Montgomery or Dahiwalpur with picked animals suitable for 
well and plough work. Tho north of the district is supplied 
chiedj from Amritsar, Gujranwdlaand Jhang^ The price agreed 
upon 1 b generally paid in two instalmonis, half at the antumn 
har%^e$t and half at the spring. If tho cultivator fail to pay 
^ up at the stipulated time^ sevoral of those intcrostoil go to bis 
house and quarter tkemseLvea on him until he satisfies their 
claim. The imported cattle are generally four years old or oo ; 
they do fairly well^ but do not stand heavy work as well oe the 
locally bred cattle. Probably tho reason that cattle breeding 
receives so littlo attention is that in the well-irrigated tracts 
where cattle are most needed the cnltivators have quite enough 
to do to keep their working anitiiala properly fod. The super¬ 
fluous animals, such as milch cows and young bullocks have to 
take their chanco on such graKing os can bo got off the village 
lands. Only the working cattle are regularly slall-fed. Some 
of the richer men iq the ifdn|ha do a littlo in the breeding line. 
At Algou in Kasdr tab&U there is said to be a particularly fino 
breed of cattle and the oiilcb cows brod tbera aro in some request 
even in other districte. Whether bought or bred the Manjha 
plough c^ttb in strength and condition prescut tbo greatest 
contrast to tbo weakly starved creatures usually found in tho 
woibirrigated tracts of the Sutlej and Klvi valloja, the reason 
being partly that tho Manjha peqplo con much better afford 
the luxury of good cattle; and partly that tho heavy draught 
work required of tho cattle both at tho deep Mdnjha welU 
and in ploughing canal-irrigated land or in drawing heavy 
transport carts for long distances could not be done unlcsa the 
animals had strength and weight above the average. Indeed at 
tho Mdnjha wells it is not unasual to employ ball buffaloes from 
choice, these being much heavier than builocks and le^s expen* 
sivD. Their weak point, is that they easily succumb to tho fiercer 
beat of the sun. In Sharakpnr tabsii also more bull buffaloes 
chan bullocks aro worked at the plough a and wells* There 
fodder is often very scarce, both in the autumn and winter and 
buffaloes are much easier to feed than bullocks. Cow buffaloea 
are often found wgrking at tho we] I a in this difitrlct, and if this 
k for want of moans to bay bettor animals^ it is an nninigtake- 
able sign of poverty. Sometimes, however, cow bn fakes are 
put in to help tbo other enttk bccaaao they arc paut calving.

For the latter purpose one or two bufFaloos are sulBoient; but in 
parts of the distridt especially in Sharak pur and Chuni^iD iahsilB^ 
thero are large numbers of Ruperfluous aniiuak belonging to 
non-proprietorg. Tbeso are more les? than profit; they con¬ 
sume all the field and wuste'land gra^ingj aod being Y&ry prone 
to disease owing to their poor feeding and low condition are apt 
to apread Riokueae among the working cattle. A large trade 
in and milk is done in aome of the villager within easy reach 
of Lahore cantonments and ciril stations: from eight or ten 
of thoBO milk Rciaj run once or twice a day* Also m the B&t 
lauds which form the north-west portiQU of ShEirakpur tahsfl^ 
the people subsist almost more on the profits derived from their 
herds than on agriculturo^ selling their ghito traders and their 
young cattle to dealers* Elsewhere in this district little actnal 
profit IS made on the cattle : it ixinst be remembered that the 
greater proportion of the cattle stock shown as existent In the 
districtj other than well or plough cattlcj belong not to the men 
who are responsible for the land revenue but to rillago retainers 
who generally get their grazing free. Similarly the sheep and 
goats of which there are sticH large ntimbors belong to menials 
of the Yillage^ chiofiy of the Teti or oilman caste: the sheep 
are kept for their wool and tho goats for thoir milk or for 
slaughter ; they vary in price from ouo to five rupees. Horses 
and ponies are most numerous in tho M^njba wimre many of 
the landowners are in a position to indulge In thl$ luxury: 
also most traders keep a pony of sorts. Good horses are 
occasionitlly founds espcoially in villages of R^jpdts who are 
reckless iu their expenditure on horse flesh as on everything 
else* Moles are comparativefy few. Donkeys are largely uBod 
in the carrying trade as pack animals ^ especially for grain. 

They belong mostly to ^umhars, Humela are not in much use 
locally* but some men keep them for riding purposes* Most 
however of those in the dis^iefc belong to contractors who hire 
them out by the month* Ohunidn tahstl has the largest number 
of camel Sj grazing waste being much more common there than in 
either of the two other cIs-R4vi tahsilSp At present the commort 
rate of hire for a camel is six or seven rupees a month. They 
sell on the average for eighty or a hundred rupees.

stantly dying in Sharakpur from inflammation of the bowels^ 
which the natives genorally say is brought on by tbe cattle 
taking to the hard/eifirtr stalks after they hnYO got used to the 
soft rice straw of which tha cattle there eat a great deal in the 
ant uni n. Others say tbe complaint is induced by drinking 
water Irom the Deg. 

There are two Salutris niaiutaincd from District Funds, ono 
for the two tah^Ua of Lahoro and Sharakpur and the other for 
Chunido and Kasur^ Theif chief duty is to attend wherever 
cattle disease prevails^ 

Horse-breeding operations were first started in Lahore 
at the end of 18S1 when the branding of mares fit for breediug 
purposes was introduced and stud horses were distributed by 
the Department of Horse-Breeding OperatioDS. At present 
there are nine horses and six. donkey staUioDs located in the 
district. Particulars aro given below ;— 
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The Norfolk Trotter breed appears tobc gonerollj preferred 
in tins district.

An nnotial Iiorse ahoir was established for Laliore in Hwk rnita, 
1979; the first show being held on the llth Mareb 1879 
on the parade-ground overlooked by the fort* A sum of 
Hs* 500 was granted for distribution in prizes* In 1881 the 
show was held on a plain near the Sh^ldin&r gardens: and next 
year it was moved to the inayflf-n-Btiyft, a garden opposite the 
main entrance to the Shdldmw gardens, whero it is still held n 
day or two before tho C/wruyAdn-fca-Jlfela mentioned at page 78. 

This fixes it to the last Friday and Saturday in the month of 
March. Tho locality is well sailed for bolding tho horsesbow, 
but there is a doubt whether it gives enongh now for the annoally 
increasing number of horses brought* The grant for prizes was 
inoreased to Rs. 750 in 1888 and again to Rs* 1,000 in 1084* 

Tho latter snra is still awarded in priyos each year and small 
sdms are distributed at the cost of the District Board to the 
poorer dealers who fail to secure prizes, as a consolation in enso 
of disappointmont. The amount so distributed averages abouc 
Hs. lOU. The following statement shows tbo results of the 
fairs held during tbo last five years — -

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out! sitla to tlio Other arc throwti at inforvals of two miles or ?o. 
'I'ho canal roads arc imt metalltHl hut lliey arc very well 
consolidated and usually overgrown with graM which offers 
most pleitsant driving and riding- Table Ko. XLVI fibows the 
distances from place to place in the district. 

There are district rest-houses at Clifinifin, KnBur and 
Sbaraknur; Police bungalowa at W'altoha, Psttij Klmdiati, 
Kangaunnr, Sariii Mughal, Bhiii Pheru, Raiwind Chung 
and i!aTigt:invv^l&. Ac Changur MuDgo* TJuJarabad and 
Muridki sarai rooms arc kept for District officers on tour.

These rest-houscs aro all fitted with the more necessary furnitiirr, 
but with the e^eption of Bomeof the District end Police rest- 
bonses have no cooking utensils or servants. 


During tho cold weather months the river stream of the 
Sutlej and tho RSvi, especially the latter, sinks very low and in 
many pieces people can cross on foot or on horseback. During 
the hot weather however and sometimea in the cold weather 
after heavy rain tho rivers are inipaasable, except in the ferry 
boats, which ply from one side to theotlier. The following 
statement shows the nnmber of minor ferries on the HAvi and 
their BtatiDaB, with the number of boats maintained at each

Tlio men ntici boatii are provided by oont^tora who take the 
ferries under aepamLo annual leftsoa, and in return for monthly 
paymauts to Goverumentj the amount of whtcli dopouds on the 
results of the loaae aaetioua held at the boginning of the yenr^ 
are invested with the right to col loot tho ferry dues- The con¬ 
tractors pay their boatmon by a half share oF the dues from Ifltli 
May to the iSth September and by a third nJiai’e for the re¬ 
mainder of the year. The rates paid at the minor river ferries 
vary from one pie to one rupee according to the nature and 
weight of the auimal or other nrticio conveycii amws. A foot 
paasBuger puys Mireo pSes^a sheep goat or pig one pie; other 
animals pay iu proportion to their and weighty the charge 
for n beast ladeu being double what it ia for one a □ laden. The 
villagers along the bank of the river oiinallj compound with the 
contracLora for fixed grain payments, ontitling thoui to go and 
carry to and fro across the river m they will without ebarge. 

The minor ferries were formerly under the mauagement 
of tho Depiity: Commisflioner: of late years they have been 
surrenderee to the Local Doardg iu cousideratiou of a fixed 
iiniiiial payment to (iovernment equal to some thing Less than tho 
total net protits which Govararnent had heretofore obtained 
from tho ferries. At present the District Board pays to Gov^ 
ernmeut each year on this account Bs. 8*954* The income from 
the ferries varies* For the three years 1S38 to 1891 it averaged 
over Its. 11,009; in 1893-93* which was an exeeptioaally unfn%"or- 
able year* tho gross receipts only reached Be. 8^008. Tho 
income depends principally on the quantity of water in tho 
river during the year. If people can cross tho stroam by 
natural fords, it is not to be expected that tlLey will uao ferries 
for which they have to pay* Against their gross receipts tho 
District Board incur expenditure ou Ferry establishment, 
averaging nearly lig, 300 per annum, tho priaoipal item of 
which is tho Durogliaof Ferries salary at Hs. 30 a month. 

Tbft or 'The chief road oE comimnnicatiou aoroes the KAvi In this 

Jjgtrict lies over the hridge-oE-boats which ia inaiutained 
throughoDt tho year at Shabddra, two niilea or so distant from 
the Lahore city. This bridge is constructed witli planks laid 
over 31 large boats of the country pattern which rise and fall 
with the river flood. Straw is laid over the planks and tho 
aides of the bridge are closed n with rails. A permanent 
establishment of 15 boatmen is iretained oa the bridge for its 
custody and maintenance in good repair. These are paid from 
Re. 6 to Ba, S a moolli* The chaiges for transit ure the same as 
for the minor ferries mentioned above. Carriages drawn by 
horses pay froni one rupee to two annua according to the dasa 
of carriage. The collection of ferry dues in some years is kept 
under direct mnnugement of the District OMcera, in other years 
it is leased out to n contractor: tho former method is resorted 
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to {f uo conirfictor offers a high enongh bid for Ihs lease.

There are three ga^^ls at Labore^ the DisiTiet Gaoli Female 
Penitentiary^ and the Cdbtitil Gaoh under the niunageinent of 
thes^me 8uperiiiteDdent| but each possessiug a sepiiratia sub¬ 
ordinate oatablishuient of its own. Tables Nos. XI>1I, XLllA^ 
and XLIIB+ abow the convicts in gaol for the lost five years. 

The Lahore District Gaol ia built for 007 prisonersj and in 
1892 had an average daily population of 537- It racoivea the 
male priaonors of the Lahore district only. The usnal gaol iudas- 
tries arc carried on in it aud a considcmblo number o[ piisoners 
are employed ones tra-mu ml works, suck as hrick^making^ &c* 
The CMst of its tnainteDunoo ia Ks. 27,uGG per annum^ or 
Rs* 51*5-0 per prisoner. Its income from manufactories was 
Rs. 4,532 in 1892. 


Tho Lahore Female Penitentiary is built for 309 prisonera. 
It fceeivts female long*term and life-prisoners transferred from 
all parts of the Fun jab, and all the female prisoners from the 
Lahore district. In 2892 it had an average daily population of 
124. The induatries carried ou are very insignihoant—knit¬ 
ting, sewing, carding, wool, &c+ Tlio cost of its maintenance 
is Ks. 9,(J46 or R&. 77-12-10 pop priaoner per annum. 

The Lahore Central Gaol covers 33 acres oF ground, and is 
built ou the radiating principle. It consists of two octagons, each 
containing eight compartmenti^ radiatiug froin a Central watch 
towor. From which a full view of the whole prison can bo Ob'- 
tamed. At the divorgeuco of the two ootagong is placed the 
hospital, three barracka erAriuit, in an enclosure of its own. 
The octagons and hospital enclosurca are surrounded by iron 
railings, so that free circulation of air all over the prison is not 
interfered with. In addiliou bo thesOp but outside the great wnll 
ia an enclosure containing 100 solitary eella, and beyond thie again 
is a second eoclosnre centalning two large wells with appliances 
for drawing water by manoallabour: the water ia pumped up into 
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four largo tanks containing 34,{)00 gaElcraSj and fram theso is Chapter Y«A- 
diJ^tribntoil by inenna of pipes nod hydrants to all parts of tbs - - 

jaiL This syfiteni of water supply was i n trod deed for tbo Rtst tratim 
time in 139 J at a coat of about Ha, 50,000 and baa been most 
eOectual in improemg tbe licalth of ibo gad which waa suffer¬ 
ing from tlio eon lamination of the uumoroug sbullow wells 
distributed over lb 0 gaol enclosure: tlieao wells have now all 
been closed and built up. A third eticlosure has also been 
added to the gaol, nornprising a Juvenile Avard eapablo of con¬ 
taining in separato cubicles as many as 33 prisoners. 

Tbo various store-rooms for food, clotbingp raw material, &v,f 
&e,, arc placed outside the railings of the octngona, Tlio ivbob 
area of the prison is planted with grass and trees, and is 
enclosed within a mud wall IS feet in height, and approached 
through tiro gates and a long narrow passage. Each 
octagon forms a separate and. conipleto prison, having its own 
workshop! so that dangerous cliaractcrs need not betaken not to 
work. Tlio buildings are couetracted entirely of sutt^dried 
bricks set in mnd, wLth tiled roofs. There is also a small prison 
for Eoropes^s consisting of one largo ward and three smaller 
ones, with rooms for dressing and bathing attached. The gaol 
ia built for 1,308 pHaoueis, but the average daily population in 
J,893 was 1,231. There ia tent accommodation for I persons, 
which is maiiitaiucd. to serve in tho event of the priRonersi hav¬ 
ing to be moved into e^mp ou the outbreak of an epidemic. 

The Central Gaol receives long-term malo priaoocra only, 
transferred from almost all parts oE the Punjabi The priaouern 
nro eucouniged to good condact and indaetry by a syslam of 
marks under which they obtain rewards — such as interv^iews wdth 
their friends, promotion to offices in the prison, gmtuities and 
Bmall remissions of their sentences. 

There is a school in the fjnol under tho supervision of the 
Educational Department.towliiciiteaclierfeselcctod by that depart¬ 
ment are appointed, and which nil prisoners under “24 years of 
age are ref|uired to attend. Dnrin|j the year lS92j G9 prison¬ 
ers who could neither read uor write ou admission learned to 
do both a little, aud three to read and write welU 

Labour is divided into three classes — hard, medium and 
light* Every prisoner must, according to tho length of his seu- 
tebco pass a ceplain time in each dc^criptiou of labour, and his 
removal from one stage to another depends upon his conduct* 

Frisoa labour consists of weaving blankcLs and cloths of varioua 
kinds, pottery, paper-umking, the making of mats and Hoor 
cloths {dafris), both of cotton and grass, woaviug carpets similar 
to Persian ones, lent-making, and lithcgmphic pnntlog. A large 
number of carpels are exported to England, France and America* 

Thoro is a largo lithographic press fitted with express 
machines of tho best type: the work ia this department is done 
entirely by prisoners ; who print forms, Uireulars and Registers 
for tho Judicial Courts, DJppcn^aries aud Gaols of the Proviuce*

The whole institution ia nnder the charge of a Hpecial officer 
designated tho Knporintend&nt, wtioresidoa ia quartern provided 
for Inm outride the prison. There is a European Deputy 
Superintendeatj and lor the native prisonj n nat^vo jailor and 
atnff of Tvardors. For the European gaol there are two European 
warders and variona other officials^ who are provided with 
quarters. 


The gaol guard is furnied of reserve prison warders who 
are all pensioned soldiers: there is one head reserve warder 
with 39 warders and 2 orderlies, who are regularly drilled and 
trained in the uae of fircarrns. Ths men are dTmcd with breech 
loading Snider carbines and thoaa in the hands of the sentriea 
on duty are loaded with buck shot.

III 1863, after the iatrodncticm of tlio new eystera of police, 
the uiaiatenance of a special deteotiro aj^ency fgr the suppres¬ 
sion of thaggi was ahandosed as no longer necessary, and the 
thvgt then in custody were made over to the prison department, 
as they could not safely be let loose upon society. Tho jad 
department had to provide quarters for these men, anda builmng 
or/^e plan of a native sarai was erected at a cost of Ks. 8 , 000 , 
in which the eha?s and their fanuSies were located. A largo 
workshop for tent-making was provided, but no change was 
made in the system of management Or epnployment, and the 
whole inalitntion was placed under the supervision of the Sn- 
periutedent of the Lahore Central rHaon, The tkujrs aregradu- 
olly dying off, nnd their places not having been supplied by 
fresh adoiissiona, there remain now io this institution only one 
old man and t.biroe ivitlows^ ^ho in all hninaii probali>iUty will 
last bat ft Bhort time longer^ and thep this memorial of oaa of 
the most marvelloua and detestable of criminal organizatioila 
will cease to exist in the Punjab.

M. hmitli sncccedod 
in 1052. and Dr. Scriveu iu 1870; Dr. 1< air weather was 
Superintendent in 1&81 and Dr. Gray in 1882, Dr. Center hold 
charge from 1884 till 1892, when ho retired from the service 
and Dr. Coates took over charge, 

Tiio Central Lunatic Asylnm was at first located iQ the 
city; in 1853 it was moved into tho Andrkali barracks, vacated 
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when the troops were transferred from Aoarkali to Mian MSr 
ia JS51 j later on as the number of lunatioa increased^ it was 
located a little waj outside th^ civil atation on the Amritsar 
roadj. wliore it atilt stands to the north of and out^flanked 
by tlie Kail way Station and barrack oa a risia^ and fairly 
drained grounds The site ia not well snitad for its purpose ; 
when first chosenj ib was at a oonsidorablo distance froio 
any dwelling honsci Now^ howeverj a large snhmb c^- 
teods in that direetion^ The asylum consists of five large 
waited conrt^j each re&nmbling Bomewbat a native tarrd with 
dwellings occupying two aides of most of the conrts. Of 
these courts one is used for the general male ward^ a aeoond for 
workfihopa hospital and a few male Innaticsi niid a third for 
the female ward and hospitah The fourth is employed for the 
detention of criminal lunaticSj nnd the fifth court ia need solely 
as a garden. There aro two etnaller courts outside used as a 
i|uaraut3ne ward for new arrivalaj tnale and female ; also a 
moitEjn room in a detached eucloBUrOj and aeparnto buildings 
for the Resident Assistant Surgeon and matron. There is a 
detached house for European lunatics outside the asyluin 
walia : it has acoomTiiodatfou for two lunatics but is seldoiit 
used. The asylum buildings are catcii^ated to necommodate 290 
3umatesj 48 females ami 5;42 males 3 there arc aeven solitary 
cells, and cells for 55 eriminal and dangerous lunaticSj barracks

The Lady Aitcbiaoa Hospital for women faces the Mayo 
Hospital noroas the road. The movement towards providing 
special hospita] arrangements for women io Lahore was com¬ 
menced in 1885, when the Mnnicipal Committee obtained tho 
BOrvicea of Dr. Elizabeth Biel by as Bliysicion to a woman's hos¬ 
pital. At firet the only accommodation was samall dispensary in 
the Aaarkah bazar, where for a time very few patients attend¬ 
ed. &ubsoript4oaa were invited for the erection of a proper 
bospital, and the foniidation stone of the present bnildiog was 
laid by Lady Aitcbisou on the l5tL ef February 1867. ft was 
opened in November 1888 by the Countesa of Dufferin.

Within the municipal licaits of Lahore and six minor mnni* Local and DUtrici 
cip'alitips the Tnanagenient and expenditure of local funds ia 
vested in the town or ilnnicipat Committee^ consisting principally 
of elected and partly of aominated menibers.

There are five liigh schools for bdya ; one the Central H!f|h Sciudls fyr 
Model School at Lahore, purely a Government institutien ; this p 

is noticed separately below ; another the Mnnicipal Board High 
School at Kasur supported partly from proviucinl, partly frouj 
Local Funds and partly from tuition feea^. The tnird m tho 
^fisglon High School at Lahore, mHintAined by the Presbyterian 
Mission, and supported largely from Provincial am! Local Fnnds 
and therefore classed as an “ Aided " SchooL The remaining two 
high sohools are ** Unaided/* One is the Dayanand Anglo-Vedic 
School maiutained by the Lahore Arya Samaj. Thish;ts made 
remarkable progress si nee ils foundation in ISSG. At present 
it is the largest high school in the district, well managed and 
with all its classes filled. Its numerical strength is 660- Tha 
Buccesa of its aiudents in the AlatriculatTon and Middle School 
Examinutiona compare favorably with the results shown hy the 
beat Bcbools in tho Province. Almost all the students read 
Hindi and a large proportion of them learn Sanskrit. There 
nro very few BlLibamniadans on the school roll. The other 
** Unaided ” high sclioo! ta the MadraiMah-ul^Musalmm^ spccieJly 
maintained for the education of ^lusalmans. The number of 
students fii thia at the end of lost year was T50. Every pupil 
is biught^ Arabic. In the Kutrance E^etumatEon of March 1893, 
put of 26 students who entered^ 19 were pai^sed and of fiO that en¬ 
tered for the Middle School Examination, 13 were passed.

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Tho above i Delude seven anmlndlri schools m wdiich 
special arrangmcuts are made for teaching agricaltnrials. ^ In 
addition to the above there arc four Frimarj Scboola maintainod 
in Lahore city hj the Municipal Committee- Ourmukhi Branch 
schools are established by local bodies in localities where they 
appear needed. In all such schools the scholars are taught 
both Panjabi and Urdu to tho standard o£ tho Lower Primary 
examination^ so that they may be able on oompleting their 
cGorae to join an Upper Primary Department o£ the ordinary 
type.

Tho Fnnjab Asaociation ooai!i$ts of a central institution known as 
the Victoria School and nine Primary Branche^p the wholo * 
ntimbering 550 scholars and increasing rapidly. The Victoria 
School is located in lha large and bcaotiful building knowu as 
Nao Kihal Singh's Eaveli» which has been lately restored, it 
teadiei np te the Middle Standard in the throe Vernaculars— 
Urdu, Hindij and Panjabii and! abo in Persian and Sanskrit, 
ThetascherS are, with the e^ceeption ef the Sanskrit masterj all 
native women. The School is presided over by a Bengali lady 
whu educated in England. The pupils inolude the daugh* 
tera of many of tho educated Hindus of the pretessionftl classes, 
though these usually leave at an early age to be marTiod* The 
MusulmeDS of the upper claesea have not got over their objection 
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to sendia^ tlidr dangliteni to scboolj though every arracige' Chap tar V> B. 
ffiBot ia made for main taming strict parda, Tlie school incliides Education^ 
a training class for teachers which has b applied aoTCral toacners I—Schools- 
for the Victoria School itsolf and for its branches. 

The Indian Female Normal Society maiataiBs the Board- T*dj DuEf^riD 
ing School for Nativo Christmns^ formerly known aa the Indian 
Female Normal School and now aa the Lady DaHerio SoheoL 
It ia an ABglo-Vernacnlar Digh School, teaching up to the 
Futrance Standard and numhors nearly 100 girls of the better 
class of Native Christiana. In connection with thia Society 
there are also sBTcral MosalmaiX aolioola in the-citjj with 170 
pupils or thorcaboute, 

The American Presbytorian Mission maintains a few Pri¬ 
mary Schools in the city, the scholars in which number about 300 1 i 
the majority learn Gurmukhi, only a few learuiog Urdu. 

Outride the three societies named alwve very little is dono 
for female education in this district* The Municipal Committee 
of Lahore has a small school at tho Bhsti gate attended by 
Huaalnuins of the lower class ; imd there is a Primary Board 
School at Kasur, which is attended by tho daughters of somn 
of the lending Musalmana in tho townj, an unusual state of 
things. At Clarkabad there man Industrial School, mainly for 
tho childreu of the lowe'st class of Native Christiansj who are 
Bent there from the mission stations of adjacent districts- This 
ia an ordinary Primary School in which a certain ainoiint ol 
apiiiniogj Cooking and household work is taught. A few Girls^ 

Schools are supported by the Ary a Samiij and tlio Anjuman 
Islamia of Lahore, not under Government inspection; couso- 
quently their statiatica are not known- I'lio Anjuman*5 schools 
are, it is believed, chiefly devoted to instruction in tho Kuriin. 

In all these female schools, speaking generally, tho Masalmdn 
girls arc taught Urdn, but the Hindu gitls of all cartes aro 
taught Qurmukhi or Hindi, 

The foregoing remarks refer only to native schools. Tliero turoiiwia Seboak^ 
are besides in tho city of Lahore five European schools for boys 
and three for girla^ The High School has 61 boys on its f^ll^, 
o£ whom 7 are at present being taught up to tho High " 
standard, 21 up to " Middle*' standard, and tho romaiader up to 
Primary*” The Railway Night School which edocates soaa 
of B ailway employes up to the Middle etaodard, has St> acbolarB;

300 a month, under the direct control of the Principal of 
tho Central Training CollegOp The other school staff consists of 
nine nssistant English masters on month I j salaries ranging from 
Es. I IK) to Hs. 3U^ two English writing masters on Bs. 35 and 
Rs. 30; two Eolenco maslerB on lis* 70 and Rs. 45; two matiii>- 
matical teachers on Es, 45 and Ka. 35; four Orionbil teaohora on 
Ra, SOj Es. 45, Ra, 40 and Ea. 30; two Sanskrit- tcacheia on Rs. 50 
and Rs. 40; six Vernacular teachers on ealaries ranging between 
Hs. 25andRs. 15; one drill master and one gjmnastio master 
on Es. 20 and Rs. 16 reipectivoly. 

Tho sabjocts taught in the Bchoolare:—English^ Pernian, 
Sansoriti Arabic, Hindi, Gurmukhi, Urdu, Mathematics, 
History and Geography, and Natural Science.

There are in Lahore two GoTcrnment Training InatilationB, Tfwnws iMiitn- 
the Central Training College and the Normal School. Tho^w- 
former is managed by the Principal subject to the ^neral 
control of tho Director of Pablio Inatmction. The Principal 
is assisted in his duties by the Assistan t Sapenntendent, two 
Assistant Moaters who may be required aUo to translate, 
compile and examine Tost books, a Scienco masler, and a 
Maiilvl who also teaches in the Ceolrm Model bcnooJ. 

Similarly a Gymnastic master gives instruction in the latter as 
well as in the Training College. There is an Anglo-VeraMalnr 
tm well as n Vernacular Department. The former is sabdivi ed 
into a senior and a junior class. The VeraacalaT Department 
consists of ono class only, called the Senior Vemacclar class. 


Tho Lahoro Normal School dates from the first establish- flc^rnwctit Nor- 
mont of tho Education Department in the Punjab in 1^6, its*^ Sotool. 
first object was to train teachers for Yomacular Schools of all 
crados. Tho system was davisod with tho view of adding to 
tho general knowledge of the indigeaons teacher, who, whilst 
tolerably well acquainted with Persinn, and possessed of somo 
local influence in his village, which it would have been unwiso 
to Hocrifico, was ahaolutely ignorant of gcegraphicol and otJier 
Gnbjects, and has never seen practised before him any bettor 
method of instruction than the traditional and labonoua syateiu 
of repeating by roto. In 166G tho Director ol Public Instruc¬ 
tion cslablished an honor class in connection with the instruc¬ 
tion, with u view to create a supply of Vornncular tabors of 
a liiffhcr Btaiiip. Tht* aciomq was modified m Ififioj anu 
again in 1875. Since the opening of tho £entr^ Traimng 
College in 1881, tho businosa of tho Normal School has been 
confined to tho training of teachers for the Vcrntmular Primary 
Schools. On the eatablishmcnt in 1889-90 of tho Zamm- 
diiri Schools for tho benefit of tboso memborg of tho agricultural 

classes who work in the fields with fchoir own hands, a corre^ 
ponding aaminddri class was opened in tho Norm^ School with 
tliO object of training teaebors for tbo Zamindari SmooJs, Ike 
students attending this class TflceiTO instruction m Urdu, Hindi, 

Punjabi or Pashto, Arithmetic on native methods, and in tbo 
method of tcfiohing and school management. They undor^ a 
special oiamination which is so arranged as to enable them 
to appear in theJqnior Vernacular Certificate Examination 
if they wish to do so. A small addition to their ordinary 
salary is to bo allowed to certificated teachers m charge 
of Zomindtiri Schools and this, of course, acta as an induoai^nt 
to Normal School students to join the zamiudhri class, llie 
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test for admission into a Ifortaal School is tbo Middle Schools 
Examination. The nomidjitiona aro madoby theDepaty Catninia- 
ebnerand tlie luapoGtor o£ Schools. The conrBo of instruction 
extends over one year, at the end of which the students 
arc examined for the Junior Vernacular and Zumiadari certi¬ 
ficates. The subjects of examination for the junior Temucular 
coriiiicate ieet are the some os for the Middle School Examina* 
tion io Yernacularj with the addition of the method of teaching 
and school nt&oageinent. Provisional Junior Vernacular 2nd 
grade certificates are awarded to uU candidates who pass tha 
corresponding examination. The schooi was fcrmarly held in the 
Ha 7 ,uri Biigb+ but in ISGO waa removed to a building known 
as the Tosha Khana^ to make way for tho Central Training 
CoUege. Since the amalgamation of the Centml Model School 
attached to the G^ntnil Training Goilega with tha MunioipaL 
Board School^ held in a building close at hand, and the placing 
o£ the whole under a European Master in October 1391^ the 
Normal School has been givon rooms in tho Central Training 
Collego bnildiug. The school staff oon^iste of a head 
n Ecrond master, an Oriental teacher, a Hindi and a Paitjabi 
teacher, and a gymnastic master under tho superintendence and 
control of tho Principal of tho Ceatral Train lug College* The 
pmetiaing Model School which fornierly existed only in name 
has EiDce 1886 been Byslemabized and placed on a statisfactory 
basisj with a sufficient supply of efficient teachers. The students 
continue to reside in the Ha^uri Bagh and in tho Tosha Khana, 
the latter place having been occupied by theni since the 
removal of the school to the Central Training Oollege building 
in 1 SDL Tho statement given below shows the nombere and 
expenditure for five years. The cost is defrayed principally

In the 
Middle School Examination 11 entered and 7 passed : 3 passed 
in the upper Primary;, Gout of 8 iu the lower Primary, and 6 
out of 7 by tho Infant standard. The education given at this 
institution therefore mnj ho $aid te ho highly satisfactory of its 
kind. Special attention is given io English and to English pro* 
nunciation. The school is excellently provided with class rooms, 
with a chemical laboratcry and with a sp^ch room. There i a 
ampin recreation ground ell about the different buildings and 
there students am encouraged tophy all sorts oE English games, 
especially crlekst and tennisi in which some of them exceh 
There in boarding-honso accommodation for alL The supervi- 
aion is good, every possible care being taken to keep the boys 
from bad habits and moral contamination. The late Genura! 

S. Black was president of the Aitchison College from 1836 to 
1392, In succession to him Colonel Sir Eenjamin Bromhead 
obtamed the appointment. 

The chief inatitution for technical education is the Mayo Tck^IldhI Ktya 
School of Art founded in 1875 in commemeratioiQ; oE the late ^o\kk^ of Art, 

Lord Mayo, Viceroy and Governor-General of India. The object 
of the school is to give instruction in architectural drawing and 
designing, painting, modelling, tnoulding, stone and wood 
carving, Ac,, with special reference to tho artistic indnstries 
indigenous to the Panjab and to tho Architectural and Decora^ 
tive styles of art peenhar to this part of India. There is a class 
for elementary iostraction in engineerings tuaintoined in 
connection with the Punjab University aod op&n to all students 
who have passed the Entrance Examination. Besides this there 
aro throe main sections oE the school, devoted to cons traction, 
to docoratioHj and tn modelling. All candidates for admission 
to tho school are ei pec tod to show some aptilnda for the study 
cf art in some forint and they are kept on two months^ probatioti 
beEoro dehnitive enrolment. The general age of admission is 
from 14 toldyeai^. The school is located near the Anarkalli 
Gardens. An account of tho building will bo fonnd in Chapter 
VI^ The institution is supported by Government and io under 
the control of the Director of Public lustmctbn. The staff 
of the school consists of the Principalj Tice-Prlncipal^ five 
trained Assistants, and a Hegistrar. Tho average nnmber of 
pnpilg during tho last five years baa been 1 14, and the expendU 
tutf^ Iu tho lost ycor^ 1893j nmouittcd, to its. 2^,060. 
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The RaiiiFay Tecbnical School is iate&ded for the eons of 
ftrtfsaiiR employed in the Lahore^Bailwaj IV^'J 

iudnslrial school, ceteblialiedioFebrmiry 1889 With the object 

of providing a saitable eduoatioa for tbs sons aad nearer 
relatives of artisaas. It is supported entirely by Government 
and ia under the control of tbe Director, PubUc Instrestion and 
a Committee. The school iacladed 275 scholars at the end of 
year. 

A fell account of this institution haa been given in Mr. 
Ibbetson’a provincial volume of the Gazettaer. The total 
number of Udents « limited to 60 but a larger nember are 
Bometimes admitted. The tsncliing staff at present comprises 
the Principal of the College, one European Professor, and four 
native asaistnnts. But a propoaul la now before Qovernmeot for 
an additional European Professor. The following table shows 
tho hospital work done in the CoUego during the last three 
yeara;—

o be of a particularly difficult nature, animule being frequontlv 
iroughtfrom long distances after other treatment has been tried

The lnTge majority of coaea that come for ti^tmont are 
lowel complaints, lamcueas and wounds and cootufiions. 

In 1874 a School of Industry was established at kaslir by 
ho Aojumati-i-Kasfir, and an attempt was made to maintain an 
BStitution iu which instruction of a praotmal nature m the 
irincipalbianchoeof nativo handicraft ahonld bo givou to tho 
outh of tho place after they had left school, and by means oE 
rhich improvemont might bo effected in the nativo metbodeof 
Qannfocture and in theqnality of articles turned oat. The mstitu- 
ion waa partially aopported by grants from District and Mnnici- 
lalFundm A large building was oonstrncted with a spacious 
ourtyard at a cost of Us, 3,465 collectod privately for the erection 
if a memorial of His Royal Higlmeaa tho Pnuca of \\ alOs 
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visit to Lahore in 187S. In tliis building the work of tho scbool 
Wfts carried on. Carpet luakingj doth weaving, leatbor work, 
Tioecllo workj carpentry, metalwork were aUtauglitf the teadibg 
staff were paid as mncb asBs-B^per mensoiDj and ibe daily 
atletidaacQ of pupils averaged 30 for many yoara. Some of 
the pupils received sohdBrsLips of Rs. 2 or Rs. 2-S-O a month.: 
Lungis^ da^^and carpets mado at this sdiool were in great 
request- Tbo school was thriving for some timej but from 1832 
when KUdir Babbeb Khan^ Eittra A^ssistant Comnjiaiionor* who 
had taken tho greatest interest m the fnatitntioHj was transferred 
from Kasdr, the prosporitj of the eobool rapidly declined, Tho 
management grew worse and woraOj HubscnptiOQS due wore 
not ccllectedj and the manufactures that were sold wore net 
paid for. In January 1887 the District Board ceased to pay its 
yearly subscription of Rs. 32, and the 11 nnicipaI Committee of 
Kasdr shortly after stopped ita annual grant of Ka. GO. The 
establishment^ howevorj waa still retained and the Echolnrships 
continued to be paid ; tho school finanoes wore found to bo in 
great disorder when Kiidir Bakhsh Khan rEtiimed toKasdr in 
1883 ■ he reduced matters t-o sonio order fora time^ cutting down 
uunecessary expend itnro and dlstniaslng superflnons cstabbsli- 
Tiioflt; hot on his death m lS90 the achocl ailairs ouoeinora fell 
into misinsnagemetit^ and gradually the institution censed to 
exist. The building ut present stands almost deserted. Four or 
five of the looms are worked by private enterprise^ tbo workera 
paying a small rout to the Anjuman for the use of the looms, 
Thd library formerly belonging to the school has been trans¬ 
ferred to the High Soboo! of Kasdr, whore additions are being 
made to it year by year.

In bringing the above mentioned Inatitutions into one part 
together it may perhaps bo useful to explain that the Punjab 
UnivoTsily is merely an eiamiuing body aud the colleges 
recognised by it are those which prepare students for its examina- 
tions^ For the notes that follow on the University^ tbo 
Oriental College and the Law Sohooh the public am indebted 
to Dr. M* A* SteiOj, the present Re^strnr of tho Punjab 
U nivera ity and Pri ncipal of the Oriental C^llege^ The accouu t of 
tha GoverDment College bus been taken mainly from the Pruvin- 
cial Gazetteer edited in 1888-89^ subject to corrections and addi¬ 
tions kindly made by Mr, William Boll, Principal of the College, 
The University of the Punjab was con sti toted in the year 
1882 by Act XtS of the Govemor-Genetal of India in Council 
** for the purpose of ascertaining by means of oxamination the 
persons who buve acquired proficiency in differerit branches of 
Literatarcj SdencfU and Art^,”snd was invested by the earaa Act 
with the power of conferring upon them academical degmesj 
diplomas and other distinctions^

The liistorj of tbo nioYemout wliich led first (iti 1869) tO tlio 
Mtahliahmentof tliePanjabUaiversitj College end siibaeqneutly 
*0 the raieing of this liiatitutioo to thof^tatus of nil Univeraity, 
has "been fully set forth in Section B, of Iho VI chapter of the 
Provincial Gsaettetr 1888-89, (pages 166-75). There also a 
detailed aeconnt will be found of the organisation given under 
the above Act to the newly founded University, as well as cl tbo 
chief Statutes and Regulations adopted by the governing body 
of the University on its constitution. 


In the following notes it is intended to record briefly the 
chief events which have marked the development of the UnL- 
versity during the first decade of its cristance, and to supply 
information as to tho scope and citent of the work dons by the 
University in the catise of higher education during tho last 
academical year IS92-9S. 

During the first two years after tho constitution of tho 
University, the labors of the Senate were chiefly directed towards 
the framing of revised rules and regulations for the several 
eraminations leading up to its Arts and Oriental Degrees. The 
establishment of two separate Facnltiea of Arts and Oriental 
Learning by the Act of Incorporation made it possible to provide 
for instmction and elimination th rough the medium both of 
English and the Vornftonlar Languages of the Pan jab. Other 
principles kept prominently in vdew were; that the number of 
obligatory subjects in any examination should bo as few as 
possible consistently with tho attalnmcut of a proper eductiouul 
standard; that provision should be made for an oral nS well as 
written examination wherever this could be done with advantage*, 
and that the conduct of all e rami nations be entrusted as far as 
practicable, to persona who had not been engaged in teacliing 
the candidates. 


One of the luslitutiona to bo njalutained under the Statutes 
by the Univeristy is the Oriental College : special rules were 
prepared for its mauagement, by which this Institution wfla 
placed under the control of a permanent Committee of tlie 
Senate. In 18S5 Regulations were also framed for the other 
teaching lastitntion maintaiued by the Umversity, the Law 
School, the examinations connected with its coorse having been 
recognised by the Chief Court as the compulsory testa for ud* 
misaion^to legal praotioe in the Province. 

The University having entered into pofiasssion of the various 
Endowments and Trusts previously held by the Punjab Univer¬ 
sity College, it boou became nocessaiy to provide rules whieli 
would ensure the proper administration of the University fipancee 
and the application of the different Trusts to their specific ob¬ 
jects asonmnally intended by the donors, The finaucial rules 
passed in 1886 have, with some subsequent modifications, been 
found suflScient to effect this purpose. lu the same year dotniled 
regulations were adopted relating to tho award of Arts Scholar^ 
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Ehips bytheGovammont mul University, wliich placed tho con¬ 
ditions of tltoir award find tooure on an nniforui bnais. 

In view of tlio elevation of the Uahoro HsJicfil Soliool into 
a Medical Coliege with an increased professorial staff, tlio 
University was cinpowererl in 1887 hy tlio Supreme Government 
to grant the Degrees of Bacliolor aud Doctor of Medicmc, 

Id the following year tUo const itut ion of I ho Syndicate and 
Facnlties wns theroiighiy revised on Ihe llnea of a lueninranduiii 
drawn np by theVioc-Chaucellor, Dr. IV . H. Ihittlgan, llie new 
rules adopted nnnlo the Syndicate a real Bsecutive Lonimitten 
of Iho SenatD, elected on reprcaentativo priiiciploa, TItc 
FactiUies were provided with a constituted Ileait, the Dean, rw- 
ponsible for the transaction of business, anti a Board uf Stndiofi 
vvas created within each Faculty with power to escrciac special 
control over ali questions connocteJ with the standard of 
examinations. The refotins In the organisjition of tlie Oriental 
Co! lego effected in i 888 ha VO been noticed in the remarks on 
that luatltutioa ; they were accompanied by certain changes in 
the Kflgulatioiis for tho Orieiitid Language Exniiiinationa, which 
fixed proper tests either in KngUsh or in Goneml Know led go 
for those Oriental Titles Oandidatea who wished to qualify for 
diplomas. In the same year the Pennto pslnbliahod conditions 
for the manflgement of the nuinificcnt endowment made by Seth 
RAm Rattan, IL fi,, with a. view to the on con rage men t of 
Sanskrit studies in the Punjub. 

During the Academical year 1839-90, important modifications 
were made by the Senate, on the basis of certain proposals of 
tlie General Educational Conference of 1889, in the Regulations 
affeetitig the pass percentages and standards of (he several 
Arts ami Oriontnl Faculty Esaminalions. The changes adopted 
after careful consideration ivere, it was thought, calculated to 
facilitate the admission of studenta to University studies while 
preserV'ing standards for examination which wors likely to 
maintain the reputation of the University. The important and 
long pending work of the separation and ndjiietment of the 
fflccounts oE the numerotia Special Triista and fciidowtneuts was 
brought to ft satiafuctory concliistoii in the same year. full 
report on tho state of the various cndowincnts was submitted 
to the Senate after a thorough scrutiny of tiio Fundud Account 
Books since the dato of the Fonudutlou of the Uni versit.i, and 
it thus became possible fur the first tine to lay down distinct 
rules for the future maimgoment of each individual Tniat. la 
order to meet the excess coat iuciiTred by tho Orion tut Cnilego 
in providing tuition in Classical Langunges to stadents of the 
Government College, the Lneal Gov'crninont liberally sanciioned 
on tho application of tlio Ufiivevsity, au additional gmnt^of 
Hs. 3,120 per noniitn. The Endowment Funds of the Lmvci^ity 
reCOivKl in 1899 a very considerable addition by the mnnificent 
gift of Rs. 50,000 offered by Eis Highness the Mahanija of F^tinla 
for the establishment of University Scholarships in honor of His 
late Royal Highness Frince Albeit Victor’e visit (otheFaajab, 
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Chapter V The Supreme Govern me nt bi^viTig^ on application of tbo

In connection with the udjnAtiaent of the Trust Acconnta 
effected in t he provio aa yoiir^ the Fin aoci nl R nl ea of tlj o U n i ver aity 
were tlioroughly revised in order to onaura for the fiitnra iho 
proper separation of tho Current from the Special Trusts and 
General Endowment Accounts, and a Board - of AcconiU^ waa ^ 
confitituted to act as a coiisnltative body on all Gtiancial matt&rs. 

The Local Govcrnnient Hbornlly responded to au appiicatioii of 
tha Dnivarsity by sanctioning an additional grant of Ra. 2,4W 
per annum for the improvement of the Law School. 

Ill 18t)2 tho Syndicate and Senate devoted much consul era- 
. tion to preposab copmected with tlio institutioa ol E^^amlnationa 
in Science^ The Supreme Governmont having invited the 
co-oporation of tho University towards establishing an alternative 
Entmuco ExaTulnation which would lead to a bifurcation of 
studies in secondary schoolsj it was thought that the ohjeef* m 
view could ba attained only by astablighinir on the Science Mide 
All aUeruative to tho oicietiug Entrance Exammation of tho Arts 
Faculty which would lead op to n higher Dniversity course and 
a Dygroo in Scionco^ respectively. Tho Senate accord ingiy 
adopted a sclierue providing for an Entrance Examinatioa in ^ 
Science and tlio in^titutiou of an Interinodlate Examination in 
Science loading np to an Examination for the Degree of Bachelor 
of Science, These rccomuicndaliods were agreed to by tho Local 
and Supreme Governtnent^ and full Regulations have since hoeti 
framed and danciumed to give effect to them. 

The rulea relating to the various Readers and Transhitors 
on the Endowments of the University wore subjected t-oallioroiigh 
revision in order to bring the conditions of award and tlio tin ties 
connected with these pEK?tE 5 into cluae agreemout with tho 
* original objects of the Endowments, The Regulations for the 
aevernl Oriental Language Examinations abo underwent revision 
in 1893 and amemluients wore cRec^cd in the Rules relating to 
the admission to tho various Ari^ Exuniinations* 

During die year 1893 tho Board of Accounts wa^ able to 
rejiort a coimidcrablo improvement in tlio Jinaooial pOHition of the 
University owing mainly to tho eteady increago in the iinmbor 
of candidates oCfering themselves for tho Exariiiuations of tbe 
Univei^ityi and to recommend in connection therewith a sub- 
Slantiul increase iu the remuuemtion given ro its Examiners, 

The Boaidb rccommetidation was adopted by tho Senate, and 
it ie satisfactory to note that tho scnla of remuneration now 
offered beara favorable comparison with those of other Indian 
U Diversities. 

Rules wore fnamed In the same year for Ihe re-oxamhiation, 
under certain conditiona, of Answer papers at the Onivenity aud 
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MiJillo School BsammiLtloiis. Tlic lledicil Degraes, DiplomM 
and Licenses (rrMited tho rniijsib UniTeraity were tecogniapd 
by ttij Geiionil Medienl Coiutoil of tbc United Kingdom, tie 
University oE Oxford Laving nlrendy aonietiino provbnaly ad¬ 
mitted the Funjab Univeraily to tbo privilegea of a Colonial 
University iindor its Statutes, 

TLo follow iagstatomenlB will illiistmto tlio flotual working 
of Iho University and the extent of its operations iiii the Aca- 
deuiicnl year ending SOtli September 1^03. 

At tlie proper University examinations held during the 
year in the FiicoUies of Arts, Orionlal Leitt niugs, Law and Medi¬ 
cine not less than 2,111 candidates proEontod tbcmsolvcs. 
In addition to these 5,183 candidates who appeared ut tho 
Ihininb Middle School Esaminalion of that year, were examined 
through tho ngcticy oE the I’uttjnb University. The total amoniit 
of feeB realised from the candidates waa nearly Ra* 76,000, this 
sum formiug the most iu>portant itora on tho receipt aide of tbo 
Uuiveraity Budget. 

Tho tubnlnr atatoment recorded below shows the number oE 
candidates who appeared at the several University esamluations 
and tho results. Tbo corresponding ^gures for 1883 arc shewn 
with tbo object of afiording a cotuparison rvitU the Uuivarsity’s 
examination work iu the first year of its existence; they will 
best indicate tbo progress since lUiidc in exlcudiag the Uuiver- 
sity's operations i—

Thp Collt’ge lina attached to it a library fontainiJig 
J^3C0 volntftea. In counBCtion with the teaching in Plijstcal 
Science^ there is a well-atoeked muFieuTn of apporata^^ ns well ns 
a collection of niinernls, rocks and fossib presented by the 
Geological Deparbrnent. There ia a Debating CInb connected 
with the College whicJi meets every Saturday for discussion 
nf matters of scholastic and practical interest. 

The Coliege now possesses a large boarding*! ion sc, the 
finest in the ProvSnee^ built at a cost of OTcr HSf ^10*000^ It 
ia within the College precincts and contains accommodation 
for about 120 board el's. The senior boarders nrp pro’iHded 
with separata rooms^ while the juniors occupy dormitories 
having each pliices for eight pet-soas* Attached to the Imard* 
ing^honse are hatha for Hindus and Muliammadonsi nino 
kitohens^ and a spacious football ground^ as well as a cricket 
ground and tennis courts. The old I^resbyteriau Church in 
the College ground Jias been purchased by Government at a 
cost of its. 15,000 and converted into a gytnnasirini fitteil 
with apparatus and appliances of the best modern kind. Drill 
and gymuastica are taught daily by a paid instructor. 

The neighboumg building formerly used as tho office of 
the Eicise Commissioner has been remodelled and is now set 
apart as an official residence for the Principal of the College, 

This enables him to superintend the hDarJing-housea and 
to look after tha general welfare of tho students tiiore efficiently 
than was possible under the old arrangements. 

The Orietifa! College wn& pstablished by the Senate of the The Labors Oriia- 
Punjab Univereity College in 1870 for the purpose of teaching 
the Classical Langungc?t and Literatures of tliu East and impart- 
hig higher iiiatruction in ^Ventern Scieucea through the medium 
of the standard vernaculars of thp Province* In 1882 the itistL 
iulion was taken over by tho newly constilntad Ponjah DuiverBity

.4s^umAn'MsUinii/n, Lahore .—Tlio Anjiiman.UIslapiiya was 
nstahtished in 1869, and interests itself in alt questions uSecting 
the Muhainuadau community. Its chief aims are to poptiinrjiio 
tho measures of Gorcmtueni affecting Mubammadansj and to 
reproaout to Government ibe views of that community. 

Garw fiffnjA fi'ethir, iofiorc-—This sodety was founded in 
1879. It hfw for its special object the repressatation o£ Sikh 
interests, tho encourage me lit of the Punjabi language, and the 
tnaiiitenanco of Sikh docirinea and onstoms. 

Anjn Samtij, r/tiAere.—TInB Samfij was founded in 1379. 
It has for its main object the revival of tho Vedic religion and 
the spread of Baushrit learning. It mainlaina a Colloga at 
Lalioro, called the Duya Kand Anglo-Vedic College, which is 
. ODD of the most interesting educutionnl enterprises in Northern 
India. Tho society has numoroua brandies. It issues au oruan 
in English called the -'Iryii I^nirika. 

The Khiilstt Diirihi, Loficre.—This society was eatahlislied in 
18S3. Its chief aims aro tho diffusion of tisoful knowledge 
among the Sikh community, tlio improvement of Pniiidhi 
literature, tho extension of feiunlo education, the religions in- 
btruction of Sikh youths to unite the Sikh community into u 
whole,and to incnlcate loyalty to the British Governmont. It 
has vuiious hrunchea throughout tho province. It started 
«cently the KhAlsu College, a movement w hich is likely to result 
in complete anccess. 

JVie ladiatt AesodatioMf is/iore.^This society, which is a 
branch of the National Indian Assodation, Calcutta, was estab^ 
liahed in 1883. Its chief objects aro political ndvancciQDnt and 
BDCial reform. 


The Pttnjitb Aiwinlion, /.(i/iorr.—This assodaticD, which 
was established in 1886, is u branch of the Society in London 
known ns tho National Indian Association.

The highest rt&id?ia 
was Es. 20 in tlio immodiato vicinity of Lahore where water is 
near the surface and well cnltivatbn is very profitable; an cl 
tho lowest was Ea. 6 a well in the western portion of tbeMrlujlm 
where the water-bearing stratum lies very deep and wells arcs most 
expeneive both to build and to workn Besides framing revenue 
rates Mr* Saunders also made calonlations of the value of the 
pi'odctco grown in each eirclci the principle of asse^ssraont then 
beiRg apparently that Government was ontifcled to take gpc-sixtli 
slinre of the gross prodnee.

Belying on 
bis prcdecossor'sa&scs&menlg as absolutely correct at the time

Table No* SXXIII* Since the year 1832*83 up to the present 
the uumbDr of deeds registered has increased 27 per cent, and 
the value of property affected has risen 82 per eenli. In the same 
period the income from registration has riaen from Rs. 11*708 in 
the year 18 B 2-93 to Ils* 111*354 in the year 1 S 91 - 93 , The Lahore 
district rants fouTth among the districtB of tho Province as 
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regards registmtioB incotnu and aixtli aa regards the □umber of 
deeds registered. The Bepicity Cominiissbuer af the district is 
Registrar. Former]j the maiD body of the registratioD work 
was done by the IVeasiiry Officer aa Sab-i^egistrar at head¬ 
quarters and hj the Tahsild4re as Sab-Fegiatrara at tabsila. la 
1884 a non-official Sub-Registrair wasappoinLed atbeadniiuartei'ii 
to do all the i*egistration work, except what the Registrar 
haato take according to^ralehe receives a fixed proportion of the 
fees. Similarly at the outlying tahaila Dou-olficial Snb-Hegis- 
trars have heen anointed in recent years with the view of 
relieving the TahaUd^rof regia tration bus i ness* 


The Excise administration eoucema itself with (1) imported 
European spirits and feniiented liqnorj (2) fermented liquors 
manufaetured at licenaed breweries in India, (d)-apiritB parsed 
from distilleries in India worked according the European 
methodi (4) country spirits or spirits mantjf&ctnred after the 
native method, {5} opiumj (d) hemp drags. These nro sold 
wholesale or retail, thj the wholesale vend of spirits or 
liqnora a low fixed fee is charged- The fees far retail sale are 
generally fixed by competition ; shops-a re allowed to be opened 
wherever they appear to be wanted and tio objection exists^ 
and the lease of the right to sell i^pirits^ liquor or drugs at 
each Bhop^ us the ca&a may be, for the term of one year, is sold 
by aaction. Sometimes tcudiers for leases of certain ahop» or 
gronpa of shopS^are Bcoaptod^ and the auction syetcm is dispens¬ 
ed with. The uumbers of retail shops for aaio of country spirits^ 
European liquors^ opium and otoer drugs that have been 
maintained in this district during the last ten years are shown 
in Table No. XXXV. The opium and drug lioeiiBes havo 
always been granted together here: the shop licensed to sell the 
one 18 licensed to sell the other, C>f the Eiiropoaa liquor shopa 
a small proportion are licensed to sell ram only. In additioti to 
the license fees for their solo rum and country liquor are al.w 
charge^l with still-hend duty, the former paying Rs, 4 an 
Imperial gallon on issue from the place of manufacture and the 
latter Kb. d an Imperial gallon of proof liquor and Rs. 2^8-(h fnr 
liquor under proof. The rum is principally manafactured at 
the Rosa distillery of the Hbahjahfinpur district of the North- 
West Provincoa. The country spirits arc manufactured in the 
central distillery at Lahore, where at present es many aa 18 
Bill Is are working. The total ainoujit of country liquor man u:- 
factnred nt this distillery in 1892-93 won 30,77S gallons^ of 
which more than half went to shops sitijate in the Lahore city 
or cantonmentaa. 4,049 gallons to the vitWea of Lahore tabs!b 
6,673 gallons to E^fir tahsil, 3,S09 to Chdui^n tabsfl, and 632 
gallons to Sharakpor tabsEl.

lUrt Dd£Ii Cntiai, ^ A lull nccopnt of the Bsiri Dorib Canal will be found in 
Chapter VIIL Section of the Proviacial Volume of the 
Gassetteeri wliich should be referred to for detailed informa¬ 
tion regarding the history of the canal. The original project 
for the caual was drawn^ up iu J 85D, ahortly after anuexatioo. 
Some modiUcaliDns of tbe original design were fonnd to be 
ncceastirjj and a reidsed estimate wus submitted In 1856. The 
canal was formally opened in and irrigation commenced 

in the following year. 

The head works are situated on th® left bnuk of the river 
Ravi near Midhopnr^ in tbe Gurduspur district. Coii-^lderabk 
nngineeriag difllculties wore liero encountered^ owing to tlio 
Chakkl and other hill torrents and natural drainage lincfi 
croaaing or approaching near to the Hue of tho caTial, b[it 
Uieso have been successfully surruoyntod. Tbe canal runs In 
one channel for 30 milos^ after which, near to the civil station 
of Gurdji^pnr a braneb is taken off, wbicli, Horen miles further 
on, is divided into the Sobrslon aud llie Kasur 3^ranches. 

The I branches of the Biiri Dorib €"atml oporating in iho 
Lahore district arc— 


(i) tho Lahore BTanch ; 

(ii) tbe Main Braticb Lower i 
(ill] the Kasiir Branch ; 

(iv) the Sobnion Branch. 

Taking these in the order nanied^ Xo. (I) leaves the Main 
Canal at AliwM in the Gurdispnr dlstri ct^ mid passing through 
the Amritsar district reaches the Lahoro tabsil jost beyond 
Attriri in its 40th mile; then trending south-west it passes be¬ 
tween Mirin Mir and Lahore and ultimately tails into the Hilvi 
near Nirizbeg in ila Ghd mile. This branch has eight distribn* 
tarica working in the Lahore district; among these being the 
Sbrilatnrir Rajbaha which follows the alignmentof the old UansH 
Canal, constructed during the Mnghal dynasty for the supply 
of the fountains in the Koyal gardens, still known as tbe 
ShahlbAgbj near Bhagwrinpura. The Main Branch Lower (Ii) 
also leaves tho STain Canal at Ali w/Ll, aadj rnnning down the 
Dorib fairly paroJIet to the Lahore Branchy enters the Lahore 
district in its 41st mile near the village of China. Its coni'se 
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tlujn for 23 miles nearly coincided ^itli the boundary of tbc CU&pterV, D. 
Laliore and Kasnr talisUSj to opposite tliQ Bail way Station of partlr—

Tha latter rata was 
hitrodnced in 1968 at the Tovision of settloment. In practica 
it was not found to fulfil its object except whore the owner 
w:is himself cultivating tho land. Where tlio ennal-irrigated 
hind was in tho hands of a tenant, the general compniition for 
such land cuabled tho owner to get a much higher rout than ho 
could hnTD done if the land had not been caual-irrigated, and 
tho tenant was also left to p-ay the owner’s rate ns well as the 
crop or water-rate. From this condition of things the Canal 
Department drew the just conclusion that their crop or water- 
rates were not high enough in comparison with tho benefit 
derived from Iba irrignliou. ^lorcovor the double charge of tho 
two rates had proved troublesome from an account point of 
viow. Jt was therefore decided to abolish the owner’s rate, 
which had failed to accomplish its purpose and to raise tho 
crop or water-rstes slightly above what the old crap rates and 
owner’s rutoa combined iimonoted to. At tho s a me lime in 
supersession of tho principles hitherto followed of assessing 
canal-irrigated land no higher than ordinary nnirrigated land 
in its neighbourhood, ordei-a wore issued that all lands benefiting 
from canal irrigation shoujd, in addition to tho ordinary iin- 
irrigated rate, pay a nahn jmria or canal enhanced rate, credit 
for the proceeds from which should be given to thn Canal 
Dcpartnieu!'.

CHAPTER VL 

TOWNS, MUNICIPALITIES AND CANTON¬ 
MENTS. 


SECTION A—ANCIENT LAHORE. 

I — Biitory of Ltikor$ City. 

Lahore is a eitj ’which may clniio the aitentioti, not only of 
the student of the hlalorj and antiqoiliea of India, bnt also of the 
cencral reader. It is situated iu u region interesting to nil, oa 
tho clasaic ground of Aloinuder's conquests j it is important 
in early Indian history, as the focus of the carlioat struggles 
between Hinduism and Muhanitnadanistn, and the centre of a 
coafederotion which, for upwards of two centuries^BucceBafully 
withstood tho progress of Isidro, The name of the city la 
nsaociatod with cFory Muhammadan djnnstyoE Lorthern India 
from the Ghaznividea to the Mughala, aometitnes as the seat 
of OoTemment, and always as a place of importance. In the 
history of the Siklis, it is distinguished as the scene of Arjun's 
martyrdom and as the capital of the kingdom founded by 
Haniit Singh. Lastly, it is at tho present time the chief city of 
a nrovioce containing within its limits perhaps the most martial 
population of India. Eistoriiina and poets of the East and of 
the West bava united iu celebrating the estent and eulogisiing 
the epleudour of Lahore. Abalfida, In the fourteenth ceatuiy, 
had read of it m the pages of Jbn Alatir as "acity groat among 
the cities of India." Abnl-faEl, in tbo sixteonth, describes it aa 
the" grand resort of people of all nations." "If ShiriK and 
Ispabfin ” says an old local proverb, "were united, they would 
not make one Lahortj,” The travellor Thevonot, who saw it in 
A D. IGGSi tlifl period of its decline, stetes that a short time 
before hie visit the city with its suburbs covered an area of 
three leagues in length. Bernier notes tho magnificence of its 
palace, the length of its streets, and the height of tho houses 
U compared with those at Agra or at Delhi. Oar own Milton 
places Lahore nmong the—

By local Hindu tradition tho origin of Lahore, like that of 
nost of the princely houses of India, is traced, to lUima, king

But it is not meTel j m local traditiou ^ 

that Lahore ia tnado illustrious; itg pamo 13 celebrated in tha 

legends and ^u£U*^historic traditioos of compnrativ^eljr distant 

localities as the scene of tho battles and chiTalry of heroic times, 

and the metropolssj in a Greek sense, of other ancient Hindu 

£5tates. In the R^ja Tarangini the ancient chronicle of Ea^^limir, 

Lahore ia mentioned aa a dependency of the great Lalitaditya. 

In the D^sh-t^i-bhdga^ a compilation from the Puninaa, drawn up 
by order of the learned UAja Jai Singh Sawai, of Jaipur, it is re¬ 
corded that, at the end of dIio Dwiparor Brazen Age, Bliim Sen 
fought Ban Mai, itaja o£ Lahore, a tnighty prince, with an army 
of 10,000 horsenoeHj and after a conflict oE three days" duration, 
took him prisoner and made his kingdom trihutptry. Again, lu 
the ballaa poetry of the northern border, ** the forest near 
Lahore" then called UJenagar, figures as the battle-ground 
wheio K&sAlii, son of Sal VdhAu^ the oponyitiic hero of Sinlkot, 
fought and alow the monster ihikhas. Again, to descemi to 
more historic times, id the aunala of tho ^[ewli^ State, iu Knj- 

S utana, the founder of the royal lino ia recorded to have been 
lanaks&D, a Solar Rajput prince, who migrated from Lahore. 

Moreover, the Solankhi tribe of Anal ham Rattan and the Bhaci:! 
of Jaisalmer, whose name is still borne by ooe of the city gate¬ 
ways, point to Lahore as the seat of their earlier location. 

Oa the other hand, there is n Mnhammadau tmdition that MaliAminadiLnl^csl 
the present city and fortress of Lahore were fotitided by ilalik traJTtifln. 

As^aa, the friend and connsellor of Mahmud of Ghd^ni, and his 
tomb by the Taksali g^te is still revensd by Mnsalmaua as the 
burial place of the Ockist of Lahore. 

These two traditions may be reconciled by supposing that now rwaTicileabTit. 
the original Hi add city of Lahore did occupy exactly its prescat 
site, or that the city had been deserted or deatroyed before its 
final capture by ihe Muhammadans^ and was founded by them ds 
noi?0+ There are reasons which make it probable that boirfa these 
suppositions are correct. It la probable that there was an older 
city of Lahore somewhere in the vicinity of the existing village 
of Icbra, or about three tulles from its present site* In the first 

f tacc, there ia a tradition among the inabitants of villages of 
chra and MuZang to this effect; in the nest place, the old name 
of lebm was Ichrsi Lahore, Avhich is still to be found, it is said, 
upon old documenta; and lastly, tbe oldest and most sacred 
Hindu shrines are to be found in trliis locality* 

These stories cannot indeed bo considered history, but they 
show the intimato connection of Lahore with tho seuii-mythic 
period of Indian history. Xuraismatic resoarohRa tend to show 
that Lahore formed a portion of the kingtiom of Memandi and 
his successors, that it fell successively into the hands of the 
Seytbic dynasties of AieSp Kadphisea, and Eanokis, and subso- 
qiiently, under the rak of a Samuian dynasty oE princes who 
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CliApler VI, A. rcigiied betwePD tbo fc^HTth find so^cxitb contdriea A. D. Ib m 
. ~ poBsible that Kanekld^ wbdsd date given by Prinsep asftbf>ut 100 

ncien Ln ore^ ^ ^ ftamoEis tlio Konekgen of tho MewAr chrooick* and 

lJyw.rccD.idlci*hle.^^ Kaulsslita oE the annals of Kaabmir, in wMeb ease Lahore 
must have been tlie capital of the third Scythian dynasty. 
From the above and other similar traditions of Rnjp fit origin 
it maybe inferred that the founders of Ijohoro were of ibe Ezijpfit 
raee> and that the city was probably the capital of one of the 
earliest of the Rajpfit States csablishcd in the west of India; 
and this inference is ccrrolwrated by the fact that, at the ear¬ 
liest dawning of rcliabln Indian hiatory^—tho period of tho 
Musalmfio invasioLiH in the seventh and tonth contprioSj^ — ^wo 
find Lahore the capital of an important Hindu principality^ 
Qiercisiog a kind of foadiil superiority over other States.

fu I lowing considerations. "VVo liave already seen that Latiore 
was fouadud and had riaen to bo the capita] of a great kiugdoui 
hf/ore tho end of the aeveath century of the Christian em. On 
the otfier hand there are roaaoQs for believing that tho city, if it 
existodj was a placer of no importance np to at least the first 
century. In the first placoj there is no mention of Lahore, nor of 
any city with wliieli it may be fairly ident'Bed, in the writings of 
the Greek historians of the expedition of Alciander to tbo East 
liurpea would identify it with Sanjdia,* a city mentioned Ijy 
Arrian as the strongliold of tho iiatkcBi or Kathstif who occupied 
the region in which Lahore la situated. Ifnfc the poeition of San- 
gala—three marches from the Rdvi—would appear fatal to sucli 
a position. Yet there can be no doubt that Alexander crossed 
the RAvl in the vicinity of Lahore, and must in all probability 
have passed the site of the modern city, Jf, thort'fore, any 
piiico of iniportapce bad existed at the time, it would doubtless 
have been mentioned. In tho next place, no city answei'ing in 
name Or d^oscriptioa to Lahore occurs in Straho, who wrote be¬ 
tween ii.Cr. C6 and A.D. S‘t, and desoribos with eomc particularity 
tho region of Katbtoa ; nor does it appear in t’liny's doHoriptioii 
of the royal road between tho Indus sud Allahabail, which 
must have been written botweoQ A.D. iJ3 and A.D. 79. luvslly, 
no coins of the Indo-lJactriaii or Iiido-Soythic dynaattea have 
been disco vorad at Lahore, at tbo ugh the locality formed a portion 
of tho kingdom of Matiaiidor and Ida successors, and probabtv 
also of tbo Scythic dynasties of Aaes, Kadphtaes, Kaimkis. It 
may be thoroforo sti far concluded with aoiuo degree of con¬ 
fidence that Lahore miiat have .been: founded isiwecji the first 
and aoTonth centuries of the Christian era. 

Rut, further in tho Geography of rtoleiay,t who flonrislicJ 
at Alexandria about A, |J, 15U, mention is made of a city culled 
Lahokiaf sitaated on tho routa between the ludns and PalilnjUira 
ill a tract of country called Kmpeitta [Kashmir?], described os 
extending along the rivers liidthttf, (-Ihelaiij), Samlabdt 
(U/ytndr, BJutya, or Cbendb), and A Jr is (RAvi). This place 
WilforJ weald identify, from ila name and pt>sitioa, with Laliore 
and the identification is made more probable by tho recent dis- 
covory by Major-General Cuniiiogham of tho AmakitU of 
Ptolemy, a city placed by biui in the immodiato vicinity of /,a6eilli«.

In the Ttibtila Pentifigeriana, a valuable itiuemry of the Koman 
Empire, supposed to have been drawn up about A. D. 230, 
jaentioa ia made of a city named Jb/ioro, situated on tiie route 
from^ the ^Indus to the Ganges, which so far corresponds in 
position with Lahore that it is made to follow on the list of a citv 
named Spaiaro, ontlieriverCheniib. The forme rMnjpr-General 
Cunningham would identify with Lahore j bnt Wilford prefers 
riAdra, an ancient city on the Sutlej, meotioned in the JfrtM- 
Ifttirofs; and philologicolly the latter identification would appear

Ue speaks of a large city, 
containing many thousands of families, chiefly Brahmins, situ¬ 
ated on the eastern frontier of the kingdom of Cheka, which, he 
any a, eitended from the Indus to the Be as. From this city he 
proceedtfd eastward to China Fati, and thence to Julaitdhara, 
the modern Jallundur, Now Jullundor is situated almost due 
east of lAbore, and midway between the two cittea is a village 
called Paifi, to this day.

How MadhokattT^ might easiljj froTo the similaritj between 
k and «j and r and final i, in the Arabic charucterj be c^^rmpted 
from Wantoi or A/onddAito^i a place near SiAlkofc, The snppost- 
tion Is rendered more probable by the fact tliat* in afti^r timesj 
Sber Bh&b^ the so-called usurper,—butj as will be hereafter 
pointed ont, in reality the representative of the anti-Jloghal, or 
anti-foreigner partyj— seriousTy contemplated romoTing ihe seat 
^ of Government from Lahore, which had become associated with 
Moghal supremacy, to this very place, the capital of the last 
native dynoefy. If each be tbe caso, it will serve to explain 
the otherwise remarkable fact that no mention of Lahore is to 
be found in the Geography of Mas^di, the Herodotus of the 
Arabs, who wrote in the tenth cent ary, and himself gojoumod 
at hlooltan, or within little more than 300 miles from the modern 
city of Lahore^ 

Such are the somewtiat barren results of inquiries into 
the pre-Muhammadan history of Lahore. They may be briefly 
recapitnlaied as follows ^— That the city of Lahore, formerly 
LobAwar^ and possibly the ba&nArlei of Ptolemy, was founded by 
an ancient [{djpiit colony some time between the first and seventh 
centuries of onr era, probably ns enrly as the beginning of 
the second; that it soon rose to be a place of importance^ the 
parent of other colonies, and eveatually the capital of a powerful 
principality, to which it gave its Dame; that, whether owing to 
change of dynasty, or to its exposed fiositioii on the high road 
from AfghAnistAn to India, it was anbseqnently deserted, and 
the seat of Government was removed to SiAlkot or its vicinity, 
where it remainod until the perinil of the invasion of Mahmud of 
Ghazni in the beginning of the elvenih century; that the 
conqueror re-occupied the disserted city, and established a 
garrison in a fort, built pcwaibly, like the Purana Qila at Delhi, 
on tho ruina of the old EAjpAt stxougbolil.

^lodern Lahore FallB far short of the glowing deacriptiouB 
giv'on by early writers, and quoted in the preceding pages^ In

Agra, and even to Amritsar^ The circuit of its walls does net 
exceed three niiles^ and its populntiodj at the last census, wag > 

giveti &fc about l07jOGO, The streets are narrow and womilike;, 
and the general aspect of the city, with the exception of 
its norLhern front, k neither imposing nor picturesqae. But 
a closer acqnaiatanco with the city and its environs will 
tend considerably to modify the first impression and gn^e eomo 
colour to the extravaganl descript ions referrud to above* That 
Lahore formerly covered a far larger area than it does at present 
IS at once apparent from the number and extent of tha ruins 
which coTcr tha face of the surrouuding country. From the city 
wails to Sh^Idmar, Ilian Mir and Ichra—a circle with a 
radius of some thron or four milee—ooe h constaiitSy com¬ 
ing acrtisB crumbling mosques, tombs, gateways and 
gigantic mounds* Some eoocoption of the extent of Lahore 
in iu pabuicr days, as compared with its pre$eiit state, may be 
fornted from the fact that oE thirty^six guzars or quarters into 
which Labore is koown to have been divided, only nine are ^ 
included witliiii the area of tho modem city; but a ruore vivid 
picture of tho desolutbn which has passed over Lahore will be 
obtained by a view of tho surreundlng country from a minaret 
of (he Imperial mO$qoO or oE the mosque of ’Wazfr Kbati. 

*kim^ have Riipposcd that the actual city, that is, the in- 
habited portion of Lahore, never exteiided beyond its present 
limila, and that the maas of debris which everyivhere meets tlie 
eyo is composed entirely of the remains of tombs and garden walla, 

Tbo supposkiou may lie provod to be crroiLOOus, not only by the 
evidence of eye-witnesses, Native and Europaun, sncli as Bernier, 
Tavernier nudThevouoti but also from tho exmlsneo among 
the debris of numerous amall wells, such as are congtructoi in 
the private dwelling-houses of n closely-packed city and from 
ilia position of tho large rained mosque on the right-hand side . 
of the Amritsar road, known as tho Idgah, or place of asssembly 
npou Muhammadan feast-dajSp Such buildings arc almost nU 
ways creeled in the immediate ouLskirtu of u town ■ it may be 
inferred, therofore, that when this mosque was built tbo city 
extended as far ag its immediaio viciaitj : but the city is now 
□early three miles off, and tho building has longccaaed to bo the 
rendezvous of the faithful on their holy days. Again, wc have 
a casual notice, in a Mnhammadau writer of Ahbar^s time oE a 
certain ynzrtr or quarter, which is now desolate and upwards oE

The iuterrals betwccu those dlfforent 

quarters wore Dllod np with tombs, ganlena and mosques, whose 

rematua now form a conspicuous feuture in the aspect of the 

eiivIrons of Lahore. Tho ifoli J/uhnl or llegi>ut*atroot of oht 

Lahore is said to baro been in the vicinity ol the present civil 

Ktatioti, and to this day coins and roinaitis of jewellery aro 

oecasioualiy picked up ia that locality after heavy rains, 

It is easier to form nn idea of tho size and extent of iJie old 
city of Lahore than of its magniBeeuce. Few cities have 
Buflerod more from desolating hordes and from anarchy than 
Lahore during the last 120 years provioua to the inaiignratiou 
of English rnio. Eight times did the troops of Ahnmd Shah 
UurAiii pass throng h Lahore! Mahrattas and Sikiis have done 
thoir work of destruction, and tho buildings, being for the most 
part built of brick, have perished and arcs perishing rapidly 
from more osposnro. Hut it is certain, from tho aoconnts we 
possess and from the absence of any but insignificant specimena 
of Hindu find PathAn remains, that pntil the period of tho 
hloghnl dynasty, tho city had no architectural pro tensions : 
on the other band, in the numbor and importaoco of its tombs, 
the profuse use o£ glazed tiles and onamol led frescoes assn 
arclntoctnral decoration, the recurrence of the bul^liko dome 
and semi-domed gateway we have all the character]sties of the 
Uoghal or what may be termed the florid style of Indo-Miih- 
amrnaJan architectare, atandiog perhaps in a similar relation 
to the Pathan to that which tho decorated style of English 
architoolnre twars to that termed semi-Norman, As f(tr as can 
bo judged from existing remainB, Lahore can never have 
enualied Delhi in iU public buildings, though tho superior mo 
of its piivato edifices would indicate the csisteneo of more 
private wealth. Still, in tho tomb of Jahdngir tho palace of 
that Prince and of his successor Shiihjahfin, the mosque of 
Waair Khan, tho Pearl luoaqne, the gardens of SLdlfitcac, 
and the Badshdhi or Imperial mosquo of Anraiigaob, will be

Lahore.—a circumstauoo which might well be esplamod by ihe 
absence of stone matorial. and the uumerous doatmctive invasion s 
to which the city baa been aubjacted; but it is not necosaary to 
resort to this eAplanatieu, for the fact is m aooerdance w. b whut 
all Indian architectural researches tend to show, namely, that 
the northern Hindu race was not, until a comparative^ late 
period, in the habit of building templea, or durable edifices of 

anvkind. Even at Delhi, the seat of Htudu dynasttes from up. 

wards of u thousand years before Christ to more than a thou¬ 
sand years after the Christian era, and where tliore is abundance 
of stone, no spociuicns of Hindu architectaro exist dating earlior 
than the tenth or the eleventh centory. There are some grounds 
for supposing that the old Hindu city of Lahore did noi wenpy 
exactly the site of the modern city. Tradition points to the 
viciuitv of Ichra, a village about three miles to the west, as the 
site of old Lahore. The name of the viUage was formerly Ichra 
lakorf, a name still to he found, it is said, upon old dcciimfliate 
and occasionally adopted in hwadw, or native bills of exeliange, 
drawn upon Lahore. Moreover, some of tbs oldest and most 
sacred Hindu shrines are to be mot with m this locality.'* Should 
such be the case, it is not improbublo that the gateway of the 
present city, known as tlio I^ihori or Lohan gateway, wm bo 
Llled ns being the gateway looking in tlio ^rection of Lo^umr 
or old Lahore'inat as the Kashmiri gate l^ks towards Kashmir

This fact, coupled with the silence of earlier writere, leads to 
the conclusion that Lahore, at the period of the Pathan dynastias, 
though a place of considerable importance, wna not remarkaWe 
for its extent or the beauty of its bnildmgs. Amir Khusran. at 
the end of the thirteenih century, alludes to Lahora and the 
twin citv of Kasur simply ns inhabited snots in the midst of a 
desolate waste. Ibn Batiita, who travelled from Malian to 
Delhi in the middle of the fourteenth, did not think it worth a

rleacriptiona of EAbiil* Samarkaud^ and tho environs of Delhi, 
leaves Lahore nqnotieod ; Uatlj Amin Ahmad Baai* author of a 
work called fla/t AqliMf dated A. D. 1624| states that until the 
time of Abbar^^ IlahQ^^s was nothing more than a number of 
detaohed hamlets. 

In fin archateotiiral point of a vieWp tliereforej Lahore is 
aasentially a Moghal city; and its Muhammadan temaitiSj with 
n few ejcceptions, are iu the Moghal etjle; the exceptions being 
the tomb of Shah MnsiVj by the railway statioui which is Path An ;

To the ^loghak we owe the iiitrndnotion o! what now form 
tfiree striking charsctcriatics of the principal cities of Upper 
India. Tn the first place^ there grow up with them a new stylo 
of ftrehiteofure, more Hplendiid and elaborate, though less irmssivo 
than tho later PiitbAn from which ib was developed. Iu tho 
next place, to their love of the pioturesque iti nature,—a plessipg 
featura in their character,—wc owe the construction of those 
regularly-plftaned gardens,* with their dense foliage, fountains 
and imitative eascadoa, which have excited the enthusiastic 
admiration of travellora to the east. Coming from the well- 
watered valleys and waving foUa^ of Uahand Indejan, Babar 
regarded with almoat European disgust the dusty treoksa plaius 
of the Pnoiab. In hia memoirs, ho bitterly complaina of the 
ugliness of the cities of HiuduatAn. *^Thej have no walled 
gardens " he says, uo artificial water^coorses; ” and he seems 
to have lost no tima in sotting them a good examplcj by laying 
out a magnificeiit gardan at Agra- '^^The men of Hindp he 
coatinaesj " wlio hsid neirer before seen palacea fonned on such

K«initpi cif the Lahore, its noineroas gardens, tombs and ornamental 
peruMJ. gateways, must havo been, in tbo days of ils eplendonr, n fins 
specimen of an Indo-Moghal dtyj and thoagb no city hag per¬ 
haps suffered more from devastations and ilie hand of limCf it 
can slill show no mean specimens of architecture. In the old 
gateways leading to the fort, wo have esamples of the bold and 
magsive style ol Akbar, contrasting remarkably with the elegant >- 
i but somewhat fantastic architecture of later periods. In tho 

two elaborately carved vestibnlca, with pillars of red sandstone, 
Bopporting a sloping entablature, in the quadrangle of the citadel 
known as JahAugfr's KhwAbgAli, we have good speciniena of the 
Hinda-Moslem stylo of art^ ^usually supposed to have been 
peculiar to the time of Akbar. 

The KhwAbgah of Jahangir consisted of a large quadrangle 
with a colonnade on three sides t of red stone pillars^ intricately 
carved with bracket capitals, nonaisting of the figures of peacocks, 
elephants and griffins. On the centre of thn fonrth side^* which 
overlooked the Eavi, stood a lofty pavilion, in the Alogbal style 
of architecttire, and on cither aide at the point of contact of the 
colonnade with the oater ^vall were two chambers with verandahs 
of elaborately carved pillars supporting a sloping entablature, 
in the Jlinda stylSi In the quadrangle was n garden, with a ^ 
thah^ira or platform, of marble mosaic, and boneatli the pavilion 
and coloniiades were underground chambers to serve as a refuge 
from the heat. Sikh and EnrOpean disfigurements have coin- 
pletsly destroyed the effect of this beautiful quadrangle. Tlie

As works of art^ none o£ th^m can perhaps 
bear oompaTisoD with tba chef a dmn^r^ of Del hi j Agra^ or Faleh- 
pur Sikri ibntthBro is one special featES re m the Moghal buildiagSi 
at Lahore which cannot fail to strike obaenrerSp tiaioelyp the 
profasion and excellence of the oolonred tiling and enauiellod 
frescoes used ae ao ei-terQal decoratlod. By it tlie arch i tecta oE 
tbo day were enabled to compensatej to gome extent, for the 
want of Btono material and the con sequent itnpeseibility cf 
ecalptarot and to giire to brick walla that appearance of coatlinoBS 
and durability which, iti ao aesthetic point of view, is eseential 
to BUCcesB. The iiatiTo name of this species of decoration ia hdai 
or Jemhi^ Its use is common all over Porainj and Babai ,. ^fitiiig 
in the IGth cantnry^ speaks of a mesqne at Samarkand corored 
with porcelain of China" aa a novel by to him. It appears to 
have been introdneed^ in the farm in which it is found in thiii 
part of IndiSj from China, through Persia, by the Jloghala. 

Tradition attributes ita intfoductiDn to the influence of Tatnor- 
lane’s Chinese wife. However that may bop the oarlieat inslonco, 
according to Pergnson, is the celebrated mosque o£ TnbriZj builfc 
about the end of the thirteenth or beginning of the foartflcntii 
oentiirj of our era, just after the conquest of Persia by Ihu 
Mogbals, The next ia the temb of Muhutnmad Khiiddbandan, 
at Snlt^iilap built by the auccesscr of Ghazan Khan, tho builder 
of tho mosque at Tabriz. Pram this date the esc c£ gla^Aod files 
became coinmeii in Persia] but it was not till upwards of two

centuries from this time that it canjo to be no in llindugt&n. 
The earliest itiBtance of this niodc of decoration at Lahore is the 
tomb of Shall i^Uiga-j built In the roign of the Emperor Akbar. 
Tho colours of this, the oldest sperimcn, are as vividj and tho 
decoration ia aa perfect, as in any of tho luter onoa ] but the art 
did not come iuto genoml use until the time of Shahjaban, when 
it took a new form- Encau&tic tiles were* to a great extentj 
disused, and the designs were executcil on a hard kind of eomentt 
This process, beiog probably cheaper, led to the almost nnivereal 
fidopiion of kdaki designs as an architectural ornament. There 
is hardly a mosqno, nr a tomb, or a gateway, built during this 
per led I the walls of which are not covered with them. Sti^ngo 
to aoyj after the reign of Shahjahdn, it became almost entirely 
disused, and tho art may now be said to be lost in the Punjab* 
Colonrad tiles aro fetill manufactured in Labero and Moeltau ] 
but the colouring ia very poor, and the process of execntiog 
coloured designs upon plaster is altogether uaknowii*

Beema to hairg been derived from China at the md of the tbir- 
teenth conturj, it liaSj donbtlesaj osi?^ted in eth^r forma amoni^ 
Semitic nations from far more ancient tinifiR ; nml it ia re murk- 
nblo that the term Mshi is aafd to be neither Hindi nor Tartar^ 
but of Arabic origin, and akin to tho Hebrew n cup. The 
art waa imported into Europe by the Arabiana at the ond of tbo 
ninth century, and adopted by the Italians tinder the naoie o£

Prioce Kiimrdn* hrotlier of the Emperor HiiinAjuni when 
Viceroy of tb^ Punjab, aoecas to have gi^ea the hriat icapalBo to 
the architectural adornnicnt of Lahore by biiilding a palace 
and garden near the auborb of Nanlakha, and extending thcnco 
to tlio river RAvi. The place wa3 afterwards occupied by 
AsaE K!bad. It was hero probably that Enmiijiiij on his re¬ 
treat from Sher Sbah, the AEgh&n claimant of the tbrene, waa 
entertained by hia perfidious brother just before his tompora-ry 
expulaton. A story is told that, as the Iloyal cor^ih^e was cross¬ 
ing the lidTi in flight for the west, hi& counsellors suggc.ited to 
Hnmdj'un tho advisability of then and thoro despatching the 
brother whose fftJtblossuess was ono great cause of his mis for* 
tiities; but the Emperor indigtmiitly rejected tho proposal. A 
said to have been buiU by Prince Kilmr^n, \a now 
tisoil as a toll-bousa at tho bridge of boats. This is the oldest 
Rpecimen of Moghul architecture in Lahore, but has undergone 
considerable aUcrationa. AH that remains of the palace is it 
large galcwsyp now used as a private hoaaOj in the vicinity of 
Lehna Singh's chiunL But the period of Lahore\s grealcst 
splcodoiir were the reigna of Akbar, Jeh&ngfr, Sh^hjaliJiDj and 
Aurangzeb. Gardena, tombs, uiosqucB^ palaces, sprang up in 
every directiou ; the population iocreascu, saburba uroao, until 
the city becanie, in the words of Abul-faalj tho grand report 
o! people of all nations.^* 

Akbar, as wo have aean, mado Lahore hia capital for Homo 
fourtoon years, daring which time he repaired and enlarged 
the fort, and surrounded It and tlie city with a walb portions of 
w hich still remain, though it w'as almost rebuilt at tho com¬ 
mencement of the present century by Hanjit Singh. In the 
fort, up to within u few yoara^ there were left some good 
spuciiueus of tho peculiar style oE architceturO ndoptod by 
Akbar j bat they are nearly all drstroj'eii ; the Akbari 
or chamber of Akbar, has been raalod to the ground, and the 
smaller throne*pooiii ban been so altered by modern additions 
that It is hardly recognisable ns an uutiqun building. Other 
architectural remains of tho period are the tomb of ShAh 
ObirAgb;^ used as a Govomment office | the tomb of Kasim Khun* 
once the trystiug-placo o£ lb a Lahore wrestlers, and now the 
residence of the Lioutenaat-Oovernor of tho Punjab; the 
tomb of SIiEih Milisai and a mosquo called ihe mosqno of Kdla 
Kb An, on the right hand of the road from La boro to iliau 
Mir, 

During tho reign of Akhar, Lahore, as might liave boen 
expected, iacreaged greatly in siae and opulence. Up lo this

Oapelle Roval for the imperial harem, but now used as the 
Ooi^mmeet Ireaanryj sud the tomb of AuArkali, which after 
11 avmg red a’rariety of secular purposes was then adopted for 

Uflo as a Station Church and now serves ns the dopositorT of tho 
Secrelanat Records. The following aeconnb of Lahore as it 
was ;ti the reign of JaliAngir, taken from a narrative of tha 
trevelB of Richard bbtUnd John Growthor.J two Englishmen, 
who found their way to the Punjab, «in seareU of tiade,” in

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It lay on tlie route of tiro imperial mnrehcs to KasUmJr^ and was 
tlm ar^oiial aiid retuSezifoaa of tbo anuifs (le^ipiilchod to Hiilkli 
and the north-woBt frontier. It tlioroforaj coirlitiiiorj to mcrongo 
in 31^6 and aplendonr. The palace ivau ealnrgcd and beau tilled 
under the siiperanteudenceof A^af Klian, and the entire frontage 
covered with brilliantly coloured deBiji^ns in porcelain work. 
Tlio lieaotifiil tomb of Jahdngir, at Slidhdara f the moaque of 
WaaUr Kbdiip on the aoutb aide of the city; the pardena of 
SbAldmar; the i^toway Of the Gnl^bi BagU ; the tth;ah; tho 
tomb of Mian Mir; the aonimer houBe of Waxir Khanj now 
need the Station Library ; tbo gateway gf ?+eb-ul-Niseft: aod 
Isiallyt the tomha whiob lino tho read between Andrkuli and the 
Slialamdr gardens,, are atnoi^g the works of the period, A 
.^mailer Khira^igdh was erected adjoining tbo webtern side of 
that built by Jah^ogir^ It consisted of u C|aadrangici enclosed 
on three sides by an arcade^ in the Moghal style of aruhitecliirep 
the centre of the fourth side being occupied by a light niaiblo 
pavilion with lattice windowa looking towarda the river. In the 
inner space was a ^vden^ with fountains flowing into marble 
roceptaclca inlaid with flowers wronght in preeioos stones. 
Tlio arches and the ehombere in^o which they leil have anffered 
tho samo fate aa those in tho Khti^tlhgnh of Jahdngfr; even 
the iiiarblo slabs upon the walla have received the usual coating 
of w'hite-waiabj but llie pavilion remains in tolerable preservation^ 
and is an elegent apecitnen of this palalial archifcecturo of the 
tiiEie. In front of this pavilioiij outside thopakre walls, was a 
platform raised on nrebea^* talleJ the ar^ bp^i, wbero the Omrn 
n^senibled every morning to receive the commands of bis Im- 
pel ial Majesty who showed himself at tho lattice window immo- 
diatoly above to tbo muttitudn asHoinbled beuoatb. 

To tho left of the Kkwdbgah was erected tlie range of 
bnildings with octagonal toworsj the largest of which is called 
par exoatffiiie#, the Saman Bdrj and contains the small thengh 
costly marble pavilion, inlaid with flowera wrought lEi precbna 
stones and known by the significant name of Naulakha, or the 
pavilion which cost nine lakhs; and the celebrated SiiSsh Tnahal* 
used by Ranjit Singh as a reception room, and historically in¬ 
teresting ag the place where tha aoveroignty of tho Punjab was 
formerly made over to tho British Govonuneut. A now galo- 
w^ay was opened into it for the Empororis private uaci called tha 
Ilathipaun gateivay^ which is now the only entranee into the 
fort. A winding flight of steps, suMciontly broad to allow of 
an tlephautk ascending—bonce the gateway's name—led to this 
portion of tho palace, through a garden which covered tbo 
space now occupied by the forb mngazinoj and suggested a 
comparisoii with the hangiQg gardens of Babylon. Opposite 
the pavilion in Jahangiris Jihu-dbgdh a hurFimdin or suite oi 
bathingroonis was erected, which served not only for the purpose 
indicated by the namo^ but algo as a cabinet council chamber ;

The palace wii3 now^ in nho and interior inegniGcenco^ 
worthy of an Imperial residence j ita front extended soEfie fira 
hundred yards atoiij^ the banka of the riverj which then flowed 
near its base ; but tlio doll red brick of wbicb it vraa built wm 
unsuited to the Imperial taste j the whole palace front waa 
accordingly covered with brillianlly colouicd designs in ^usAi 
or porcelain work, executed upon hard ccnipnt so as to resemble 
mo:HalQ, "I'liesG designs arc not simply confined to pattenij but | 
meludot in deflance of liahaniiiiadau orthodoxjj the fignreu 
of menj horses and elepbuntUj engaged in scenes chiefly of s 
sporting characterj und also symbolical representatioiis of 
zodiucat signs and of ibe angels^ who according to old Porsiun 
mythology, presided over each month and ench day of tho year. 
Among them w'c iiccognizn the dragon-form repre* 

senting the constellation of timb name, and Jadi tho orJentnl 
Capricorn. J>ut moat conspicaoiis porhapa aro four flgores of 
the rising aim over the afched comparLtiients in front of Jahiin- 
gir^B palace. These w'ould appear intended to represent I ho 
divine uiihr, or geuioa of tho Snn, in whoao honoor two iiu* 
portant featiralaj that of the fmurosj at the vernal g^quinox^ and 
at the autumnal, wero held. In like manner the 
freciuently roenrring orijaiiient of salvers Elled witli frnit and 
flow era would appear to be aiiggosted by the offerings pre¬ 
sented on llinao festive occa^^ions; and the vessels of water oiid ^ 
baf^kets of viands^ whieb forin a common decoration of the walla 
of Moghul tcjmbs,“that of JahAngir*8 for instance,’*—are perhapa 
rofarable to tlio same origin ; for wo know that it was iin old 
Persion enstom to placo offerioga of food and drink on tbe tops 
oE bouses and bigb plnoea to conciliate the spirits of departed 
friends. 

The designs arc thus interesting for two reasons, — firstj as 
exhibiting tlio open contompt in which the strict rules of 
jVLuhammadanisEii forbidding tbe representation of living beings 
were bold : and, in tho second place, as indicating a strong ru" 
corrcpco to old Persian auper&titiomi and mithraic symbolism ut 
tb^ period of their const me tie □. They further compUtely 
corroborate tbe statements of contemporary writers, sucb na 
Abd-obK4dir, Abnl Fazl and the Portugucao Misi^ionanesj who 
all notice the a^isidiious woraliip paid to tho sun and heavenly 
bodica by the earlier Alogbal Emperors. This tendeuey to 
rntthraigm was not, howeverj con flood to the Emperors of Hin- 
ddstun. A inithraio emblem adorns tho Dali of Audience at 
Udeporo ; the Lion and the Sun have from a remeto period been 
the beruldic emblema of the Persian empire^ and in the title

EuipirCj and wjis benefited by I ho occasional prose neo oE tlio 
bjuipcror during bis march to Kasbnnr at iho begimiing of the 
hot eeasoiu In the fourth year of Ins reign, the city liaving 
suffered much fiora the cncroachnients of the river, Aur&ngzob 
had a massiyc cpiny of nii^Lsaniy consti'uctcd for upwards of 
three in lies along tbo river bunk. The -fjuayj it is said, wsuj 
faced wjlli lend j flights of fiteps, at intervals, led down to the 
water's edge j and rows of [\Tsian whcelst, projecling over the 
side* made Llio waters of tlio Hnvi available for irrigating the 
gardens wliicli lined it8 banks. Tlie work is compured by u ceii' 
temporary writer to the rauxpnrb built by gikandar Zulkarnaia 
against tbq incursions of Gog and ilagog; and as a ruEiipart, 
indeed, it jHVjved most effectual, for it not only effected the 
objecL of saving tho city from destruction, but scared away the 
river Hitegether. Tho i^mains of the qEiay, tyr^and of Alanujir^ 
ns it is called, aro still truceablo butweeu tlie uorth-Gcsb and of 
the fort and the village of BhogiwsL But the great work of 
the period is the Juma Mnsjid, or Musalmnn Ciitbedrab fho 
most striking buildiug at Lahore, wboso white mEirble domes 
and almost colossal iidnartiis luay be seen for mileSj^a building 
Mid by some to have owed its origin to the Kmperor's pious 
remorse for the murder of his broilipr. Dura Shikoh, and bv 
others to a desire to eclipse the beauties of the mosque of Was^fr 
Khsn* Its architect was Fidue Khun Kliokah, who held the 
pof* cf ^^1 aster of Ordiianco to His Jlojesty. Tho eompletioEi 
of this mosque may be said to dose the arciiitdctuial history of 
Lahore* Later attempts, sueli a^s tho Golden Mosque of Bikbari 
Khali, Riid the Palace and Tomb of Kliaii Balvadur, at licgain- 
pura, only prove bow nrclutectuitvl Lssto fell with eIio fall of the 
Kmpirc, and becatfle a mongrel style—ha! LM aha m mad an and 
balf-Htudu. 

Loljflra uudflt Lho ^ rom this time, nntil the establishmcnt of a Sikh kingdom 
by Kanjit Siiigli, Lidiore was sobjeet to periodical invasion, 
piliaga aud.depoptilntioiij and was thus reduced from a mighty 
city to little laoro than a wailed township in a circle of ruinotis 
Quarter after quarter became deserted* The wealthy 
rrsidc'iits of trusfiar Langar Khitn rclinqtiLhcd their eslrn^nuiral 
palacOSj and retired for safety within tliu city walls; the mer- 
chants traders fled iu uumbers to Amritsar; the artificers 
were dispersed* some following the invading armies on tbeir 
retiirn to^ KAbul, others liiiding their way to Hindustan. 

At lengthy the inhabited portion of the city was ooufiaad lo tbfl 
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area surrounEloJ by the wall of Akbar; outside was rain aiitl Chapter VI. A 
deTastatioD^ The only aigea oEHfe wera two Sikli fovin^ hqilfc , 
to overawe tlie coucitry round about^ and sl few Bcattered liam- Lahore, 

letsone peopled by the descendants of a hardy clan of Biloohes notlor the 

who aettled at Lahore in happier tiiiies^ and another by a fow * 
peasants who clung to the site of the old Hindu city^ Sucli was 
tlie state of Lahore when it came into the possession of Hanjit 
Singhj and its aspect of desolation is thus giiiplitcally describ¬ 
ed in the followitig os tract from the diary of au English 
officer* who visited the Sikh capital in the year 1809 : —

As might have been espectod* no groat iinproyomont upon 
this Btate of things was effected during Sikh regime. The do¬ 
mination oE a peasant mcCr of martial habits, under a sovei^eign 
ignorant of the alphabet* is not encanraging to the develop men t 
of arohitectural taste; nevertheless Hnnjit Singh* nnlettered and 
unpolished os he was^ had an idea that arehitectnre was a good 
thing. Accerdinglyj he stripped the Muhammadan tombs of their 
marble facings* and sent them to adorn the Sikli temple at 
Amritsar. Ho restored the ShiLlamar Gardens* which had gene 
to ruin during the trouhlona times of Ahmad SliAh ; but at the 
same time kid ruthless hands upon the marble pavilions by the 
central reseryoir* and substituted gtruotnresof brick and plaster 
in their stead. He turned the sardi which separated the fort 
and palaca from the Jtima Maejid into a private garden^ and 
placed therein the marble ediGce which remaing to this day 
the architectural ch€/-d*muvr^ of his reign—an example of 
judiciouB spoliation and hybrid design.* Besides the above* a 
few unsightly templeg to Siva* erected in honour of a favourite 
wife or dancing girl* and Ecnie tasteless additions to the fort* 
comprise all the architectural works of Ranjit Singh at Lahore. 

One of the latest specimens of Sikh architecture is the man so* 
leiim o£ Uanjit Singli liiraslf* big son and grandson. The building 
is* ag usual, in design substantially Hindu* overlaid with 
Muhammadan details* and does not beer dose ingpection ; bat 
the effect at a distance is not unplcoging. "V^ithin* a btns, 
carved in niarhla* set beneath n ennopy* mark the spot where 
the asheg of the Lion of Lahore are laid; around it are eleven 
smaller ones, in memory of those who burned themselvea upon liia 
funeral pyre,t The palaces of the Sikh nobility show the same

warlike or sportive rbaractor. Tbo former are generally taken 
from the life of Krisim or of Brdm Njinak ; the fighting acenra 
rrlftto chiefly to conBieta w-itli the Afghans of the north west 
frontier, bnt none are remarkable as works of art. 


This is not tlio place to foliow tlio history of tlie now 
admiulstration. In Lahore itself, the years 1 hut have followed 
tbo cvoutful ddth of March have been veers of matoriul pro¬ 
gress. Tlie environs of the city in 1849 were *“ a dreary 
expanse of miriihliiig ruins,” remains of the ancient city of tlie 
Maghals. The houses and olHees of tho fint residents were 
con lined to tbo iieigbbourliond of the old can ion meats, which 
occupied a strip of alluvial soil to the south of the city, and 
Tiinmag pawillol with an old bed of the liflvi. tliadiiallv, 
however, as the Europeau population increased in punibers, tho 
station spread oaslwaid, making steady inroads upon the lens 
inviting regioi) which lay further from tho river. And thus year 
by year the ruins and graveyards of old Lahore iiassed under 
the tinmaniy.(tig ijitlnence of western civilbatlon. Metalled inads 
have pierced the of former dnj’s, and bungalows and 

gardens have succeeded to ruins and rough Jungle. Ilfuch still 
remains to be done, but the scene has already assumed a gai 3> 
of life and tritancss not disereditablo to tho Punjab capital. 


SECTION B.—MODERN LAHORE. 

Lahore, the capital of the provinee and liead-rjimrters of 
the district, is situated on a slightly rising ground about 

? nearest point 

m3l 34 iioi'th latitude, and "4® Sr east longitude. Tlio 
river, as might be supposed, once flowed bv the city, and 
lit A, D. 1662 made such encroachments that a nmssivo quay 
or etnbankmont was built for some four miles along its bank 
to protect the city from destruction. Almost immediately 
after the completion of this costly work and perhaps, iiulecd', 
in consequence of it, the river deserted its old cbaniiel and 
turned to the north, leaving the brick enibaiikmeiit igno- 
nmiiously Ingli and dry. Since that date tho main stream 
of the lliivi has never returned to its old bed, tlimtgli oeca- 
.sionally an arm of tho river 1ms wanderod into its old° course; 
and at tbo timo of annotation there was a small stream iimving 
niidor tlie fort walls. 

Ihe city, ns already noticed, is in shape an irregular 
trapezium with its longest side looking northward, and contains 
an arto of 640 acres. Tho soil is ullovhil, but the drbris of 
ages has raised the site of tho city to a considortiblo height 
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nbove tlj& river* Tlio city is built on sevci"Al inontidji rifling 
to a IiGJgbb o£ fifty fe?t and iitLdcri witli mniimoriLblo 
depressions. Its extromo loTigr.li is oao itula and el qiiartcr; 
its e*\trcmo breadth^ moludbg tlio citadel, a Uttlo more tlian 
qnftrtors of a inlie. 

The sontb-west and oast sides wore formerly snrrotinJed 
by a brick wall^ origiiiiilly thirty' feet bigbj aftenvards reduced 
tn fifteen feet for saaiiarj purposes; recently liowevGr tlio 
^fiudcipal Committee bns dsHsided to remove this wall gmdualjyj 
and the principal gate on the wastaidoJitjLnding'TiOaivst to the fort 
^ has already been dcinolishod and removed, Oatsldo tho wall 
was formerly a deep moat which in more moderu fciineq lias 
been filloJ in and the space reclaimed has with the aid of cannl 
irrigation been turned into gardens or orchards of fruit 
trees^ “The north aido of the city looking over the Hiivi towards 
Slubdara is ocotipied by the fort aud palace^ the Jumii MufliuT, 
and Ranjit 8ingh*s torn]>, which with Wazir Klianas iiiosijiie 
are tho only buildings in the city of which any do bailed accounts 
used here bo given* I'ho descriptions that follow arc those 
given hi the 1882-33 edition of the Lahore Gazetteer, 

The frontage of tho fort and palace extends on this side 
from cast to west for about oOO feet* It was tho work of four 
Kmperora. To. the extreme east arc the foiindatioiis of the 
Akbari Mahah or palace of Afcbar; next comes a portion 
ascribed to Jahangir, flanked by two towers like abatments; 
^ aiidj ]astlj% a curtain wall between two lioxagqTial toxvers of 
imeqnal size is said to have beoii bnilt by Sh/dijalmu^ with 
additions by Aurang^eb and tho Sikhs, Tho greater part of 
tin? frontage is covci'ed with designs in inlaid onauiancd 
including^ in defiance of ^lulniminadan orthodoxy, the figures 
ef Mien, Itorses, and elepliatits engaged cliiefiy in sporEing, and 
symbolical representations of jsodiacnl signs and of the angola 
who, according to old Poi-sian mythology^ preside over each 
day and each month of the year. In spandrels over arcaded 
eqinpartmenta in front of Jahdngir^s Ihih^O are four represent- 
ations of the rising suiu Other spandrels show winged 
cherubs, exactly resembling tlioso of (Jliriatian art, and pos¬ 
sibly boiTowod from decoration a or pictures in tho ilesuit 
Chnrdi established at Lahom by Portuguese' missionariea 
which existed at the time ol tho execution of tliese designs. 
This is tho more probable from the fact related by Bernier 
that an imago of tho Blessod Virgin was placed by Juhdngiv 
in a prommoiit position ns a compliment to tho missionaries. 

The gonernl schema of tho wait decoration is simple, and 
rosemblos that of many Italian froiit,% consisting of a series of 
arcaded panelling of Bat projection, broken by horizontal bands 
of mixed enamelled and carved fret-work of goometrical dosin-n, 
tho spandrels and Gomo of tbo paneb Clled in with procelaiu 
work, but moat oi the laltor left in bare plaster, while some

Vooern Lahore, mitliraio worship of llio East, there is a great v&i-icly of subjects 

The Fort mud coDiprisiiig birds, processions of loaded camels, demons with 
a acB of Lahore. clOTen liOofs, conjurors, dancing girls, drogODS, hor&emen, 

and some beautiful pieces of geometrical ornament, fiising 
about half way up the Palace fpnt there la in this eucloauro 
a mined building ou nrehes itiimediately beneutb a ninrblo 
pavilion with perforated lattice 'work. This was tho dre Bfgt, 
where the Ontra or nobles of the court assembled in tbe morning 
to receive the Emperor's commands. 

HeLurning to the Fort entrance and then to the left the 
visitor passes under a second gateway of marble, called tha 
Iliithi-^avn, or Elophunt'a Foot Gate, becauso the elephants 
taking the court ladies out for airing w'ent through it : the ap¬ 
proach to Ibe bare™ formerly lay to the left, np a staircase of 
broad steps, now destroyed. Over the gateway is a Persian 
inscription dated iOil Hij,of which the following is a translated 
extract: — “The King (tshihjaliuii) ordered a tower to be erected 
which in height should be beyond measurement and conception, 
like unto tlie highest Heaven. In beauty, loftiness, and cs- 
cellenco such u tower never haa beon and never will bo seen 
under the sky.” The road to the right hy which the 
Fort is now reached is English work. On reaching tlie 
top tho aspect of the Fort resembles an ordinary barrack square. 
The barrack in the centre however was formerly tbe 'i'akht, 
or Throne-room of ShShjuhdu. In this or Hall 

of Audience, the Emperor doily eat iu State ; and ns ho took 
his seat the lunsiciaus stationed in the nufti'r kkanoh opposite 
struck up n. martini slratu, while n. glittering pageant of inen 
horses and elephants, graphically described by Bernier, passed 
in review before him; but nteanwhilo tliere issued from an 
empty tomb inn mediately in front, which has now disappeared, 
the voice of a MuWa reminding the Sbah-an-Shiih from time 
to time that ho too must die like other men. The daily pro. 
cession, aceording to Bernier, lasted fitnn upwards of an hour, 
but, notwitlialandiog tho time wasted ou these displays, a largo 
amount of businesa was got through, and the Emperor, with all 
Ids love of show and splendoor, never remitted liia vigllancG 
over tho internal Government. Of Ani-angaeb, iudeed, it is 
said that "the appointment of the lowest revenue officer of a 
district or the so lection of a clerk in an office was not beneath 
his attention, while lie planned each campafgn, issued instruo 
tiouB during its progress, fixed on points of attack, aud regu¬ 
lated tho moVBinents of every detachment or convoy The 
w ork of Akhar, at the extreme east of the Fort, has disappoar 
eJ; the ciondrangle of Jnhdngir how'Over can be traced. 
It is remarkable for the purely Hindu character of the details 
especially of the red stone consoles supporting the entablature 
which are of elephants and other conventional animals, pre¬ 
cisely similar to these to be found in Hindu temples. 
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Tli0 Kh^ilhgah of Sbiilijehno h i^n ck'gant littlo paviliou 
of marble arches aud opaa luttico \f'ork im media tel j over tlic 
Arz B^gi already Dotieed. In this paviliop, protected bj 
certaiuA imuging^ from ring^ intbe wnlh, the Eiaperor aleptp 
and on rising sliowed limiself at tlio marhlo windows to tlio 
nobler gathered below. Like tlin rest of tito buildings in the Fort 
this has been Djado to serve a Jh'itish purpose^ and at one time 
did dnty ns n gami^u churchy the foot used for baptisms 
remaining in evidence. The upper friese is an iulay of comp- 
pan^ and gracefully desigued, 

Rctarning wnutward tbrougb the barracks, nud passing 
the Tfli'Ai tlifl visitor sees an archway in which is posted 
a guard of soldiers of a Native regiments This is the entrance 
to the Government Treasury, once known as the Moti Mnsjid^ 
a smalt mosque with marble domes^ half hidden hy surround* 
ing walls which was formerly the private clmpel of the ladies 
of the imperia! harem^ Rolweeu this end the is a 

building, now transformed into ii liospital or sleeping rjuartor?, 
without any diatinctively oriental character. This was a 
hammtim or suite of bath in g-room s, and it was also used as 
a cabin at council chamber. 

The stern necessities of Euglisb military life have had no 
revere nee for the relics of departed greatness, and them is only 
one part of the Fort and Ihilace which is not put to sense 
practical uioderti tise- This is tho Muinman Rurj. Samati 
is an abbreviation of ruii^uuiiTinn, oetagoual. It is by no means 
certain that the building which, turning to the Icft^ after pass¬ 
ing the Met! irasjiil, the visitor baa now entered is that U> 
which the name waa originally applied. Report says tlnit 
thoro was another lofty tower, detached from iIiq main build* 
ing which was so called; and unless the luug-uagu ol the 
inscription on the Hathi-pfnm gateway is inordinately hyper¬ 
bolical, it seems to point to some auch conclusion, Butalthuiigh 
the Snrnmaii Burj dees not merit the extravagant eulogy of 
the inscription, an examinutioti of parts will be found 
interesting. Tlicre is the small, though costly, inarble pavilion, 
inlaid vrith flowers, wrought in preeious stones, and known 
by the signiOcant name of Naulatha, or the buildiug which 
cost nine lakhs, TJiis delicate and beautiful work belongs lo 
the time of Aurangzeb, and it iij dtstiiigiilslicd from other 
archicectural forms near it hy the curvilinear rooF. The inky, 
much of which has u;ifoi tiinately been destroyed, is remarkable 
for excessive miDutcncss and finish of execution. In this, 
as in tho later work of most styles of art, mecbauieal virtuosity 
(to employ an expressive GcruiHintsto) was beginning to usurp 
the place of originality and purity of design. Still as a apecimen 
of later Mugha! workj this btllo pavilion is full of interest, and 
it is a pity that it has aot been more iuteUigently repairedi 

Tho Shkh Mahah or Iklaca of Mirrors, is a much more 
Btriking object, and tbo iridescent Bbeeii of ita myriiid frag^ 
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menu <>E lool£ing-gla^5B oE differenEi colotvra in nrabesqao 
palteriifi of cemeu^ nt once Rttmets the visitor's atteutiou^ 
Thia h Um work of hoLli i'^lmhinhjm imd Aurnngfzpb^ and the 
more gaudy and viilgftv porimns are duo to tho Sikhs. It is 
historically intpresting ns llio sceuo oF tho forunal transfer of 
Iho eovemgiity of ihe l^uujub to tlie Brihsli iiove rumen tv 
There too Ihiiifit Singh held reoeptSonF^ and from tho lofty 
voiilago point of the upper tower could survey at eii$Q tlic 
movements of his troops on tho plain helow^ tho Gtones hi liis 
araenal in tlio court of the JAum Alnsjid, and the varied bugtlo 
and life of tho Fort and city. 'i1ie effect of tho Rhish or 
rnirror work* tliongli hrslUantj narrowly escapes iho cliargo 
i^f vulgaritVj especially when contrriated wilh tho marble inlay 
of i\w Naulaklm and of Ihe epaiidrels of tho nmrhlc arches 
on tho inner &ido of tho Sliish Multnl itself. ^Iiidi of tho 
painting hae been rpcontly restored^ and^ compared with other 
coidcmporary wmrk^ especially that in the honso of Khaiok 
Singh^ now unfortunately dcmolishedj it must be confessed, 
Komewlint coarsely. Inthostnnll rooms leading lo tho upper 
tower |irc fair specimens of Iho Avooden ceilings luadu.in 
geouiclrictil paltertiSj gnily painted and giUj which produce a 
rctmjrkahlc effect oE intricacy and richness. Tlio principle 
on which tlio^c elaborately xmuelled ceilings aro conatrnoted 
isideiitkal with that of many examples at Cairo and in other 
places all over the East- fc>mall pieces of wood of suitable 
gcomctrienl frequently licxRgonal, are cut out and 

painted separulcly. They uro aflcrwarcls joined tcgetlier On the 
eudiug^ and thei process is hy no mraus so slow and costly iis Ihu 
liiiinhed result would lend one lo imagioo. L-h-oui these 
chauiboi's the visitor should procued to the roof of the hiiildiug 
and nsceud to the snmmit of the small ohamlier erected Uiercori, 
as from this point tho finest vunv of Lahore nnd ihe Burrotind- 
iiirr country is obtained including the mitmrets of Bhtihdnni^ 
tho river KAvi, ^h*^ hmivil plain in fmnt of the cdndclp the 
mauaokuin of Rimjit Singh, tho Jams MaHjid, the city, and, in 
dear wcatlicr, a [li=taut glinipso of tho IJymalayajt. Up Ifj 
niilte recently, some relics o^ Jlulmminud, which are said to 
llnvc hceu hniugkt into India by I'amerlatie, were kept in 
tlio Fm t. They hiivo now been irmdo over to tlie Aiijuinun 
i-Iiiilauihip at Lahore for custody on holiidf of the Mulmmrusi- 
dun cotdinuuity and deposited in tho lludslulhi Masjid or 
Imperial mosque* 

Opposite Ike Shkh hlahal, in an nicado etesed in with 
glared window^s uiid doors, is tlio armoury * which contains 
a heterogeneous assortment of tho weapons and uui forms worn 
hy tho i^ikh urniy* Mediaatal nttd modern tiiues are hero 
cni-ionsly blended } the round hrUBS haBsinct with neck-guard 
of dhaiti mail I the nmee and batlle-fiito similar to those depicted 
ill tho Bayenx tapestry being side by side with modern muskets 
and rifloa and the euiiasies euiblaTSOued with the Ihillio 
cock which tho *^Froueh guard of Uaujit ESiugh wore in 
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eiiiuladoii ftf the French cuirassiers. The Eilver^plfit^d lielmets 
and breast-platea of the Italian and French officers employeil by 
the Sikh ruler are here shown. Hero are also speciaiena of 
rewlving rifies made many years before the perfection of the 
principle in Kiirope. More too is the battie-aae oF Guru Gobind 
Sing^bj tho first warrior Gnttt, Besides those, there is a unmber 
of matchiorka, the barrels of some of which are fine uisamplos 
of intricate anfl oniameatal twisting, and many varieties of 
award and dagger. The most imporlaut of these are the tatisar, 
the ordinary curved sword of the East; and tlie ^fircA, u long 
straight sword. Many of those oshibited hero with iron and 
brass hilts were worn by the Sikh art ill cry in on. A cnriona 
weapon is also displayed, consisting of a huge blade with a 
basket hilt of steel ami a steel arm-gimrd, which coalJ only 
have been naed for thriisfing. Acenrato models of this inedhevnl 
impleinent are still made in tin with blades of lath, and are used 
in the innmincriefl of tho Mohan's in and otlier ^[l 1 hanltni 1 dnn 
festivals. Th« long and deadly Afghani knife is here; the 
smaller p'wh'fcihs, a straight dagger, shfirp on one side, similar 
to a huating-kuife, and of Forsian orgin; the hieehud, a 
voiionions looking two-edged and Eei-pentine curved blade, 
which in some varieties is forked like a flnnie; aud the Hindu 
kn/rir, a straight triangular and hcavy-bladod hingi+u de ifpu/ 
dagger, wliicb branchea at the hilt into a fork, in which is 
sot a crosia-bar at right angles witli the blade, by which it is 
wielded. The hows arc nearly all made in three piocos, like tho 
daseiic bow of atitiqao sculptures, 'I'he chakra, or war quoit, has 
not hoBii wsod in recent times, but the Akalisor Niliuugs still 
wear these weapons on their fantastic headdresses. Thera is a 
great variety of carbines and bell-mouthed weapons, between a 
pistol and a bltindcrbtis, known by the expressive name of 
ther-bacha. Among the guns are examples of the lamburaha^ 
small bore iron cannons mouDtod on the wooden saddles of 
caRK'ls, and heavy matchlocks, supported on two legs in front 
like Ibe arquebus of moditeTal Eurvjiv. Larger than these are 
thejusutl — huge mnsket barrels, roughly mouated, uud used like 
the Cliineso jingal, which they much resemble, ia protceting 
fori.I. Tho curious light gun a raounted on apparently iaefBcient 
whoels or castors were invented byGulnb Singh for hill w'arfare, 
and were drawn by a ntian or a gout. 

The Jama Miisjid is the latest s-pacimen of the architecture 
of the Moghul dynasty worthy of the name, the Tnauscleum of 
Uumavdn at Delhi being tho earliest. It is the most striking 
building in Lahora, and its white domes and loFty miimrrf may 
be seen for miles round, Litte as it andoubtedly is, it is far 
removed from the degenerate forms exhibited in Luckuow and 
otlier places as Miiliuiiitimdan art. I’lie inscription in front of 
thn "raleway shows that it was built iti the year lOM of the 
lliirT or A.D, 1674, for tlio Emperor Aurangupb, by Fidsu 
Khun Khokah, whom Bernier meatioas aa the Great MoghaFs 
master of ordaanco, 'rUe gateway, already noticed, opens on a

As a work of art, it is not to be compared with the 
Impeml mosque at Itahli, though at first sight it has some 
rcseiahiRiice to it. I'ho absence of side entrances and the 
position of the.minarets at tlio four corners of tlio qtmdranHe 
give the bnildiag a very stiff [i|ipcnraiicp, and we miss ^lo 
grncefii subDrdiimtioii of part to part, which is so pleasing in 
the Delhi mosque, I'herc i.*, moreover, a poverty of detail i 
the Timnq, or wlonnades at tho side, are plain in the extreme 
and rtiwmrs, divested of tlieir cnpohis, which were so almttared 

in the earthquake of A.D. IfilO that limy had to ite removed 

have aeine resemblance at a distance to certain impoetic struc' 
times common in mamifncturing t^.wiis in England. At tbo 
same time the etToet of tho nrciulo of red sandfitone mbriied 
with maiblo tracing, with the tall semi-donird arch in the cen¬ 
tre, scon through the Hegant gateway resting on a hroad flight 
of Steps, which meets the eye of tho spectator fma, tl.o ifaadri 
Bagh, 1.S very fine ; atid in defoiico nf tiie arohitect it may be re- 
marked tlnit many of the defects may be ascriboil rather to 
the orthedosy'' then to the bad taste of the designer. The 
nrmngeiiient of the mosque is in fact a recurrence to than of the 
cxemplfir mosque of A1 Wnlid at Mecca, from w hich that of the 
Delhi mosque a tjmteful departm-e. It ling pfready been men- 
tioceu thnttlie building iviis turned into a magaitine by tlie Sikhs 
and only restored to the Muhammadans, who, Iiowevor to a 
ccrmiii e-xtent, simii it as an .'U-eZdefita. An nrchwnv known 
ns the lioslmai Gateway lends from the aortli sitlp of the garden, 
ami It was near here that Nan Nil,al Siagh, the gmadsoii of 
lianjit Singh aiid soil of the imbecile Singh, met hia 

death by the fall of a portion of an archway (since desti-oyed) 
while on Ins way from his father's funeral pyre to the Samaii 
Burj, where he was to !« invested with the dignity of Mahriraja. 

■* Kanjlt Siiigtlds iransoleani, adjacent to the UnKuri Ilagh. 
m a curious mixlnru of Hindu atid Muhainiiindaii notimis, being 
a compmmise between n Hindu tamddk aud a aJLlisimmadau 
tomb, but there is none of the dignity of the latter style in its 
comparatively petty details. The door jambs of the .sari no 
use f were origma ly a very finished example of inlaid work 
of the same delicate diaraclor as tlnit in t1io paloce above. Tho 
ceilings are elaborately decorated with tracery in stucco inladi 
with small convex mirrors. Tho marhfo arches of the interior

Tho visitor will 
generally find priests reading the Uratith, or Sikh scriptures. 
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a liuge volume over whicli a cJmuri isi fcverentinlly wnvetlj or 
cbanliti^ to the accompaniment of the <fi7dr. In the centre 
is a raTacil Btono platform oa whicli is a marble lotus Howor, , 
surrouiuled by olovon emnller ones. Ttio centml floorer cover* 
the ashes of the Mahartiju, the other those of four wives ami 

seven slave girls who perishea on his funeral py™. In small 

niches in tho side walls aro to be seen imatfes of the ordinary 
Uindn {rods, to abolish which was one of tlie original objects 
of the Sikh fjiith. On the further aide of the Slausclenm nro 
two other domed buildings coutaming similar but less costly 
tDcmorials of Khnrak Singh and of Nan Nilia^l Singh. Below 
the msmsoleum of lluniit Singh by the side of the road leading 
from Iho Roshnfii Gate to iho external plain, is the Sliiiue 
of Arjutt Dai»i the fifth Sikh Gnru, Qud the compiler of the M^ 

Grauih which now forms tlio prlnoipnl portion of the Sikh 
scriptures. Hero, aceording to Sikh tradition, the sage mira¬ 
culously disappeared beneath the waters of iho Unvi, which in 
the time of Jahangir flowed under the fort walls. A more 
prosaic legend says that the holy man committed suicide to 
escape tlie enmity of Chatidn Shah, the Prime Minister of 
the Emperor. Thero is nothing architecturally interesting in 
th e buildi n g i tself. Close by Arj an ’a shriuc is the fort en tra nee . 

To the right on entering lies a lemplo to Sita, now in ruins, 
which is said to have stood on the edge of the Ravi Lcfora the 
fort 'was built, marking the spot where fiita, wife of Rama, 
while in oxile, brought forth TjAhu and Knsu in the house of 
Viilmik, tho author of the Riimuyatia. Passing through the 
outer gate, guarded by sentries of an English regiment, there 
is, turiiing to the left, a sp-aco of about 50 yards between tho 
outer w'jdla and the Palaeu front, where can ho examined tho 
exceedingly curious and iutortisting docurntious in coloured 
work on enamelled pottery which decorate the faeado. 

Tho mosnuc of Waair Khan was built on tho sito of tho Wuir EbAn*! Meg- 
tomb of an old Ghauuivido saint in A.D. UU by llnkim AH-ud- ^ 
diu, a Pathau of Chiniot, who rose to the position of U tirir lU ^ 
tho roigu of SUfihjabiin. It is romarkablo for tlio profusion 
and csccllciiL'o of tlio inlaid pottery decorations in the panelling 
of the walls. Local legend says thot artists were sent for 
expressly from China to cxodito tho work; but there is no 
historical authority for this, nor is there n«iy trace of Chinese 
stylo in cither tho design or tho execution. Its origin is lunui- 
fcstly Persian, and tho descendants of the drtiftsineu employ^ 
to this day pride themselves ou their Persian origin. It will 
be observed that in these avobesC|ues each leaf and each detach¬ 
ed porliou of the white ground is a separate pioco of pot or tile, 
and that the work is strictly inlay and not pain tod decoration. 

The panels of pottery are set in hard mortar. In tlie mosi^ue 
itself ai'O some very good specimens of Perso-Indian arabesquo 
painting OR the smooth cftimoiw woUs, This woi-fc, which is very 
&eely paiutsd aud good in stylo, is truo frosco painting, the

Baujft Singh, who was not generally tiioreil by msthetio 
eonsiderntions, for once m his life showedsomo ^a^tein eodveriing 
it iDlo an omaniental pleasure-ground i and^ aHhotagh it is hard 
to forgivo tho rDthless vandHlism lie displayed in tearing away 
the material for the marhb edidee in tlie centre from the tombs 
of Asaf Khan and the Emperor Jahangir ab Shahdara^ it must 
bo confessed that the pavilion is ATchitechiral Ij a success^- Here 
the Sikh rnlcnised to sit and transact businc^^a of Stnte^ or, in 
ofScial parlance^ hold kalchen. The Jama ^fasjid was theTi a 
magazsine, and the place of prayer of the faithrul wae eovered 
with hts munitions of a war. Here, too, a few years later, sluorl 
Eher Singh, watching the nffoet of the cannonade of the fort 
gateway daring the four days'" siege that ended in his accession 
to the throne. The marks of the ^hnt fired on this occasion 
arc still visible on the east walls of the pavilion. 

The general aspect of the city from without oscepting ou 
if3 northern front b unt imposmg- The Hindu temples are 
small and poor in ontline^ and neither they nor ihe cupohis 
of the mosques sufficiently hieuk the monotcufiqs liorAionfal 
lines, which are the chief features of the view. Within Lhu 
city tho streets are narrow and winding, but some of them from 
their overhanging balconies of wood curiously carved and 
coloured, the striped iiwaings over the shop fronts, and the 
streamers of bright coloured clothes hung at intervals, across 
frombaicoDj to baloony, present much that is picturesque to a 
struDgor’a oyc. 

In the immediate vicinity of the city the country ig toler¬ 
ably well woodod j but the trees aro deficient m size and 
variety, consistiog chiefly o£ tho neatht Aralka, here called ktkar 
and tho tanaris Orfenb^isnr fardf. But here and there groups 
of treea of denser foliage and taller growth, such as the rnaii^, 
pips I, and datepalm, indicate the sites of ancient g^ardoas aiid 
pleasuro grounds. 

Some of these arc still kept up, chief among which are 
thoso of ghaiidaraandEh&Iainiirj lying four mi lea or so from tho 
city, one ou either side. 

The Shahdara gardens owe their existence to illo tomb of 
Jahangir raised by the deveted widow Nur-Jehaii iu memory 
of her husband. The garden:^ probably grew up gradually 
arouud the tomb. Tfie tomb itself is a til I a very striking build¬ 
ing and Its four high mioarets with their graceful cupolas of 
white marble are visible for miles round ; from all accounta how* 
over it was a very much grander edifice as origiGally cson* 
atmeted, haviug sinco then received very rough treatment both 
from Muhaoiixadaiis and Sikhs.

’prs upwards of lis. Id ,000 Imve beeu cKpetided in restoring 
jfiosks, and ttie central tnr/nlari which coinmands nil tlie loiver 
part of the irardon.

Tlio roads to the left from Gliariiig Cress lead to the tuoat 
closely built over port ion of all the European civil quurr.er, and 
beyond that again between it um] the Itailwav iitatioa is the 
small village aettlonient of Kila Giijar Singh, which with the 
rough piece of open ground facing it from ncroas tlio railway 
roud makes this the most unsightly part of the whole civil 
etatiou. With tho exception of tho Mall roads, which us 
alrcadjyiiieatloaed are under the Public Works Departrneut, the 
retuaining roads of the civil station are maintained by the 
Aluuicipal Committee. The traffic on these is heavy, and there 
IB considerable difRculty iu ppounring good inocaliiug for them. 

CoiiBBqqeatly the civil .station roade ai-e not often in the best 
oooditioa ; in dry weather liray ava disagreeably muddy and iu 
wet weather they are thick with mud. From □ distanee 
Lahojo gives tho improssion of being excelleiitly wooded, but 
outside tho Andrkali quarter, the (Jwveruraonfc House grounds 
and the ^wreneo gardens, the trees are poor iu class and 
doBcient iu size and variety. The soil is by oo meuiia favour¬ 
able to vogotatioa containing aa it does much curbonato of limo 
below and largo quantities of eoinbls salts and carbonate of soda 
uoar tbo surface. Of Into yeani, however, tho necessity for 
suppleineutitig osistiog avenues with iroprovad varietios of 
trees under culture has been kept in view and favourable 
results aro nlroady bagiuning to show.

The Lahore civil station still extending on the east aid^j

Ctief Court, The new buildings for tlio Punjab Chief Court were com¬ 

menced in 1881, and eompleted in March 1888, forn total cost 
of Hs. 4,19,724, iitcludlog out-buildings. They ate in Indo- 
Saraceiiic style. The main structure ia of solid njd brick, Now- 
ahers. marhlo also being largely einployed for decorative 
purpose: Lho mouldings, cornices, and projections were mostly 
filled in with speeinlly moulded bricks in the place of cut 
brick ivork ; and the arch fillings are of ternicotli liiJlia work. 
The front nrebea of the .Jiidges' verandah and the porch outside 
and portions of the main towers are built of Nowshem marble 
with marble tullie work. The Boor of the central hall also 
is of Tuarhle. The roof timbers are of deodar wood and tho 
doors of teak wood with carved devices on the stiica as well as 
on the fnimes. Spacious v^randalis run all rognd the building, 
those of the principal front showing a massivo cortiica of the 
old Arabic hnueycomb pattoi-n.

Close by 
a new boarding houan recently been constructeH:!, the rooms 
of which are arranged in ibo forin of a quadrangle enclosing 
a E^iousyard 160 feet by 170 feet* In front of the bnil£ 
ing is an imposing gateway wdth quarters for the Snperinteiid* 
ent on the top. The students^ quartera aro capable of 
necommodating nearly 100. This building wag completed in 
1892 at o fNist of Be. 57,0(X). 

AirangemealB for the establishment of a Pnajab Chiefs 
College nt Lahore were completed in 1385, part of the scheme 
being the incluaiou of the Wards School at Umballa. Liberal 
contributions were made by Native Chiefs of the Province^ sup* 
plemented by grnnts from Provincial Futids^ and a coutribntion 
from the Imperial revenues. A favorable site was selected 
t* the east of GoTcrnmcnt House, between the Civil and 
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toilitary atations. The fonndatioD-stone was laid ia November 
138G by Hia EsoelleDfij the Viceroy in tlio pros^oce of u very 
largo aud representative European and Nativet 

Inciuding tlie Duke and Duchess of Con naught, the Countess 
Diifferio, Sir Ckaries Aitchison^ the Lientenant-Governor of the 
Province^ and many of the Kuling Chiefs of the Provincen The 
ejtudeiita of ih^ late VVarde College^ lit Dinballa) were brought to 
Lahore to form the nucleus of tlie College, and they wore lu^ooui- 
modated in temporary school buildings and in houses iu the 
civil station. At the request of Dis ExceUencj the Viceroy the 
College W 113 named the Aitchison College after the Lieutenant- 
Governor of the Province, who had been mainly instrumental in 
maturing the project. The College buildings were under con¬ 
st ruction up till IS85, but some of the boarding quarters weru 
ready in 1388. Genoral Blaet^ the first Principal, moved i»to the 
house appointed for him in the nutuniu of 1838, and sevenil of 
the students entered into regideut-B nt the same time. The 
completed buildings coat a little short of Inklis. They 
include some exce^ingly ^ne class rooms^ a library^^ reading 
roonjj laboratoryj play room, theatre or speech room and office 
rooms. Alao spacious playing grounds arc attached to the 
building, the maintenance of which and of the gardeus round 
the varions buildiage connected with the College is greatly 
facilitated by au ubnadaut supply of canal water- 

The Mayo Hospital is a large double storied building 
sitnated to tho Ooutli of the ShahfLlmi Gate of the city of Lahore. 
It consiists of a central block with two wings placed slightly in 
echeloD ; its total length is 463 feet, and its breadth 51 feel- 
The tower ia the cantral block rises to a height of 120 feel. 
The central block contains tho dispensary, operating room, 
offices, and smalt wands for special ca^s: four large wards 
occupy the wings; the namber of beds available is 115* The 
hospital is named after the late Earl of Mayoj who when Viceroy 
visited it shortly after it was opened in 1871. The out-patient 
dopurtment of tho hospital was at first located in the basement 
storey of tho central block of the main building, but in iS9l 
owing to the rapidly increasing attondanoa of patients it was 
found noecssary to provide 0 separate building for this purpose- 

Attached to the Mayo Hospital is the Albert Victor Meme- 
riel Hospital, built m commemoration of tho visit of late Prince 
Albert Victor to the Punjab in 1890. This was opened in 1392. 
It is built on the same plan os tho Mayo Hospital: on the ground 
floor it Iiaa accommodation for 20 patiente, and in the upper 
fltorey 8 private rooms for paying patients, aa well as an opet- 
aiing room, a dispensary^ and nurses^ rocma. 

Govrenment Konse faces the LawreDcuf Gardens on the left 
aide of the Mall, on the road to Mian Mir, It was originally

some fioe trees^ and there is a good swimmiug bath.

The style ia frigidly classiculj. but tbo general effect is nob with* 
out digEiity. Here are tho Lahore and Midn Mir lustituLy 
and Tennis Club and Statbii Library. A comiLiedious reading- 
room baa recently been added lending into tbo corridor between 
the two halls. The Montgomery IIuJl was rn-roefed and tho¬ 
rough ty repaired jnsfc beforo the ViKit of His Royal Highness the 
Prince of Wales to the Punjab in l57§;p and n sploEidid teak floor 
for rinking and dancing was then laid down, Tho Lawrence 
Hall is sometimes used as an assembly room for public uieotiiigs^ 
On its walls arc hung portraits of the successivu Lientenanl- 
Uoveniors of thu Punjab nnd other oflieers of note. The immus 
of those whose portr.ti ts are hung aro given belo’iv. Both build* 
ings are under tho care of tho Municipality, which holds them ia

Anarkuli^a tombj ooco naed as the station church and Pro^ AflKtkkli'i i^mh or 
Cathedral, and now the store house for Socretariat racord% 
derivea Lta name from AuArkalit the title givom to NAdira Begam 
or ShariLul-Ni515a, a favourite slave girl of the Emperor 
Akbar, who, being sUbipected of the offence of reluraing a 3 iiiilo 
from Jah5iigfr his son, was bnriod alive. The odilica was 
erf*ctcd bj Jahangir in A- D. 1600, and the marble lutnb which 
once stood bcoeath the central dome, but is now in a ^ide 
chainbmv bears the following Persian inscription :—

prominent objects in AuArkali, near the Musouin and Post'^^**^ Kbrnn, 

Odicof is a good example of tho favourite Muhammadan fortti 
of frdmduri or gardeu-honsc^ in whlchp, as the nuine importSp 
there are twelve arches—three on each side of the square plan. 

It has served several purposes in its tiTno, and was once the 
home of the Museum, and aftor that of the Library and Heading 
Hoorn of tho Book Club till the latter was removed to the 
Moutgomoi7 Hull. It is now utilised us the Pun|ab Public 
Library, 

Tho other public building requiring mention are the Civil 
tSeerctariatp formerly tho Hoaideucyj, erected in 1845, adjoining "Liticn. * 
Auarkali^a tomb; the Public Works Secretariat, fermerly a 
barrack, erected iu 1854; the Financial Commiaeioner'a Offices 
erented in 1867, adjoltting the Civil Secretariat i and the old 
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Chapter Vl> B. CHcf Coort 'buildings vbicli hare been converted into use as 
o Secretariat Offices since the Chief Gtrart moved inlg its new 
1 . 'ij- * bnildinga near ’the Mail ^ the Accoutitant'GeDeral’s Offico 
TTiibin' Shah) adapted in ISdO and again ioaproved in front 

»iatiDo, 1*1 1890; the Pistrict Court-houses completed in 1S70 in Anar- 

kali across the old Mall and nearly facing the Aniirkali 
Gardens; tho Senate Hall, the Funjab Univeratty and Govern- 
ment College buildings also in Ac^irkaU and near the District 
Court-hunse. Mention of these latter has already been made 
under EdneatJoD in Chapter V A. 


Uwrobav Gordtai. The Lawrence Gardens—the Koneington Gardena of Lahore 
—cover 1I2 acres on tho right hand side of the Mall between 
Aniirkali and tho Lawrence and Montgomery Halls. In I860 the 
land now occupied by them was a desolate wilderness, in that 
3 ’ear a portion of the ground was laid out as a garden, and in 
186$ the porllon on the further side of the monnda was added, 
haviug been purchased from the proceeds of the salo of an old 
Government garden near tho fort known as the Daddmi 
That part of the gardens which was formerly atyisd the Agri- 
Hurticnltural Socie^ Gardens is now known as tho Government 
Agri-Horticnltural Gardens, the Society haviug ceased to exist 
since 1883-84 wlmn Government took -over the uinnngeiDent. 
Fart of tho grounds are occupied as a menagerie, which of late 
years has boon immensely improved owing to tho in tercet 
taken in it by Lady Ijyatl, donations for tho erection of builJings 
and other accommodation for animals having been received 
from Raises, and European residents of tho civil station. 

Fart of tile grounds aro need for public recreation purposes; 
and the ronjainder of the gardons is applied to boianical pur¬ 
poses under the suporintendcuco of the Professor of Botany. 

Tim garden is watered by a cutting from the Lalioro 
branch of iho Biiri Do^b Canal, and coiitnius nearly 80,00fl 
trees and shrubs of 600 different species,—including, in iidddion 
to the trees usually met with in the plains of India, iho chtl 
(PiHKS loa^i/QUn)^ the Aiistraltanguiu tree 
and the carob tree of Syria and the South of Europe. ’ 


Tho average income of tho garden for the past five years 
has been Rs. 14,677, and tho expenditure has averaged Ks. 
26,586, tho difference being mot by the yearly Government 
gmnt-in-aid of Rs. 9,000 which is not fully expended. The 
gardens do good work by distributing fruit and ornamental 
treee, shrubs, European vegetable and flower seeds. Experiments 
ere made with various crops with a view to their introduction 
into the agricuitnre of tbo Province, The exisLng hot house 
has been enlarged from 24 to fM) feet and fitted with hoi water 
pipes ID lieu of the old flue arraugement. Tho drainage of 
the garden has been greatly improved by the eonslructi^ of n 
fresh esupe cut. Of tbs irrigation water-courses 5,071 feet are 
lined with masonry. A deer park seclosuro now stands on 
what was 3 very insMobnona pond, this having recently been 
filled in. Ihe actual work of the garden is carried on under a 
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Eurapean f^nporintoiiflentj nnder the management; of a Com* 
mittee con Existing of a Pres id apt: with three €a^-q§icio merabera 
and four non-oEciAl meidbers. 

The Anurkali Cardens, tnowa also as the " Gtilb^gh are 
maiiitniiieii by the Miioioipal Committee at a cost of about 
Rs. IjSOO ; of wliich the chief tteni La the heftil gardener^fi saiary 
at lis. SO- per mcPBom^ 'J1ie land is naziU and compriaea 
about IG acres. The police band plajs here occmaionally and; 
at aacb tlinea tho gardens are largely frotinented by natives 
from the city* 

The Central Milseatn is near the Ati4rka1i Gardena^ and 
adjoins the premises of the General Post Office, The building 
Wflw hastily coneti ucted for the Punjab Esfliihition of JS04, 
and was not intended to be permanent; now that a more 
auitable bnilding has lieen provided in the new Jnbilea 
In^titniej tho old bniklipg 1ms been sold to tha Mnnidpal 
Cemmittee who intend to utilise it ns a marketj tho site being 
cantral aud wall adapted for tho purposs. At present in front 
of tlis eat-rance to this boilding there slands on a raised platform 
tho famoua gun^ Zatn^^rtmal^ known bj the Sikhs as tho 
Ehangidn-wtiU Top, The gnn is one of tlic largest speci- 
mens of native casting io India, and was made Id A. D, 1761 by 
Shah Wall Khan* WaKir of Ahmad Shfib DarAai* by wlioin it 
was used at the battle of Panipat. Aft or the departure of 
Ahmad Shah the gun was left in the posaession of tho Sihb 
SardArs of the Bbangi jnw£ (whonoo its name* eft 

Tbp}* and came to be regarded by them as a latisman of supre¬ 
macy* Haojit Miisgb eventnally possessed hiinE^elf of it 
and it was employed by him at the siege of Mooltan in A. D, 
ISIS. Yrom that date until removed in 1860 it wa^ placed at 
the Delhi gate of the city of Lahore ■ it is still regarded by 
maoy as an incarontioii of Mahadeo, Tho inscription on tho 
gun opens as foUowa:—

At the end of iho old Mall, on the right band side of the 
Mocllnn roadj la a fine gateway commonly called the Chauhurjif 
once the entrance into iho gamen of Zebinda Begatn, a learned 
danghtor of Shabjehdn, and an antboress* \vbo> in lier shady 
retreat on tho banka of the R£vi^ composed a volume of mystical 
poems w^hich nro still read and admired in tbe Funjub and 
HindnstAn under tho title of Diw^n-UifakhtL Urgent repairs 
have recently been made to its broken tnasouryi and it has been 
railed in.

Tennis courts and billiard rooms are available. 

Since 186ft Lahore has l>eoii the head-quarters of Free* 
masonry in tbe Punjab. The Uiatrict Grand Lodge liaa a coin- 
mod iona and handaomoly furnished ha It* situated hot ween tlie 
Agra Rank and the Roys^ Htgli School m AniWkallp popularly ^ 
known as the JMughar or " witchcraft ” house. There arc 21 
(twenty-one) subordinate Lodges iu the Punjab with a total 
incnibershLp of 693 masons. 

Besides the il$u.t 1 Fund of Eeuevolenco mamtaiued at 
above Rs, 6^7QOj there is altaebed to the District Grand Lodge 
tbe Punjab Masonic Institution^ supported ontirdy by Yolnntary 
Oontribution^j which educates, clothes^ and maintains at present 
43 dnldren^ orphans of indigent masons^ [n 1893 it had a 
funded capital of Ra. S'ij90Oj the iutsrest of whioh witli two- 
thirds of the yearly contributions helps to defray tbe expenditure. 

The members oE the Society are chiefly Europeans^ but 
include Parsis^ MuhammadanSj Theist, Sikhs and a few Jewa. 

There is a District Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Magons 
and 10 (Chapters working under it. ^ 

The European cemetery is on tho Poshdwar road facing 
the western wall of the city. This la aa citceediogly pretty 
and wall kept enclosure. Tlie walls are all carefully pre¬ 
pared and soropulonaly cleans with flowers growing along the 
gides^ The tombs and mODUEneutSi of which there are a very 
large niimberj are regularly washed and dusbHl. Its present 
condition reflects the greatest credit on the management. 
Recently, owing to the ground being almost entirely occupied 
with graves^f It was found necessary to take iu fregb land. 

This was done nt considerable cost, new gronnd to the sontli 
being bought at a cost of Rs. 1,500 ati acre or more. Tho 
esraoterj no\v covers an area of 9 3 acres^ including the recent 
extensions, and i3 bounded by a 6 foot masonry wall all rmmd. 
Separate portions are allotted to Protestauta, Roman Gath olios 
and Non^Conf or mists according to the requirements of each 
couiinunitj. 

The Agra Bank, Bank of Bengal, and Alliance Bank of 
Simla are all in close proximitj between Au^rkoli and the 
Upper Mall; the two latter occupy handsomo buildings recently 
constructed near the Aceountaut-Qenerel^e Office. 

Lahore possesses only two hotels worthy of the name 
namely the Sindh and Punjab Hoteh known os Mr. Nedou'a 
and the Char I Jig Uroga Hotel under Mrs, Kennel I y's mnnagenieut. 
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There are besides these some three or four hotels kept bj ratlvOK j Chapter Vt B 
blit those drajr on a very precarious e^lsteace and are constantly —^

TIio cantoqmoots of Mian Mir are situated some three min MCr raEiLoo- 
uiilea to the east of the civil station. They were established in 
1851-53 on account of the litihealthiROss of tho formor oaiiteu- 
nients at Aoi^rkali. They stand on an open and exceedingly 
dve^ary arid plain, originally bare of trees, but now gradually 
growing greener as canal irrigation extends and tho trees planted 
by the roadside and assidoiisly fostered spring up. More is a 
church which is considered tho moot bcaatiful in the Punjab, 

Midn Mir has been from the first a conapicnoualy unhealthy 
station. The garrison has already been noticed in Chapter 
pages 239 and 240. 

Tho soil in the neighbourhood of Lahore ia a kind of clay 
mixed with vegetable mould, and containing in many places 
irregular masses of carbonate of lime, termed iaHkar, the whole 
forming a layer varying in thickness from ten to twelve feelp 
aud below this is a bed of sand in which water is found. The 
superficial layer of tho earth is remarkable for the large quantity 
of soluble salts contained in it, which fn many parts are bo 
abundant as to render the conntry quite barren or only able to 
produce plants in the organisation of which soda forms a large 
part. To such an extent does this impregnation occur that an 
efflorescence appears on the surface of the ground which is 
called rfJi^ and la composed principally of sulphate of soda 
and chloride of sodium; but In the neighbourhood of Imhoro 
it also contains carbonate of soda^ This efflorescence appears 
in the largest quantity in the cold weather, giving the conntry 
the appearance of being covered with hoar froafc. It occurs 
moat at this seEiaou, probably because the water contained intbe 
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Chap^vi, B. aiiperiicial laver m tficn uumbTe to lioM so maoh of tliese salts 
Xodern Lahore- ® fod, even if it doos not freezi? nt tho low temporataro 
which tboB proTails. CoRseqriPntlj tlio inline substaccas first 
ol’tQ crystala and aftervrartta effliireacG in a wliite powder.

Meanwhile the roads of the civil station are loft for the 
moat part in very inditerant repairj and in the dryer aeasone 
of the year the duat on these roada maksa walking or driving 
on them a ponanoo. 

Until 1881 Lahore was chiefly dopeudentoa well water for 
drinking purposes^ but in Juno of that year the water-works 
were formally opened for public supply. At first there was a 
good deal of caate prejudice against using the water, but thta 
has long agu broken down, and the people fully appi-agiate the 
pure water, with as geuDiue a feeling as thoae who are con¬ 
sidered more advanced iu uiodern civilisation. The supply m 
drawn from four welts sunk in a atrip of laud left iiy the river 
Havi when it changed its course, a little to the north of and 
below iho fort and the North-Western Railway lino* The 
wells are all connected by an iindcr-gronnd trench made 
uf square blocks sunk about 27 feet below water leveb and the 
water is pumped by t wo eqginos (working altei nately) each 
capable of raising the full estimated daily supply, calculated at 
10 gnllopa per head of population, and forcing it through » 
twenty-inch, main ^,200 feet iu length to a height of 80 feet 
into service reservoirs and over a high proseure standpipe direct 
into the supply sj^tetn, which adds Enothcr 10 feet of head. 
There arc nearly 29 miles of pipeg, and for distributing 
purposes the area supplied has been divided into five separaE^ 
districts^ each having its own niain ami Hystem of street service 
piping supplied directly from iho reservoir or high service 
Btaud pipes- The service pipea of each diutnot also join the 
main, supplying the adjoinisg district, so that in caso of a stop- 
pa^ of one main, the eervico pipes can bo supplied from the 
main of the adjoining district. 

The site fixed upon for the reservoir wivs the highest part 
of the city^ to the south-east of the fort. This was found to ho 
the only sito which would allow water to be delivered under an 
average head cf about 40 feet of pressure throughout the entire 
system. There were, however^ certain other high poiutss within 
tho city where this pressure would only admit of a street aor- 
vice ;aqd in order to supply the houses in the highest parts and 
to secure an efiicient fire service^ etaud pi pea were erected to 
the Dorlli of and close to tho reservoir of such a height that the 
water thrown over thorn would reach 90 feet, Tho reservoir, 
a inusoury building, gave way owing to a settlcineut in ita 
louDdation, which had been bid on the dJAns and foundations 
of old buildings — the accumnlatiens of centuries—^ and as soon 
after the accident as possible, arrangements were made to 
mamiaiu tho water-supply by making ueo of the high service 
stand pipoSj Lhe height of which wan reduced, for the :^ako of 
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economy in vrorfcing, to nearly the name leirel as tlie qrfinajy 
pressure of tho reservoir. The reservoir m constructed of 
iron in four sepnruCo cool par tmeota in order to guard againat 
failRiT?j eMh compartment holding 250^000 galbne, or 1 miIIion 
gallona io alL To supply persons who cannot have conaectious 
laid to their houses^ 180 street stond posts have been erected 
at uonvonient intervals^ 210 street fire hydrants have also been 

E rovided for use in cases of fire and for "sanitary purposes. In 
^y^ng the mains through tho city it was found absolutely neces¬ 
sary to Widen tho streets; but to avoid taking up more land than 
wm absolutely nec^smyt only the side of the street on which 
the pipes would be laid was re-aligned. The pipe-laying was 
a work of great difficulty owing to tlie imrrnw and tortuous 
nainro o£ the streets and lanes and the bad Boil. I'he whole of 
tho civil station including the railway colony are supplied with 
this water as well as the city. Lately it has boen extended to 
Atoziang village as woH. The following tables fnrni&h an

It was originally intendfid to enrry out a eomplutn sy^tiisiii 
01 dmioage for tlio city of Lahoro simultuDDoasly with tlint of 
wator-sopply, bnlcIneH^’uwiujj to financial reason & an iiuder- 
ground outfall sewer, two luilcs iu length, and discharging into 
tlio Havi, wnq iilone constructed in the Grat inatnace. During 
the financial year 1883-9i, however, tho dminage work of the 
city was encrgelicnlly pushed on under Mr. Hull, tlie AasisEaut 
Secretary of the MuniL-ipalitj; and Irefore the end of the year 
the guttering and iiietalling of (streets were completed, and the 
only portions i-euiaining unHuished m the i-cmodelled intercept- 
lug eewor were the connecting bridges at the Delhi and the 
Akbnri gates. These were completed in 1883, and the whols 
sewage of the city now find.s its way into the outfall sewer, aurl 
m disQliiirged into the H.Wi. The system adopted is one of 
open side gntteru of a eirciilar form, capable of currying off 
sewage and relieving the treets ns much as possible of 
ordinary .stonii waters. The gutters discharge nt nil points 
into an intoreeptiug sower from iho Bhiili lo the Masti gate 
which leads into the nulfull sawer. The intercepting sewer 
before it was reiiiodoMed, had an outlet Dear the Khiv.ri 
^ >"^ded to lake sewage into tho back cbaiiuel of the 
Kuvi; but tins it tievor did, as the sewage was taken up 
by cnitivutors, who spread it upon their lands. In the 
dry montha this had less deleterious effects, but after 
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heavy «r^iii and Llgh tload^ oE the it became a daii« 

gerou^ {lui&aaee. In order to gH rid of tliiB long standing evib 
aud tu relieve tiie soil near and about the water-^vorka wells 
from Ita contaMinating IdOuettoe^ it wua decided to rererse the 
tovcls dE the eewer from the Akbart to the M^iati gate to suit 
tho continuation fi’oin the Akbari to the Bh/di gate, and make 
it discharge towards ita original head at tho Akbari gate^ This 
has HOW' been done, and arraugemsuta completed for dugbing it 
from the wnter^wmrka to make it as c^iiick discharging a$ possi¬ 
ble^ -In order to dispose of storm w'aterSi overdows Imve been 
fi^ed facing the drainage outlets gf the city at the Masti^ 
Kashmiri^ Khi3{r]j Yukki and Delhi gates, from wheaco the rain 
waters run down to the back channel of the lEavL The gutters 
are nil coated with Pori land ceinentj and very little absorption 
of sewage is pgssiblej and they become perfectly clean and 
swpot when dushed from ihe w^ater^works. The conatructiou 
qE the gutiers and the ultemtions which have liecu cd^octod in tho 
levels of many of the streets have relieved somo parts of tho 
city of the flooding to which they were ahvajii liable after heavy 
rain.^ The maguilddc of the work may bo estimated from 
the followiug abstract of the improveuienta effocted : —

Thu result of tlicfcss improve meuts bus been ;&atisfacLory 
uiid tho sanitary condition of the city has been materially im- 
pi'oved by them. There is, however, much to be doue befoio the 
drainage cau be cousidered to ho on a satiBEactorj basis. Mean- 
wbik the municipal c^^penditnro on drainage constitutes a 
heavy burden on Iho Commilteo'a funds. 

When the water-supply aad sewage drainage schemes woro 
being dosigped, the wiclening of some of the principal streets was 
considered one of the objects to bo Imld ia view. There werc^ 
however, many ditticultios to contend agaiusb^aniougst the 
greatest boiug the prejudEce of tho inhabitants against any 
attempt to alter the existing state uE things. By far the most 
aeriousj however, was the question of taking up laud in thu 
stroots. The houses were huddled clgse togotlior, and each 
house occupied a very small ba^e area, althoEigh built many 
stories high j atid in any street req airing widening, the great 
number of teaemonts to bo taken up and tho many inhabitants 
thus left houseless became a serioas cousEdcration. The Govern^ 
Euent and the Municipality, however, the fact that 

the introduetiou of water-supply and of draiuaga achemos made 
it imparativo to dosomothiug towards widening tho atreets. In 
makiug a re^aligameut where the principal nmius hud to bo laid, 
tho following streets wore widened ;—From the reservoir to the 
Bhtiti gate j Loh&ri gate bu^irShah Alami gate ba^ar; Patoli 
bd^&r; HJra Mandi; from the roaervoir to the Delhi gato j 
from resorveir to the Yakki gate; Mochi gate to Rang 
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municipal arrange men ts for romoTiiig pigbtsoil arc 
not even jet aa aatisFacitory aa they should be, tliough a toa- 
^luorable improvement bua been effected on the system ia force 
m formet day^j, when the Committea’a servants Lad ngihiug to 
do bat to collect the aightsoil in heapsj removal being left 
to the cultivators of tlie estates around Lahore, who had 
gradually nctiuired strong prescriptive rights in the valnnble 
manure they thus obtained. The times and metboda of its 
removal were of course uncertain atid incomplete. lu 1880 
the Gomiaittee took steps to tenuinate this nnsatisfactory 
condi! ion of things. They broke down the cultivatora^ rights 
by leasing out the business of collecting manure to a 
watractorj who paid them so reueb a j'ear. Now again the 
Committee has partially i everted to the former ayatem, allowing 
the cultivators to carry off the aweopings subject to debal^o 
rules and times after the conservancy establishment hug done 
thcjr eai-ly morning work of collecting tbo stuff from 
liouaos and alleys and have deposited it at certain hsed places* 
The cultivatora pay so modi a month for the right of keeping 
a cart at a manure station: the monthly payment variea £ 1*0111 3 
to IS ropeea a month, la addition to those carts the Gommitteo 
maintains an establishment of donkeys which aro kept at 
work throughqut the day taking off any iiightaoil or sweepinga 
coJIectod after the carts have gone. The syatemj however, is $uid 
satisfactorily ^ unfortunately thoru are no fundu 
available to introduce aoy improvementii nor will there bo nutil 
the di-ainage has been established on a more satisfactory and 
lo!;^ estpcbsive basis. 

The Committee derives an income of Kg* 3^000 or so a year 
from tbe charge of Ra. 4 a inju/i on any land irngated from tbe 
large undcrifrouBd outfall sower, wbich aa noticed above was 
c^structed in 188J, to carry off tbe principal sewage of the city. 
The irrigation is done generally by watdr lifts. If tbe land is 
situated low enough for irrigation by diroot flow, then Els. 3 
per IS charged. At present about 251 bigaki are irrigated 
by sewage,

s Within historical times, ICusur has been in the possessioD of 

a remarkable colony of Patlidns, perhaps the most remarkable on 
this side of thp rndtis. There is little doubt, however, that the 
site was occupied by a Itajputtowu long before the period of tho 
earliest Muhaiatnadna iiivusions. Its name is probably a 
corrupted form of Kashaivar, in the atinie way us La Lora is said 
to be II shortened form of Lahawar, Tradition refers the 
futnidatiuu of the town to KiisL, a brother of LoL or Lav, son 
of Htiiiiu, who is Slid to have fouuded Lahore. However tliia 
may be, Kasur dues not appear in history until far on in the 
Mull am mu dan period. The colony of Path ana whjs located at 
some time during the 15th ceiilui-y, aecording to the account 
duriu" the reign of Bi'ibar, bnt more probably in 1500, during 
the reign of ]iis gi-aiiilsou Akher. The colony is said to have 
numbered 3,500 souls. Among the colonists were certaiu 
llasuminis, whose doscendants beciiine tlio chiefs of the colouy 
and fottuiied a tmnsiderable pi'j'ucipality, mclndiiig terriloiy on 
both banks of the fiutlej. wNien the Sikhs rose to power, they 
esperienced great opposition from the Pathnus of Kasdr. In 
1763 and again m 1770, liowerer, the chiefs of the Bhaogi mial 
succeeded in storming the town, and eventually overran and 
subdued the ivliolo Kasiir territory. Large numbers of Pathans 
iiVero slaughtered on these occasions. TIio two brothers, Hmam 
ltd-din Khiii) and Xutb-nd-diu Hhau who at the time represEnted 
the family, at hrsL entered the service of their cont^uerors. 
Hut they were on ergot le and brave, and a few years later (in

Hhamkpiir is the 
head-quarters of a tahsS I and |inbce liitalioiL Itia surrounded 
liy a high aud thick nmil built wall sigaiujst-which soino of iho 
houses are built. It is a pnor-lnoking place and hardly 
deserves the nauie of t^iwu. Hie tahsd iind police buildings 
stand iIl little distuiice frtiuu the selllpiucnl, and npfKisite tliem 
is an excellent resl-hi-iiee lateLy biult f^tr ^ Ivil officers on taitr, 
A school and hospital are also maintained here. It is the 
only large place of any itnpiortance Ju the district ou the north

<?eiitred here. The population, liowe^pr, is chiefly affricultuml, 
dependent on Hie produce of the land included within Uio 
estate. The number of tmdcrs paying tax ou incomes in ex¬ 
cess of one thousand rupees is ten, and the total niuotiat they 
iiay as iucome-tax ia Rs. 29(3. The population was ascertained 
to be 4,S9u io 1S81 end d,924 in the recent cchsim of J891.
